BOIL ANOTHER BODY IN VAT. 


Lawyers and Doctors for the Defense 
Satisfied with Experiment— 
Bones Not Destroyed. 


The defense in the Luetgert case placed 
another body in the famous middle vat in the 
sausage factory cellar yesterday after- 
noon and submitted it to the action of crude 
potash and water brought to a boiling point 
and there maintained for hours. 

The test was conducted by Professor J. H. 


Long, assisted by Dr. C. H. Miller. Among 
those present were Attorney W. A. Vincent, 


Dr. Robert Potter; Dr. E. C. Fortner, County 
Physician; Dr. J. A. Wesener, Dr. C. W. 
Spalding, Dr. W. H. Allport, Dr. W. T. 
Kirby, Arnold Luetgert, and A. G. Charles. 

The potash, weighing 378 pounds, was put 
into the vat at 3 o’clock. The body was that 
of a woman who died at the County Hospi- 
tal ten days ago. It weighed 77 pounds to 
an ounce. The vat was covered with three 
doors and gunny sacks for the purpose of 
confining the heat and the steam. Every 
half hour the temperature was taken and an 


examination was made of the body. It was 


claimed by physicians present that as a 
post-mortem examination had been held on 
the body it was the more susceptible to the 
action of the chemical and steam. 

At the end of the first half hour thé body 


was found to be enlarged but was still held 


intact by the skin and ligaments. In an 
hour’s time much of the flesh had broken 
away and some of it had become disintegrat- 
ed and mixed with the fluid in an tnseparable 
mass. In two hours’ time all the flesh had 
left the bones and a large portion of it was 
disintegrated, while. other portions were m- 
tact and plamiy distinguishable. | 

The bones were apparently hafd at this 
stage of tho experiment. : 

After four hours’ boiling there was some 
of the flesh left and the bones wore their 
original shape in many instances and were 
still hard. The boiling process was pro- 
longed, and there were still remnants of the 
body left recognizable, | ; 

An effort was made during the boiling to 
remove the bones with a shovel, but the 
narrowness of the vat, its depth, and the 
pore ad finid made the task an im -

That bluffness is a mask; he is sizing up 
your motives and character, and he is not 
prone to exaggerate you on the favorable 
side. He is a good man to have behind you 
in a quarrel; but don’t flatter yourself you 
know what is in his mind. It is easy for him, 
upon occasion, to seem as frank and guile- 
less as a child; but he is a man of the world 
at every point, and has the skill to use his 
own structural simplicity—to call it that—in 
order to forward ends that are by no means 
simple. 

Goes His Own Way. 

You can put no conventional label upon 
Inspector Schaack, and so be rid of him;

But he makes no noise about 
it; he is fairly orthodox externally. He is 
averse from attracting personal attention 
to himself, but he will stand to his guns 
fast enough when the pinch comes.

DUBOIS MINERS USE FIREARMS. 


They Intimidate Several Hundred 
Workmen and Arrests Are 
to Be Made. 


Dubois, Pa., Sept. 11.—[Special. ]—The min- 
ing situation here has assumed an alarming 
condition. Two days ago it was thought 
the strike was over. The Poles and EKkes 
were so much dissatisfied, however, that 
they caused trouble the first day the mines 
worked. After the Lattimer riot yesterday 
afternoon they openly threatened violence. 

Superintendent Reed at once called upon 
Sheriff Smith of this county to protect the 
Rochester miners who wanted to work, and 
also upon Sheriff Burns of Jefferson County 
to protect the London mine. The latter ar- 
rived with deputies during the night. The 
foreigners camped on a hill west of the town 
and kept up a lively fusillade with firearms. 
At daylight they marched to the mine open- 
ings and when the Rochester miners went 
to work they were met by the enraged for- 
eigners with shotguns, revolvers, and pitch- 
forks. Only about thirty of the 500 men got 
through the line to their work. The others 
turned back and the foreigners held the fort. 

Sheriff Burns prevented intimidation at 
London. 

Sheriff Smith will make arrests here. The 
trouble is not over the wage scale. The 
foreigners want to wait until the Pittsburg 
region resumes. Reynoldsville and Rothmel 
are also idle today, but there is no trouble at 
these places.

Chicago, Sept. 11.—Badeni, Premier: Go- 
luchowski, Minister Foreign Affairs, Vienna, Aus- 
tria: Yesterday at Hazleton, Pa., a number of 
peaceable and unarmed Poles were fired upon with- 
out provocation by local officials. Nineteen were 
killed and forty-one wounded. The majority of the 
victims were Austrian subjects, The undorsigned, 
subjects of the Emperor of Austria, appeal to our 
government to institute proceedings to secure 
reparation to the bereaved families and the pun- 
ishment of the perpetrators of the outrage.

Doyle Calls It Murder. 


P. F. Doyle, President of the Federation of 
Labor, said:. From what I have been able 
to learn of the affair through the papers it 
was nothing short of cold-blooded murder. 
Whatever the men may have been doing an 
hour or more before, they seem to have been 
proceeding quietly along the highway when 
intercepted and commanded to disperse by 
the Sheriff. They were clearly in the line of 
their rights, and were justified in refusing 
to obey the Sheriff's commands. Shooting 
them down was murder, and cold-blooded 
and unprovoked murder, too. 

To my mind it was one of the most un- 
provoked butcheries in American history, 
and I shall be greatly mistaken if it does not 
prove to be far-reaching in its results. It 
is going to direct public attention anew to 
this odious and unamerican scheme of gov- 
ernment by injunction, and I shall miss my 
guess if it is not the beginning of an agita- 
tion which will result in wiping this curse 
from American soil.” | 


Queanley Sees No Excuse.

MINERS ACCEPT THE OFFER OF THE 
COAL OPERATORS, 


They Vote to Resume Work on the 
Basis of 65 Cents in the Pittsburg 
District—Notable Triumph for the 
Executive Board — Hard Fight at 
Columbus-—Strike Settlement Is at 
First Voted Down, but It Finally 
Carries, 


Columbus, O., Sept 11-—[Special.]—The 
great miners’ strike of 1897 is at an end. 

The national convention, after a day spent 
in hot wrangling, agreed to accept the terms 
offered by the coal operators. It was a great 
triumph for the Executive committee, for 
that body achieved its victory after ‘wo or 
three propositiotis looking to a settlement 
had been voted down. ’ 

The following resolution was presented by 
the committee for the consideration of the 
convention: . 

„Resolved, That we, the miners of Penn- 
sylvania, West Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, and 
Jilinois, in convention assembled, do hereby 
agree to accept the proposition recommend- 
ed by our, National Executive committee 
viz.: 65 cents in the Pittsburg district, all 
places in the above named States where a 
relative price can be obtained to resume 
work and contribute liberally to the miners 
who do not receive the advance, where the 
fight must be continued to a bitter finish. 

„ Resolved, That the national officers, Ex- 
ecutive board, and district Presidents act as 
an Advisory board for the purpose of pro- 
viding ways and means for carrying on the 
strike where necessary, provided, however, 
that no district resume work for ten days 
for the purpose of giving miners in other 
districts time to confer with their operators 
and get the price if possible.” . 

An amendment to strike out the ten days’ 
limit was lost. A vote was then taken on 
the resolution, which resulted in 407 for and 
415 against, two delegates refusing to vote. 

No sooner had the vote been announced 
than President Dolan of the Pittsburg 
miners was on the floor and moved that the 
convention be adjourned. This motion was 
lost, and Delegate Lewis of Ohio then offered 
a resolution providing for the acceptance of 
nothing but a general settlement in all the 
competitive fleld. 

Then some warm speeches were made. 
President Dolan.charged Lewis with going 
to Pat McBride's saloon, where he was fur- 
nished information from John McBride, ex- 
President of the miners’ organization, in re- 
gard to previous actions of the Executive 
board, so that he could obstruct the work of 
the convention for political effect. Dolan 
denounced Lewis as a demagogue and an ob- 
structionist, and stated that the resolution 
he offered could never gain for the miners 
what they most desired. 

Lewis declared the statements of Dolan 
were pure lies. He stated that he would 
expose the trickery of certain officials of the 
organization who were trying to effect a 
settlement to the injury of the miners. 

At the afternoon session the following res- 
olution was offered: 

Resolved, That we, the representatives 
in convention assembled, refuse to accept 
any .settlement that does not include the 
whole competitive field known as the States 
of Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, and 
West Virginia, on the basis of the 65-cent 
rate for western Pennsylvania and a rela- 
tive price for all the other States named, 
the suspension to continue until the national] 
officers are satisfied by the returns made 
from all operators interested that the terms 
have been complied with by the operators 
representing a majority of the output in 
each district. The National board shall 
meet and declare work resumed at all places 
represented.“ 

J. R. Sovereign, General Master Workman 
of the Knights of Labor, made a strong plea 
for the acceptance of the operators’ propo- 
sition, stating that it was a great victory 
and all that could be expected. The resolu- 
tion was defeated, 530 to 330. The vote by 
which the resolution offered at the morning 
session was defeated was then reconsidered 
and adopted by the vote of 490 to 370. 

This means that the miners in the Ohio, 
West Virginia, and Pittsburg districts will 
go to work at once, and whenever the opera- 
tors in Indiana and Illinois will pay the 
price work will be resumed. The announce- 
— ot the vote was greeted with hearty 
cheers. : 


POLICEMAN IS BADLY BEATEN. 


J. H. McDonald of the Englewood Sta- 
tion Roughly Handled ata 
Dance. 


During a quarrel last night at a dance in 


Patrick Faley’s saloon, Seventy-first and 


Morgan streets, Patrolman J. H. McDonald 
of the Englewood Station was knocked down 
and severely beaten about the head and 
body. When the crowd began to kick Mc- 
Donald he drew his revolver and fired three 
shots. One of the bulllets struck John Har- 
rison in the right shoulder. Harrison was 
conveyed to the Englewood Union Hospital, 
and Officer McDonald was taken to the 
police station, where his wounds were 
dressed. He received several severe scalp 
wounds and bruises about the body. Har- 
rison’s wound is painful, but not dangerous. 
Dances are given each Saturday night at 
Faley’s saloon, and fights, it is said, are 
frequent. Last night Offictr McDonald 
was detailed to maintain order, and all went 
well until midnight. Then a crowd, in which 
were John and Charles Harrison, brothers, 
and Emma and Agnes Harrison, cousins of 
the young men, congregated in front of 
the saloon, and engaged in angry words. 
Officer McDonald ordered them away, and 
seized John Harrison by the shoulder. The 
officer was attacked by Charles Harrison, 
knocked down, and severely kicked and 
beaten. Others took a hand in the fight. 
Finally they began kicking McDonald, and 
he was forced to shoot. Charles Harrison 
fled, but was later captured, and locked up 
charged with assault. The Harrisons live 
at Seventy-fourth and Morgan streets. 


CROKER WILL KEEP HANDS OFF. 


Tammany Chief Declares He Will Take 
No Part Whatever in the New

New York, Sept. 11.—[Special. ]}—Senator 
Thomas F. Grady, one of Richard Croker’s 
most intimate political friends, declared to- 
day in his Temple court office that he had 
been authorized to announce that the old 
leader would take no part whatever in the 
Mayoralty campaign.

„Kauffmann was, or is, a gritty fellow.“ 
said Adolph Nathan, the Cottage Grove ave- 
nue furniture dealer. He was a practical 
man, and when he parted with his business 
here it was to go to South America. Some 
thought he was visionary, but he wasn't. 
He was simply ready for anything in the way 
of a venture which promised a return.” 

“The night Kauffmann started for San 
Francisco he called at my place and in- 
formed me that he was going to South Amer- 
lea,“ said W. F. Grubb of 228 Cottage Grove 
avenue. The next I heard of him was 
through a friend, who said Kauffmann had 
abandoned his trip to Chile and was to em- 
bark the day following for the Klondike.” 

Kauffmann was 34 years old, and was well 
known to the music trade. 

Talks of the Old Boat. 

J. O. Hestwood, who is in the Klondike 
promoting business at 712 Western Union 
Building, has been in this city only two 
weeks? Previous to that time he resided in 
Seattle. He had this to say of the Eliza 


Anderson last night: 


„It was the pioneer boat of Puget Sound, 
and therefore must be a very old craft. Its 
commander was old Captain Tom Wright. 
During its early days it had only to com- 
pete with one other boat, the Northern Pa- 
cific. These two competed for the trade be- 
tween Puget Sound ports and British Co- 
lumbia. There was not enough trade to 
support both boats, so the two companies 
agreed to race them from Seattle to Vic- 
toria, the winner to have the exclusive trade 
and the loser to be tied up and paid $1,800 a 
month by the winner. 

Ran a Close Race. 

“When the race was fairly started the 
two old boats steamed along—they were 
both sidewheelers—neck and neck for awhile, 
tili finally the Northern Pacific’s men piled 
on heavy weights on the safety valve, put 
resin, bacon, and oil in the furnaces, and 
won the race by fifteen minutes. This was 
why the Eliza Anderson was tied up at 
Port Townsend for many years. Its machin- 
ery became rusted, no one looked after it, 
and parts of its equipment were carried 
away. 

Several years after that time the old 
Anderson was tied together and set out for 
Seattle to go into dry dock for repairs. As 
it sailed away from Port Townsend the 
rattle of its machinery could be heard for 
miles. It took it two weeks to make the 
six-hour run. Finally it was condemned 
and put in the boneyard. Its owners con- 
templated burning it to be rid of the old 
tub. 

“When the Klondike excitement came 
along every craft on the Pacific coast was 
piaced in service regardless of its condition. 
Many old sailors remonstrated with the own- 
ers ot the Anderson when it was again placed 
in service, and there could have been no sur- 
prise in Seattle when it was reported 
missing. No sane man could expect it to 
make a 1,600 mile trip. 


ROW IN KEYSTONE POLITICS. 


General Frank Reeder Arrested on 
Charges of Bribery Preferred 
by John Wanamaker. 


Easton, Pa., Sept. 11.— [Special. }—General 
Frank Reeder of this city, who, at the re- 
quest of Governor Hastings, has just re- 
signed the office of Secretary of the Com- 
monwealth, a place that pays about $20,000 
a year, was arrested this afternoon on 
charges of bribery, brought at the instance 
of friends of John Wanamaker of Philadel- 
phia. 

The suit is regarded as a part of the cam- 
paign of the anti-Quay forces in this State. 
Fellow-defendants with General Reeder are 
Assemblyman Webster C. Weiss and Mau- 
rice C. Luckenbach, both well known citt- 
zens of Bethlehem. Each has entered $2,000 
ball.

BETTER AT NEW ORLEANS. 


Health Board Points to but One Case 
of Admitted Yellow 
Fever. 


New Orleans, La., Sept. 11.—The health 
situation in New Orleans has steadily im- 
proved today. The Board of Experts issued 
a bulletin concerning the St. Claude street 
patients and declared of the twelve cases 
only one might be considered suspicious 
and the other cases have so much improved 
as to warrant no apprehension that any of 
them will result fatally. The exceptional 
cases, it is hoped, will be out of danger to- 
morrow or next day. The usual care in 
guarding the square is being exercised. The 
Board of Health reiterated this evening 
that there was not a serious case in the 
city and there had thus far been but one 
case of yellow fever in New Orleans this 
summer. Although there has Been a vast 
t mprovement locally, country towns con- 
tinue to issue quarantine edicts and some 
of the towns are being forced to declare 
quanantine under threats of other cities. 
Monroe, for instance, one of the largest 
towns in the State, does not desire to stop 
communication with New Orleans, but she 
was told today that if she did not quarantine 
New Orleans, Shreveport and Vicksburg 
would quarantine her. 

Ocean Springs, Miss., Sept. 11.—Six new 
cases of sickness were reported today by 
three physicians. There is difficulty in pro- 
curing prompt and definite data. Surgeon 
Guiteras reports that Scranton will have 
about 100 people for the detention camp.

His 
name is Hoyt Sherman, and his home is in 
Des Moines, Ia., where also another 
brother, L. P. Sherman, resides. We is 68 
years old, and the youngest of the family, 
another distinguished member of which was 
General William Tecumséh Sherman. ; 
Mr. Sherman is the guest of his son, C. M. 
Sherman, at 445 Elm street. He recently 


returned from the East, after spending sev- 


eral weeks at Amagansett, L. I., in com- 
pany with his more renowned brother, and 
is now on the way to his home. 


Interview Was Falsified. 


“I want to thank Tun Tarsunp for the 
position it took recently in regard to the 
falsified interviews ascribed to my brother,“ 
said Mr. Sherman in opening the interview.

Different with the General.

This is what 
caused his early death, 

„And yet, while we feel quite sure of the 
Secretary's good health, we wish he would 
take more rest. We tried to induce him to 
stay longer. with us on Long Island, but he 
felt that two weeks was all he could spare 
away from Washington.

WATER WAR IN ROGERS PARK. 


J. B. Fergus Heads a Movement for Mu- 
nicipal Ownership of the Plant 
Held by a Company. 


A portion of the residents of Rogers Park, 
under the leadership of J. B. Fergus, are 
agitating a movement for municipal owner- 
ship of the water-works system of the sub- 
urb, which is now owned by a company of 
which H. E. Keeler is President. High 
rates, which, it is claimed, are charged by 
the water company, have wrought the resi- 
dents into a state of excitement and Presi- 
dent Keeler has been dubbed “ Czar.’’ 

Those who are in favor of municipal owner- 
ship point to the water taxes, which, they 
say, are five times larger than in Chicago, 
and are demanding that the people come for- 
ward and assist In taking the option of 


prices from the control of a corporation 


which has ruled for nine years. 

A petition is being circulated in Regers 
Park asking the residents to mass under 
the name of the ‘‘ Anti-Monopoly Water- 
Works association’ and present the peti- 
tion numerously signed to the Mayor and 
City Council of Chicago. According to the 
provisions of the company’s charter the city 
has the option of purchasing the works 
after ten years of operation, and the prayer 
of the people will be that the city take the 
benefit of this option. 

In August of next year the ten years’ 


T limitation will expire and it is claimed by 


the company that if the option is not accept- 
ed by the city ten years more must expire 
before the plant will again be at the city's

HANNA ON GOOD TIMES. 


Tells Why Dollar Wheat Is Bet- 
ter than Silver. 


HARD KNOCKS FOR BRYAN. 


Newark, O., Sept. 11.—{Special.]—Today 
amid the blare of brass bands and the wav- 
ing of flags and bunting by able speakers 
the Republican campaign in Ohio was 
opened simultaneously at Newark, Wash- 
ington Courthoyse, and Burton, able speak- 
ers being at each place. 

At Burton the speakers were Senators 
Hanna and Foraker, and their discussion of 
the issues of the Ohio campaign was listened 
to by 8,000 people. Senator Hanna said in 

art: 
ar Mr. Bryan says the reason wheat and 
silver are on divergent lines is because there 
is a famine abroad, and that anyway t.ere 
are only a few wheat raising State in the 
United States. 1 say that there is a high 
value placed on wheat; it is better than free

SCORE ON THE CIGARET TRUST. 


Chicago Retailers Secure a Lower Rate 
for the Ten for Five 
Brands. 


The Retail Tobacco Dealers’ association 


won its first victory yesterday over the 
American Tobacco company, or cigaret trust. 
In consequence the price will not be advanced 
for the present, at least; and the agreement 
among local dealers, which was to have 
gone into effect next Wednesday, the 15th, 
has been declared off by unanimous vote of 
the association’s Executive committee. 

This new turn in the cigaret situation has 
come about suddenly. Until a few hours 
ago no dealer in the city had any idea that 
the trust would make any concessions. But 
late night before last a telegram was re- 
celved by Charles H. Storm of the Best & 
Russell Co. that has since set the dealers 
all in a flurry. The telegram was as follows: 

All ten for five cigarets reduced to prices ruling 
before July 77. Cycle and American Beau- 
ties at new prices. 

AMERICAN TOBACCO COMPANY. 

This meant that the trust had concluded 
it would be wise for it not to attempt to 
saddle any portion of the Dingley tariff duty 
upon the retail dea.er. This amounts to 50 
cents a thousand on cigarets of the Sweet 
Caporal brand. The trust had added 30 
cents of this to the wholesale price, raising 
it from $3.80 to $4.10. But from this on the 
price will go back to $3.80. 

All the treuble that thus far has occurred 
between the local dealers and the trust has 
been on account of Sweet Caporal.” The 
profit to the dealer was small, indeed, before 
the increase in price; but since then it has 
not been sufficient to pay for the city license. 
This the local association was to have 
remedied by advancing the price from five 
to ten cents for boxes of ten cigarets. 

The officers of the association also deter- 
mined yesterday to make an effort to have 
the license collected throughout the city 
without discrimination. They assert that 
there are many who are not paying the tax, 
and that the city officials are making no 
effort to apprehend the tax dodgers. They 
say that when they go to City Collector Mar- 
tin with their complaints they are told to 
get their own evidence and bring it to him. 
This, they say, they should not be compelied 
to do, for it is not required of law-abiding 
saloonkeepers to conduct the prosecution of 
men who run blind pigs.”’ 

With these facts in view the members of 
the Retail Tobacco Dealers’ association pro- 
pose to do all that they can to bring influence 
to bear on the city authorities in the hope 
that they will use the police in enforcing the 
collection of the cigaret tax. 


MAD DOG BITES THREE BOYS. 


Policemen End the Cur’s Life After It 
Has Injured the Lads—Wounds 
Are Cauterized. 


After biting three boys and creating a 
panic in the neighbörhood of Sixty-eignth 
and Page streets, a rabid dog was shot by 
two policemen, who had chased it a mile. 
The boys who were bitten were:

The dog was first seen at Seventy-sixth 
and Page streets, where it attacked young 
Gratz, tearing a piece of flesh out of his 
forearm. Young Lupe was the next victim. 
The dog bit him in the shoulder. Then 
young Watson was bitten on the arm. The 
boys were taken to the office of Dr. J. H. 
McQuarrie at Sixty-ninth street and Ash- 
land avenue, where their wounds were cau- 
terized.

Francis A, Coffin, the Indianapolis banker, 
late of Michigan City., Ind., arrived in Chi- 
cago last night and held an informal “ at 
home on the steps of his father’s house, 
429 Huron street. | 

Mr. Coffin, who has served the Btate of 
Indiana faithfully and without pay since 
the failure of a national bank of which he 
was an officer in Indianapolis three years 
ago, was liberated from the well-known 
stone institution in Michigan City yesterday 
morning by a telegraphic pardon from 
President McKinley. The pardon was sent 
from Somerset, Pa., apd ordered Coffin’s 
immediate release. At 6 o'clock ‘the ex- 
banker had stepped out of his suit of stripes 
into a neat gray suit thoughtfully pro- 
vided by some of his relatives and was soon 
seated in a carriage on his way to the depot. 

He said last night he would not be in- 
terviewed. However, he admitted that he 
felt very kindly towards President McKin- 
ley for sparating him from the coopershop 
at Michigan City. He sat on the steps with 
his wife's head on his lap and his aged 
father and mother behind him, The mother 
did not seem so averse to talking as did her 
son. The moonlight showed tears in her 
eyes as her hands wandered over his head 
as she said simply. We are so glad to have 
Frank with us again: It's been such a 
long, long time.’’ The wife with her head 
on her husband’s knee moved slightly, but 
she said nothing only clasped her hus- 
bend’s hand the tighter. ‘ Tes,“ said the 
pardoned man rather huskily after a mo- 


ment.“ I feel happier than I can express 


that I'm out. It's been a long three years.“ 

The group sat in silence for a while and 
then Coffin said that he had not yet ar- 
ranged definite plans for the future. It 
all seems so strange,“ he said. ‘‘I can’t 
quite decide yet, I feel so dazed and queer 
by the sudden turn things have taken. Onc 
thing, I shall go back to Indianapolis. I 
may have to hustle for hash for awhile, but 
I guess Tul make it go.“ 

The formal pardon for Coffin arrives by 
mail in a day or two from Pennsylvania. 


CANNOT NAME ALL THE DEAD. 


Several Victims of the Colorado Wreck 
Reduced to Mere Heaps of 
Charred Bone. 


Newcastle, Colo., Sept. 11.—[Special.}]— 
The following official report of the wreck 
which occurred near this city yesterday 
morning has been telegraphed to E. T. Jef- 
fery, President of the Denver and Rio 
Grande railroad company, at Chicago, by 
C. H. Schiacks, Assistant General Manager: 

E. T. Jeffery, President Denver and Rio 
Grande railroad, Chicago: Five p. m., ac- 
cident gccurred in the six foot cut on five 
degree curve, 1,800 feet west of Mile Post, 
on the Junction line, where view was ob- 
structed by high bluff. Wreck will be 
cleared at 8 p. m. Damage to Denver and 
Rio Grande equipment is estimated at 830, 
000 by General Superintendent Sample, whe 
also states that fire was set from the gas 
tanks under the cars. The final report from 
General Superintendent Sample is that 
twelve persons were killed on our train and 
sixteen injured, in addition to the killing of 
Engineer Ostrander of Colorado Midland 


train and the injury to fireman and brake- 


man of Colorado Midland train. It is def- 
initely known that sixteen persons on our 
train were injured, of whom five are serious- 
ly hurt—namely: Engineer Gordon, Alex- 
ander Hartman of Hirsher, III.; Thomas 
Nash of Moab, Utah, arm fractured; J. H. 
Stander, Riverside, Idaho, broken leg; and 
Miss Pearl Cornell, Alsell, Ore. The remain- 
ing eleven rs are but slightly in- 
jured. Of the twelve reported killed, six can 
be definitely accounted for, as previously 
reported to you—namely: Holland, 
Postal Clerk James Keenan, Charles Leiper 
of Leiper, Pa; Mrs. Alexander Hartman and 
two children of Hirscher, III., and the other 
six are arrived at from the charred bones 
found in the wreck, which are the only 
evidences of them, and may not be absolute- 
ly eorrect. General Superintendent Sample 
wires that accident was caused by engineer 
and conductor of Midland stock train disre- 
garding their orders, which were to use one 
hour of No. 17s time, which confirms Mr. 
Choate’s report wired you this morning. 
Four of the seriously injured passengers 
have been taken to Salida Hospital. I do 
not know why both General Superintendent 
Sample and Superintendent Choate reported 
first a much larger number of persons killed 
except that in the great confusion the best 
evidences from the wreck indicated a great- 
er mortality than actually occurred.” 

Glenwood Springs, Colo., Sept. 11.—Coro- 
ner Clark intends to make a thorough in- 
vestigation of the railroad accident yester- 
day morning on the Junction road neur 
Newcastle, Colo., and fix the responsibility 
for the terrible loss of life resulting there- 
from. The jury will begin to take testimony 
as soon as the attendance of the survivors 
of tthe crews of the trains that collided can 
be secured. 


CHARLES NICOLL DIES IN JAIL. 


Brother of the Celebrated New York 
Attorney Succumbs While Serv- 
ing a Term at Quincy, III. 


Quincy, III., Sept. 11.—[Special.]—Charles 
D. Nicoll, a brother of De Lancey F. Nic- 
oll, the noted New York attorney, died in 
the workhouse here last night from sun- 
stroke. He had been sent there last Wednes- 
day for fourteen days on a charge of vagran- 
cy. On Friday afternoon about 5 o’clock he 
was sunstruck and died three hours later. 


From letters in his pocket his brother's ad- 


dress was learned, and he was telegraphed 
of the death. Today an answer was re- 
ceived from A. A. Scheyer, a friend of the 
family, directing that the body be buried 
here as cheaply as possible. 

The Cororfer held an inquest over the re- 
mains this morning, and the jury returned a 
verdict of death from sunstroke, and attach- 
ing no blame to the workhouse authorities. 

Nicoll came to Quincy about a week ago 
as a book agent for the Collier company, 
but was drinking heavily, and was arrested 
last Tuesday. He was not accustomed to 
manual labor, and the sudden change from 
dissipation to pounding rock made him an 
easy victim to the heat. He was 4 lawyer, 
82 years old, and was a man of more than 
ordinary intelligence, but had been ruined 
by drink. He is said to have had a wife liv- 
ing at 448 North Strand street, Brooklyn.

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HER JAW IS BROKEN 
Mrs. Laquist Says Policeman 
McAuliffe Struck Her. 
TELLS A PITIFUL STORY. 


Lieutenant Creighton Charged 
with a Share of Blame. 


REFUSES TO LISTEN TO HER. 


Mrs. Lydia Laquist, 3754 State street, is 
in the County Jail suifering from a hroken 
jaw and a dislocated shoulder. which she 
says she received at the hands of Policeman 
Denis McAuliffe when he arrested her on 
Aug. AT. The woman will be taken to the 
County Hospital tomorrow morning. Her 
injuries were treated at the time of her 
arrest, but she has grown worse, and serious 
results are feared. 

If her charges are true McAuliffe may be 
called to explain his conduct before the 
trial board. He is now away on a furlough. 

Police Lieutenant Creighton, in charge of 
the Stanton Avenue Police- Station, may also 
be called to account for allowing the case 
to pass without notice, although the woman 
appealed to him in the station the night she 
was injured. Creighton is the officer who 
had charge of the press section at the Demo- 
cratic National convention in 1896 and 
gained notoriety by his rough treatment of 
some citizens who came in contact with him. 

Mrs. Laquist says he would not listen to 
her at the time of her arrest, nor afterwards, 
though she tried several times to make her 
sufferings and her treatment at McAuliffe’s 
hands known. 


Mra. Laquist’s Account. 

Mrs. Laquist is a frail woman, 35 years of 
age. The charge against her was harbor- 
ing Minnie Satterfield, and the girl’s mother 
swore out warrants for her arrest. 

McAuliffe went to the house of Mrs. La- 
quist on the evening of Aug. 17 and told her 
he had a warrant for her arrest. She says 
he refused to read the document, and, seiz- 
ing her by the shoulder, asked her if she 
would go with him. 8 

“I told him to read the warrant and 1 
would go with him,” said Mrs. Laquist with 


difficulty last evening, for her bandaged face 


would not permit her to articulate plainly. 
Then he pulled me into the dark hall and 
threw me so hard against the wall the blow 
dislocated my shoulder. I screamed with 
pain, but the officer said: ‘Now will you 
come with me? Though frightened, I knew 
he had no right to take me without reading 
the warrant, and so 1 said I wouldn't come 
until he had read the paper. 

Then he clutched me by the throat and 
threw me on the ground and choked me 
until I couldn't breathe. He then stood me 
up against the wall and again said: ‘ Now 
will you come?’ As soon as I could spedk I 
said ‘No,’ and intended again to tell the 
reason when he struck me in the face so 
hard it broke my jawbone in two places. 


Pelicemen Pay No Heed. 

“TI fell to the floor, and as I rose I put my 
hands to my face to hold my jaw in posi- 
tion. I could not speak; only moan. 80 
much blood flowed that my thin wrapper was 
covered clear down the front. The officer 
was a little frightened when he saw this, but 
when he saw I could walk he jerked me to 
the street and put me into the patrol wagon, 
and I was taken to the Stanton Avenue Sta- 
tion. R 

There I started to show the Lieutenant 
how I had been treated, but the officer hur- 
ried me into a cell. Dr. Hechter was sum- 
moned, and bound up my jaw. Several times 
I tried to tell the story to the officers, but 
no one paid any attention to me. 

The next day I was taken before Justice 
Hall at Thirty-fifth and Halsted streets. I 
intended to tell the Judge how I had been 
struck, but no defense was made, and I was 
held to the grand jury, and have been here in 
jail ever since.“ 

The sympathy of the matron is with the 
woman, and many of the officials believe her 
story, and have exfressed their emphatic 
condemnation of McAuliffe. 

The woman denies she is guilty of the of- 
fense charged, asserting she has never 
known the girl whom she is accused of 
harboring. 

Creighteoen’s Version, 

Lieutenant Creighton, when seen last 
evening, said: 

“The woman did not appear to be in a 
serious condition when she was brought 
here after her arrest. She made no com- 
plaint to me of her treatment at the hands 
of McAuliffe, and this is the first I have 
heard of an alleged assault on his part. 
When McAuliffe went to the house he 
learned the Satterfield girl was in the place, 
and tried to get into the room. Mrs. La- 
quist resisted and struggled so vigorously, 
as I understand it, to prevent the officer 
from entering the room that she injured 
herself. As the matter now stands I do not 
propose to bother myself about the case.“ 


NEW RAIL ROUTE TO THE GULF. 


Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf Rail- 
way Is Declared to Be For- 
mally Opened. 


Kansas City, Mo., Sept. 11.—[Special.}]— 
The Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf ralil- 
road today laid the last rail in its Souttiern 
division, completing its cennection between 
Kansas City and Port Arthur and thus giv- 
ing Kansas City a new seaport and the 
shortest line to the Gulf of Mexico. The 
completion of the road is the realization of 
a long cherished dream of A. E. Stilwell, 
its President, and was constructed at a cost 
of $20,000,000. 

It is 878 miles in length and runs almost 
due south from this city, the leading cities 
on the route being Pittsburg, Kas.; Joplin, 
Mo.; Fort Smith, Ark.; and Shreveport, La. 


BIG CLEAN UP OF GOLD. 


Homestake Mines in the Black Hills 
Turn Out a Largely Increased 
Amount. 


Deadwood, 8. D., Sept. 11.—[Special.}— 
The Homestake Mining company on the 
24 inst. made the largest cleanup of gold 
in its history for a like period of time—viz.: 
fifteen days. Eight large bricks of bullion 
were refined and shipped to the Subtreasury 
at New York. They were valued at $190,000, 
about $20,000 more than the value of any 
previous semi-monthly cleanup. At this 
rate the output for the present month will 
be $380,000 or $4,560,000 yearly. It has been 
given out that the future cleanups will equal 
the last one and it has been estimated the 
annual product will be at least $1,000,000 in 
excess of any previous year.

Pacer’s * 1 Traced Back 
for Fifty Years. 


COMES FROM VIRGINIA. 


Thoroughbred Blood in the Two- 
Minute Horse’s Veins. 


BROWN HAL’S GREAT SPEED. 


Nashville, Tenn., Sept. 11.—[Special.]— 
Star Pointer is a horse of mixed breeding, 
combining what is called pacing blood and 
a strong infusion of thoroughbred blood. 
He is a true representative of the Tennessee 
Hal family of pacers, a breed of horses that 
has become famous throughout the country. 
It is a great family and may be said to have 
had its origin in Virginia. 

More than fifty years ago Dr. Boswell 
rode a stallion from Virginia to Kentucky. 
He was a saddle or pacing horse, and was 
called Boswell’s Hal. He sired in Kentucky 
the horse Bald Stockings, who sired Clark’s 
Hal, who in turn sired Kittrell’s Tom Hal, 
who in Tennessee got Tom Hal Jr., the sire 
of Brown Hal, he the sire of Star Pointer. 


were Little Brown Jug, 2:11½: Hal Pointer, 
2:04%; Blue Hal, 2:12%; and many others 
with records better than 2:20, including the 
dams of several notable performers. Beth 
Hal Pointer and Little Brown Jug were 
geided, and it has been left to Brown Hal 
to perpetuate the inherent greatness of old 
Tom Hal. How well he has succeeded is 
shown by the performance of his get on 
the track, these including the now world- 
renowned Star Pointer, 1:59%4; Storm, 2:08; 
Hal Dillard, 2:04%; Brown Hal Jr., 2:10%; 
Laurel, 2:00½;: Brandon, 2:124%; Hal Parker, 
2:11%; Maxim, 2:11%; Prince Hal, 2:12%; 
Hal Braden, 2:07%, etc. Five of the above 
have records faster than 2:10. 

Brown Hal held the stallion track record 
three different times, in 1886, when he paced 
to a record of 2:17% at Pittsburg; in 1887, 
when he paced the Lexington track in 2:18; 
and in 1889, when he paced a mile at Cleve- 
land in 2:12%. Later he became the cham- 
pion pacing sire of America, and today he 
stands as the only stallion to sire a horse 
with a record better than two minutes. 

ince Major Brown’s death he has been 

ept at Cleburne Farm, adjoining the 
Brown estate. It was while he was kept 
at Ewell Farm that he sired Hal Pointer, 


Storm, Star Pointer, and Hal Dillard. Brown. 


Hal was foaled in 1879, got by Tom Hal Jr.. 
dam Lizzie, by John Netherland; second 
dam, Blackie, by John Hal. He was bred 
by R. H. Moore of Culleoka, Tenn. „Many 
of the mares that were bred to him while 
at Ewell Farm carried, it is said, more or 
less pure (thoroughbred) blood, and to this 
fact, it is claimed, much of the speed and 
stamina of the Tennessee (Hal) pacers is 
due.

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In the same county, but not in the same 
neighborhood, where Dd Geers and I were 
reared, lived a gentleman of the name of 
Kittrell, who combined farming, horse- 
breeding, and horse-trading as a means of 
livelihood. Prior to the civil war he visited 
Kentucky for the purpose of buying a saddle 
stallion, and returned with a pacing horse 
that he named Tom Hal—or, perhaps, he 
was already named when he bought him, 
Major Kittrell knew very little about the 
antecedents of his purchase; he only knew 
that he could pace and go the saddle gaits 
and that somewhere in his pedigree, near or 
remote, there Was a cross of thoroughbred 
(pure) blood.’ Numerous attempts have 
been made to accurately trace the breeding 
of this horse and Major Kittrell, prior to his 
death, wrote several articles on the subject. 
but he never claimed any positive knowledge 
of Tom Hal’s pedigree, his statements be- 
ing based largely upon hearsay testimony. 
I have myself talked to him with reference 
to this matter, and in no instance did he 
ever try to convincé me that he knew any 
more about the breeding of Kittrell’s Tom 
Hai than what had been told him by others. 
All that Major Kittrell knew was that he 
bought the horse in Kentucky and that he 
was said to be a son of the original Tom Hal, 
a roan horse got by Clark's Hall, by Bald 
Stockings, out of a mare whose breeding 
was not positively known. However this 
may be, it is known that in 1859 H. C. Saun- 
ders of Nashville bred a mare that was 
thought to be partly thoroughbred to Kitt- 
rell's Tom Hal, the result being a roan colt, 
foaled in 1800, that has since become famous 
as Tom Hal Jr., sometimes called Gibson's 
Tom Hal. This horse was used for all kinds 
of humble work before his true value was 
discovered. He was not a handsome horse, 
but of great muscular development and 
could pace very fast. He was owned for 
several years by T. D. Moore of Petersburg, 
Tenn., andafterward by Will Polk of Colum- 
bia and by Major Campbell Brown of Spring 
Hill, who transferred him to Frank Buford 
of Buford’s Station, at whose place he died 
in 1890. 

Bald Stocking and his sire Boswell's Hal, 
the original Tom Hal, Kittrell’s Tom Hal, 


and Tom Hal Jf. were all pacers, but of 


more or less mixed breeding. 
Dam of Tom Hal Jr. 


The dam of Tom Hal Jr. was a mare called 
Julia (by some Julia Johnson), said to be a 
daughter of a horse called Stump the Deal- 
er, by thoroughbred Timoleon. There were 
in the early history of racing in Tennessee 
several thoroughbred horses in the State 
that went under the name of Stump the 
Dealer, two or three of them, I believe, be- 
ing the sons of Timoleon, the grandsire of 
Lexington. The Trotting Register states 
that Stump the Dealer, the sire of Tom Hal 
Jr.’s dam, was a pacer, but some of the old 
citize ot, Petersburg who knew Tom Hal 
when hé was owned at that place arejof the 
opinion that his m was got by a half- 
bred soh of Timoleon, a horse that was 
owned in Alabama and called Stump the 
Dealer. But this.is by no means conclusive, 
for in those days it was the fashion to name 
all kinds of farm and work horses after 
some thoroughbred that had earned a repu- 
tation on the racetrack. However, it is 
generally accepted as true that the Ten- 
nessee Hal family has an underlying cross 
of pure blood, and that it is responsible for 
their sfoutness of heart, if not for their 
great speed. 

To Major..Campbell Brown belongs the 
credit of g the first to undertake the 
systematic breeding of the pacer for racing 
purposes. This was more than twenty 
years ago. He was a gentleman of uncom- 
mon intelligence, and foresaw that the day 
would Ggite when the repudiated sidewheel- 
er would share the honors of the trotter on 
the racecourse. He lived to see his theory 
verified, for Hal Pointer had well estab- 
lished his fame throughout the land before 
the untimely death of Major Brown. 

Major Brown called his place Ewell Farm. 
It is @ splendid: body of land near Spring 
Hill, and lies right in the heart of the fa- 
mous bitie grass valley of Tennessee, in 
which are such noted breeding establish- 
ments as Belle Hermitage Stud, 


and Spring Hin is about forty miles 
south of N Nashville, on the line of the Louis- 
ville Nashville railroad, and it is in that 
vi y that all ‘the famous Tennessee 
pacers were bred, the greatest of them at 


. 


At one time during the war one entire regi- 
ment of General Forrest’s Confederate 
cavalry was mounted on the descendants of 
McMeen’s Traveler and his son, Thomp- 


son's Traveler. Both these horses possessed. 


a good share of thoroughbred blood. The 
former was got by Adam’s Stump (thorough- 
bred), by Sugg's Stump, by Timoleon. 
Sugg's Stump was out of a Potomac mare. 
The dam of MeMeen's Traveler was Betty 
Baker, an inbred whip mare. Sweepstakes’ 
sire, Knight's Snowheels, was sired by a 
thoroughbred son of imp. Glencoe. While 
her second dam was a saddle mare by a 
thoroughbred horse. 

The sire of the dam of Brown Hal was a 
half-bred son of imp. Diomed (thorough- 
bred). It will thus be seen that Star 
Pointer’s pedigree is well fortified with pure 
blood. In fact, from end to end it is streaked 
alternately with pacing and thoroughbred 
blood, 

Sweepstakes also produced Hal Pointer, 
2:04½% and Sky Pointer, a very fast green 
pacer that Geers recently threw out of 
training on account of lameness. Most of 
the mares owned at Ewell and Cleburne 
farms are pacing bred, crossed and pure 
blood foundation. Their owners do not, I 
believe, attach much importance to the thor- 
oughbred (running) part of the pedigrees, 
since in most instances it is too remote to 
be considered by them as a factor in the 
qualities of the fast pacers that have bred 
there. Otsiders, however, insist that Hal 
Pointer and Star Pointer could not have 
stood up under their hard campaigning 
without a touch of the hard blood of the 
thoroughbred. - 


An Early Quarter in Fast Time. 

Brown Hal is a brown horse, about 16 
hands high, of fine length and possessing a 
muscular development that is rarely seen 
in horses of any breed. That he had a great 
turn of speed his record leaves no doubt. but 
he was faster than his record indicates. I 
held a watch on him in 1890, when he paced 
a quarter of a mile in :28%, the half in 1:01%, 


‘and that, too, on a farm track. But for the 


giving way of one of his legs he would un- 
doubtedly have attained a mark better than 
2:05. Next to Star Pointer Geers thinks 
Brown Hal the fastest horse he ever han- 
dled. 

Sweepstakes is now 27 years old and has 
six living foals. She was bred for a saddler, 
and as things turned out she proved to be 
one of the best gaited saddle animals ever 
bred in the State. It was through her that 
Hal Pointer inherited his good saddling qual- 
ities. The latter was used for quite a while 
as a saddle horse, and it was by the merest 
accident that his marvelous speed at the 
pace was discovered. 

Star Pointer was bred by Mr. Henry 
Pointer, who also bred Hal Pointer and Sky 
Pointer, being the owner of the famous mare 
Sweepstakes, the dam of these horses. 
Sweepstakes was bred by a farmer who lived 
at Glen’s Store, Tennessee, and was pur- 
chased by Mr. Pointer of her original owner 
after she was several years old. Mr. Pointer 
lives within a few miles of Ewell Farm. 


Star Pointer’s Unpromising Youth 


Mr. Titley of Pennsylvania bought Star 
Pointer when a yearling. Asa 2-year-old he 
was very unpromising, so much so, indeed, 


that his owner told me that he believed he 


was the rankest counterfeit on the earth. 
He said the colt was sluggish and awkward. 
and he was doubtful whether he would ever 
learn to pace or trot, or do anything except 
draw a cart, unless it was that through his 
superb breeding he should prove successful 
as a sire of pacers. During 1892 and 1893 he 
was kept in the stud, where he sired a num- 
ber of foals, some of which are in training. 
Mr. Henry Pointer owns a yearling full 
brother to Star Pointer. J. C. Cooxs.

Parson Davies“ Peter Jackson the Sec- 
ond, big Bob Armstrong, will show himself 
in Chicago for the first time in his improved 
form tomorrow at the Second Regiment 
Armory, at the benefit far the striking min- 
ers. He will box Jack 1 K eight rounds 
as a windup, and, according to his friends, 
will seize this opportunity to spread himseif. 
A short time ago Armstrong did not amount 
to much. Some time in the winter of 1815 
he wrote Parson Davies from a little 
town in Iowa, sent Along his pugilistic meas- 
urements, which were tremendous, and said 
he would like to occupy a stall in the stable 
and be a fighter. Before the letter was an- 
swered the big one made his appearance in 
person. Da ves hitched him in between Tom 
Ryan and Joe Choynski, who were in hard 
training; biffing away at everything in sight. 
It was a rough school for the big novice. lie 
got it in all shapes. Even Jim Barry took a 
soak at him occasionally. But finally Robert 
Those 
times tested his courage all right,“ said 
„Parson Davies recently. All he wanted 
was a little quickness and science to add to 
his great reach and strength, and he got 
them.“ 

Armstrong began in earnest on Aug. 2. 
1896, at which date he put out Will Mayo in 
two rounds. He then defeated Tom Forrest 
in two rounds, drew with Cyclone Fred 
Morris in four rounds, defeated Paddy 
Slavin in four, Charley Strong in nineteen, 
Joe Butler in six, and Sam Pruitt in one. The 
big one is but 28 years of age. His weightin 
condition is 210 to 215 pounds and his height 
over 6 feet 4 inches. His strotch of arins is 
eighty-one inches. Fitzsimmons’ much- 
talked-of reach has been measured at seven- 
ty-four inches. 


Of the other bouts scheduled for ths 
Armory on Monday night the one bétween 
Jack Moffatt and George Kerwin, the all. 
winning amateur, is expected to be a stiff 
brush. Moffatt is the only man that ever put 
Kerwin out, which happened not long ago 
at Harry Gilmore’s. On that occasion Ker- 
win is said to have run blindly into a*swing. 
The young Board of Trade man, Frank Part- 
ridge, who is going four rounds with Joe 
Choynski, weighs about 165 pounds—about 
the same as the Californian. Mr. Partridge s 
hobby for some time has been the gentle 
manly art of self-defense foi the glory of 
health and physique. 


W. A. Brady, while in town on Friday, 
utilized his time by hunting up Dan Creedon’s 
manager, John D. Hopkins, and renewing 
his offer of a $10,000 purse for Kid McCoy 
and Creedon. Brady doesn't have much 
confidence in the new fighting territory said 
to have been opened up at. Montreal, Can., 
which is where the Wall street brokers of 
New York are talking of erecting a club- 
house and offering $12,000 for Creedon and 
McCoy.

Apparent Now That the Reported Dam- 
age Was Largely Over- 
estimated.

Des Moines, Ia., Sept. 12—[Special.]—The 
rains today and last night have been wide- 
spread, and in many places copious. In some 
places they have been merély enough to lay 
the dust. The total effect on the corn crop 
of this State a ares small, Ter it may 
arrest too rapi ng out of the grain. 

The corn that ripens gfidually will show 
the best weight. Many ¢ornfields,'' how- 
ever, were beyond any help, and are beyond 
any danger as far as the frost is concerned. 

Reports recetved here from various coun- 
ties show that the damage to the corn crop 
was somewhat overestimated, and now that 
rain has brightened up the lds this ex- 
aggeration is apparent. The mate of Di- 
rector Sage is still good—that is, that the 
corn crop will be about 60 per cent of a 
normal crop, counting 25 per cent loss on 
poor stand, and 15 per cent more logs on ac- 
count of the lack of moisture, together 
with the hot weather during the last two 
weeks. The effect of the rains will prove 
beneficial on late potatoes and also on fall

The Village of Kailna is the landing place 
for this district: The New England mission- 
aries landed there when they came to Chris- 
tianize and civilize the inhabitants of the 
islands. It was also favored by Kameha- 
meha the Great, whose sacred bones are said 
to be hidden in one of the caves along the 
coast, and by others of his line. It has beén 
the resort of the later Kings, and Kalakaua 
came here under pretense of reviving na- 
tional spirit when he wanted a big spree. 
All these things are told in the guide books. 
They were told to me as one of the reasons 
why Kona should be visited in order to be 
correctly informed of the present feeling of 
the natives. 

if I were to expose a secret, it would be to 
tell that there are almost as many Japanese 
as Hawaiians in this last stronghold of tho 
natives. Not having counted the Portu 
guese, it would be an inference rather than 
a matter of actual knowledge to say chat 
they are nearly as numerous as the Japan- 
ese. 


Reception from the Natives. 


However, it was a native gathering that 
welcomed the coming of the boat at sunrise. 
Native sailors rowed me ashore, native 
deck hands unloaded the cargo, native horse- 
men and horsewomen cantered down to the 
beach, cowboy fashion, native greetings of 
formal kisses were exchanged, native fish 
merchants did a brisk business, natives 
anchored the fishing canoés with outrigged 
and furled sail in the bay, and natives gos- 
siped at the window of the postoffice while 
waiting for their letters. They are great 
letter writers, and as the steamer brings the 
mail only three times à month its arrival is 
an event of importance. 

This morning it had drawn 200 or 300 of 
them together. Physically they made a 
good looking group, but not exceptionally 
so. In. my anxiety to learn how the Aative 
Hawallans felt on the burning question of 
the day, I had brought a letter of introduc- 
tion to one of their men. He was 
Nahale, the deputy sheriff, whose position 
is more important than the title implies, 
for he is really the law officer of the 
district. That letter was couched in classic 
Hawalian. The friend who gave it is having 
his laugh at my expense. Probably it de- 
scribed me as a royalist emissary from 
Washington. Anyhow, Nahale gleefully in- 
troduced me to a number of men of his own 
race and laughed uproariously at our mutual 
efforts to reach anypnderstanding. Finally 
we got on commen ground. There was not 
much to learn. 


Annexation Vaguely Understood. 


Annexation, I discovered, is still a vague 
subject in the minds of many of the native 
Hawaiians. Mischief-makers have told 
them that they are to be set off in reserva- 
tlons, like the American Indians; that what- 
ever they now have is to be taken away from 
them, and they will lose their political 
rights. They are too shrewd intellectually 
to credit all this, yet it has instilled dis- 
trust. They seem to have an indefinite 
grievance against the present government, 
partly because it is too strict and partly be- 
cause it does not govern under the forms of 
a monarchy. They Will not take part in the 
elections, because they would have to sup- 
port it by oath.. Some have given this test 
of fealty, but the most of them refrain. 
They seem indifferent. In my talks with 
them I found no traces of deep feeling, either 
of resentment towards the existing govern- 
ment or of devotion to the dead monarchy. 
Even their expressed preference for a native 
government was languid. I can the more 
readily believe now that the native Hawali- 
ans quickly adapt themselves to any condi- 
tions, and that when annexation comes they 
will fall in with it and make passably good 
citizens of the republic. 

I had heard of white royalists in Kona, 
and was fortunate to find both of them that 
morning on the beach at Kallna. To Mr. 
MacDougall, the grizzled Scotchman, it was 
all clear. If he spoke dogmatically it was 
because he knew he was right. 

Tou will learn little from the native 
Hawallans,“ he told me. You might be a 
year among them without learning how 
deeply they feel. Why, they would even 
join with the Japs in driving out the Ameri- 
cans sooner than be annexed. Those people 
at Honolulu stole their government away 
from them, and now are going to take their 
country away from them and give it to the 
United States. 
selves. It is their right. very one of them 
at heart wants the monarchy again. Even 
Nahale wants it.” 

Nahale stoutly denied this. As an offset 
to the elder Mr. MacDougall’s pronounce: 
views, I was told that his son, living in 
Kahalo, is a strong supporter of the govern- 
ment and favors annexation. Only one per- 
son in the world is more tenacious of his 
opinion than an old Scotchman. That per- 
gon is a young Scotchman. 

The question of annexation may be safely 
left to the future in one white family in 
Kona. The other white royalist is Mr. 
Muller Agerman, but the term is hardly just. 
His wife is a Hawalian, and he mingles 
freely with the native people. 


Change at the Wrong Time. 

“The chapge from the monarchy was 
made in the wrong way and at the wrong 
time,” he said. “It would have come in 
time and would have co in a better way. 
Now that we have a different government I 
am not finding fault with it; but they are 
making the same mistake about annexation. 
They want it too soon. Yet, if we are to be 
annexed, I hope the United States will see 
that we are given a good government, with- 
out favoritism, and that the natives are not 
imposed upon. It is true that most of them 
want their old government back again. The 
monarchy suited them.“ 

Having given these views of white Euro- 
peans against annexation it is fair to give 
the Hawaiian annexation side, as presented 
by Nahale. He is said to be the smartest 
native politician on this island. His in- 
fluence is admitted by those who dislike 
him. Some of it may Nave been due to his 
physical proportions, for he is big and 
strong; but he has also intellectual gifts, 
Nahale never heard of the English Chan- 
cellor who was for one state church because 
it was established and ready to be for the 
cther church when it got itself established; 
yet he is an opportunist politician. Nahale

who think they are safe for life, and are 
therefore never prepared for defeat.

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of recreation after the manner of a Turkish 
sovereign with a traveling harem. “ The 
King staid there,“ continued Nahale, but 
his own people did not go to see him. The 
Hawaiians were still mad at him. They 
kept mad. They were mad at Liliuokalani, 
too, but since then all is gone of the mon- 
archy, so they begin to say how much they 
want it back, because it is gone. They did 
not like the monarchy when it was here. 
Hawaiians like to find fault. When they do 
not have plenty of poi and fish they find 
much fault with the government. It will 
be so with the United States, but if they 
have poi and fish enough and can sleep all 
they want to they will not care. Annexa- 
tion will suit them after it has come. Now 
they are uncertain what they want.“ 
Nahale’s opinion has a grain of philosophy 
in it. Others who understand the character 
of the native Hawaiians talked much as he 
did. If it were not repetition I could give 
similar utterances. Nahale, however, is 
not alone in supporting the government. 
He carries a goodly number of his own 
people with him. ‘There is also Mr. Ka- 
harna, the pastor of the native church at 
Kailua. He is the Senator from the Kona 
district, and is going to Honolulu to vote 
for ratifying the annexation treaty. 
Insight into Hawaiian Traits. 
Some further insight into Hawaiian traits 
was had in a horseback ride up the mountain 
slope. A few minutes left the cactus trees 
behind and the tobacco patches, which are 
now scarce. The natives formerly raised a 
coarse tobacco which they themselves used. 
Now it is raised by the Chinamen, who sell 
what there is of the product to the natives. 
The Chinamen, however, are not numerous 
in the Kona district.

Big Duties on Estates. 

The British exchequer receives close to 
$1,000,000 estate duty on the personality of 
William Winans, the American, multimill- 
fonarie who died recently in England. Un- 
der Sir William Harcourt’s revised scheme 
the death duties on all estates valued at 
£1,000,000 and upwards pay at the rate of 8 
per cent. Chancellor of the Excheauer Beach 
is regarded as exceedingly lucky in securing 
this windfall. The testator might have 
evaded payment of a large part of this tax 
by assigning his property during life to his 
sons, a course taken by many wealthy 
Englishmen since the passage of Harcourt’s 
graduated duties. 


Mgr. Chappelle for New Orleans. 

The nomination to the vacant Archbishop- 
ric of New Orleans lies with the propa- 
ganda. The Louisiana priests are vigorous- 
ly agitating to have Dr. Keane, lately the 
rector of the University of Washington, ap- 
pointed, but I hear the propaganda insists 
that Dr. Keane shall return to Rome, and 
purposes naming to New Orleans Mgr.

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crowded by the Japs. ‘There is at present a 
scarcity of taro, which is the literal staff of 
life of native Hawalians, either in its natural 
state or fermented as poi. In the course of 
an hour I saw only half a dozen small 
patches, The reason, as explained to me, is 
that the natives have been paying ra at- 
tention to its cultivation, and the Chinese, 
who formerly did it for them, have given 
way to the Japanese, who prefer to raise 
coffee. The coffee lands begin two or three 
miles back from the sea, towards an eleva- 
tion of one thousand feet. The bush grows 
a little down if there are other trees to shade 
it. Where the wild coffee trees grow they 
look not unlike badly kept peach orchards. 
I was informed that the wild coffee is on the 
lands of native owners. They seldom pick 
the berries themselves. It is easier to sell 
the wild crop, unpicked, to the Japanese or 
the Portuguese. Coffee cultivation does not 
appeal to the native Hawaiian. 

I noticed two or three native grass huts 
with Japanese tenants. The natives some- 
times come up on the mountain sides and 
live in these huts for a month or two. Those 
who are landowners have kuleanas, or home- 
stead holdings, which run-in narrow strips 
from the sea up to the mountain top. They 
like to live along the beach fringed with 
cocoa palms, rather than up where the 
foliage trees are,found. The Japanese and 
the Portuguese are not so particular. They 
take to the uplands. | 

The grape arbor marks the Portuguese 
home. I saw the first one a few miles up 
the road. Then they began to be plentiful. 
The harshness of the rocky contour is broken 
by the grapevines. The arbors are taste- 
ful; and the houses are cozy and inviting. 
It is as pretty a picture as one could wish to 


look upon. 
Japs Net Much for Frills. 


The Japanese do not care so much about 
the surroundings. They build a frail look- 
ing cottage with artistic exterior and are 
content to set it up on stilts along the road- 
side. But these Japanese homes are numer- 
ous. Riding along it seemed to me that for 
every Hawaiian house on the beach under 
the cocoa palms there was a Japanese coun- 
terpart on the mountain side. There were 
the Japanese stores and the Japanese grave- 
yard—both signs of a people who have come 
to stay. 

My host overnight explained some of these 
matters. He was M. F. Scott, an American. 
I had known him in the States years ago. 
It was like being back again to find the cult- 
ure and refinement of an Ohio home trans- 
planted by its gentle mistress, these thou- 
sands of miles, to what is yet called here 
in Hawali the wild country. Mr. Scott looks 
through the oleander and orange trees of 
his home on the mountain slope out sea- 
ward. The sun was dipping into the Pacific 
and our eyes were turned westward. 

“It is a simple proposition,” he said. 
“The native Hawaiian is all right, within 
umtitätions, but he cannot and will not hold 
his own against the pushing Japanese. The 
riches of this soil, once known, are too great 
to be left undeveloped, and the Hawalian 
himself will not dg it. The Japanese have 
found out what is here and they have been 
coming in pretty rapidly. I have nothing to 
say against them asa class. Most of them 
are all right. I employ them and they are 
not bad people. If annexation does not 
come they will prevail. It is the only salva- 
tion for the native Hawalians. Maybe it 
is also the salvation of those of us 4meri- 
cans who have come out here, and by plant- 
ing coffee, building roads, and doing a few 
other things to develop the country think we 
have been doing something towards getting 
it ready for the United States. at is either

Potato Crop a Failure. 

“The potato crop, though not now the 
sole source of the poorer people, still un- 
doubtedly is their main reliance in this 
country. This.in the mountains and on 
the poorer lands is, I may say, a total failure 
—small, ill-grown, and blighted. Not only 
are potatoes the people’s own food, their 
Pigs and fowl depend almost entirely on 
them. 

The hay crop in the same districts it 
has been impossible to save, while the oat 
crop is seriously damaged, and it will be 
impossible to save it if the weather does not 
clear up. At the moment I write there is 
a cold, incessant rain, and nothing can be 
done. It is more like a bad November than 
like September. 

One of the most serious wants of the 
people, though not taken much notice of, is 
fuel. No one except those who have per- 
sonally visited the people can form any idea 
of the way this want is felt by the vast 
majority of the poor. Fuel is almost more 
necessary than food, and its loss is bitterly 
felt, particularly by the women and children. 

In my opinion the only way practically 
to give relief is to provide useful works 
which would be a permanent benefit to thie 
country. This must be done with due 
thought and consideration—by really good

St. Garlath’s College, Tuam, Sept. 18.— 
From all the accounts that reach me from 
all parts of the diocese of Tuam, embracing 
nearly half the counties of Mayo and Gal- 
way, I am sorfy to say that hardly could 
things be worse, owing to the unceasing 
downpour of rain. The potato, staple food 
of people, has suffered severely, even where 
not totally destroyed by blight. I therefore 
regard it as unquestionably certain that a 
general famine in the diocese of Tuam is 
sure to overtake us before long. Unfort- 
unately our people have hardly any money 
with which to purchase meal, be it ever so 
cheap. : 

“It is most humiliating to be eternally 
sending round the hat, but what can be’ 
done? Hunger pierces stone walls. The 
Oat crop, too, is greatly damaged, while the 
turf is in a bad way, and it may be said that

Death of Richard Holt Hutton. 


Today the death is announced, after an ill- 


ness of many months, of Richard Holt Hut- 
ton, the proprietor and editor of The Spec- 
tator. He was a journalist of considerable 
power and a great literary critic, whose 
delicate judgment was consulted and re- 
spected by such men as Newman, Glad- 
stone, Matthew Arnold, Liddon, and Brown- 
ing. Mis optput as a writer of books was 
perhaps very large, being limited to 
some three volumes of essays; but it is, of 
course, as the editor of the Spectator that 
his memory will live; nor will it be forgotten 
how in early days Hutton and his co- 
editor, Towpsend, risked the very existence 
of the paper, both boldly and honestly tak- 
ing sides with the North in the civil war, in 
the face of the gross ignorance which ob- 
tained in England in those days as regards 
our people. This was an evidence of rare 
courage and foresight, but Mr. Hutton's 
views pere then so unpopular that they 
nearly cost the Spectator its life. Luckily 
for English literature, the paper was able 
to hold out till the tide turned. 

Mr. Hutton was a deeply earnest man, with 
considerable social charm and gifts, which, 
added to his power in the English world of 
letters, made him not only the trusted friend 
of many great writers of the last genera- 
tion but the generous helper and adviser 
of many in the present day. His wife, in- 
curably ill for long years, was the object 
of his constant devotion. She died only a 
few months ago, and now, after a Ute of 
quiet but intense labor, Hutton, too, is at 
rest. He had a great horror of publicity, 
and his surviving friends, it is understood,

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The restorer,“ that destroyer of almost 
all that makes ancient monuments dear to 
us, has been busy of late at his senseless 
work on both sides of the channel. Here he 
belongs mostly to the race cf clerical van- 
dals, who have fcrceed the limit of their de- 
structive operations to venerable churches 
and historic cathedrals. In France, under 
the pretense of preparing it for the great 
exhibition of 1900, the Palace of Versailles, 
with all its tender old glories, is being 
hacked, plastered, painted, and restored ”’ 
in barbarous fashion. At Avignon, one of 
the almost “acred gates of the town, which 
was once the center of Christendom, has 
already been brutally knocked down. Other 
monuments are threatened, and now at old 


Antibes, the noble and picturesque battle- 


ments are being improved away for the pur- 
pose of adding what the local municipal 
council calls beauty to fortifications rich 
in the story of centuries. 


Von Hahnke’s Mysterious Death. 

Official—and officious—Germans cannot 
leave in peace the story of Emperor Will- 
lams black eye and the subsequent mys- 
terious death of Lieutenant von Hahnke, 


but they must needs force on us two post- 


scripts which had better never have been 
published. One of them is to the effect that 
on the day after the disappearance of the 
young Lieutenant a dummy figure repre- 
senting him was dropped into the torrent 
where he fell, and was drawn out shortly 
afterwards, torn to pieces. Now, weeks 
ufterwards, comes an official notice from 
Berlin that the poor fellow’s body has at 
last been recovered from the raging and 
devouring torrent, and is to be brought home 
for burial. These awkward explanations 
do not add to the popularity of the Kaiser 
or increase the public estimate of his staff 
as authors of consistent fiction. 


Why Irishmen Cheered the Duke, 
-The hearty reception of the Duke and 
Duchess of York during their tour of Ire- 
land has naturally led to a revival of the old 
cry for a royal residence in that part of the 
empire, and also to a vast amount of senti- 


mental rubbish concerning the inherent loy- | 


alty of the Irish people, as shown by their 
spontaneous enthusiasm. The fact is that 
the Irish, who for years have paid more 
than their share of the cost of maintaining 
in England the pomp and state of royalty 
which they never saw, were only too glad 
to get a modest return for their money by 
sharing in the necessary circulation of 
good things which Princes bring in their 
train. 

Royalty, to the Irish, has for so many 
long and weary years represented only a 
drain on almost empty purses, 
royal arms are to so many of them but 
hated emblems at the head of a process ora 
summons that they would have shown less 
than human intelligence if they had not 
welcomed heartily this first installment, 
overdue to them as taxpayers, of interest on 
capital invested in England. To think, how- 
ever, that a not too lavish expenditure of 
pretty speeches, smiles, and occasional 
guineas has evoked such a deep feeling as 
to turn Ireland into a sentimental and loyal 
Utopia is but vain imagining, bred of utter 
ignorance of Irish history and of the present 
Irish character. 

Irish Residence for Royalty. 

There is more sense in the notion that a 
royal residence in Ireland would be not 
only popular but profitable to both nations. 
Ignorance of the Irish ways and their real 
grievances is so deeply ingrained not only 
in the dull brains of the English permanent 
Officials but also in those of so many ab- 
sentee Irishmen that even the tardy pay- 
ment of this debt so long overdue would go 
further in bettering the relations between 
the two countries than any number of in- 
tricate if conciliatory Parliamentary meas- 
ures. Yet, there are tons of prejudice to be 
overcome before even so simple a proposal 
cag take practical effect, and the worst 
opposition is said to be due to a nervous 
apprehension in the highest quarter. Mean- 
while such pleasant places as Muckross 
House in Killarney, Mitchelstown Castle in 
Cork, ‘or Killeen Castle in Meath are being 
mentioned as a fitting future home for the 
Duke and Duchess of York. Even if these 


‘are not available, they would have no dif- 
‘ficulty in house-hunting, for there are plenty

Checks freland’s Prosperity. 

The great mass of Englishmen find it very 
difficult to give up the hopes, which the royal 
visit so encouraged, that a new era of pros- 
perity and good will already is dawning in 
Ireland. They refuse to face the ave 
problem which the failure of the righ crops 
suddenly has forced upon them. clalism 
makes the best of the situation, which has 
been somewhat exaggerated for political 
purposes in Ireland, but it can no longer be 
doubted that a serious calamity has befallen 
the crops tn almost every part of the coun- 
try. Blight and a wet summer have ruined 
the potato crop in the barren sections along 
the Atlantic seaboard, where the potato 
alone keeps the congested population from 
starvation. Hay and cereals also have suf- 
fered heavily in many districts from the in- 
cessant rain. The last few days have shown 
a marked change for the better in the 
weather, but there Is little harvest left to gar- 
ner. Happily, rent reductiong, codperative 
methods, land purchases, and other schemes 
of state aid have enabled the farmers of the 
midland and eastern sections to save the 
money which formerly went into the land- 
lord’s pocket, but large tracts remain un- 
touched by the new industrial life. 

The Congested Districts board, created in 
Parliament six years ago, is so niggardly 
supplied with money that it has been able 
to do very little. Not having compulsory 
powers, the board is aften at the mercy of 
the landowner, who, though an absentee, 
refuses to seil land to small holders at pos- 
sible prices. | 

Fortunately for Ireland the hearty recep- 
tion of the Duke and Duchess of York has 
softened John Bull's heart toward the dbun- 
try which has been severely cold-shouldered 
for a decade. Never béfore has Ireland seen 
so many English visitors as this season. 
The idea prevails that this greater English 
sympathy, followed by threatened distress, 
will spur on the ministry to grapple seri- 
ously with the whole Irish problem, as Mr. 
Chamberlain well. knows that the abolition 
of the castle rule, the creation of a royal 
residence, and a generous system of local 
government would probably meet just now 
with general English approval. ;

SULTAN OF MOROCCO ACC E DES. 


Punishes the Three Moors Who As- 
saulted the American Agent and 
Promises to Pay Indemnity. 


London, Sept. 11.—United States Consul 
General Burke has received a very satis- 
factory reply to his demand to the Sultan of 
Morocco for satisfaction and compensation 
for the assault made by three Moors on the 
agent of an American citizen residing at 
Tangiers. 

The assault was committed in June last. 
The assailants are now in jail at Tangiers. 
The Sultan has promised to pay an indem- 
nity, and he has ordered the prisoners to be 
sent to Fez. Prisoners are only sent to Fez 
for grave crimes. They suffer the most ter- 
rific agony on the way there. They are 
loaded with chains, and are starved and 
beaten all along the road. In the inter- 
ests of humanity, Mr. Burke objected to the 
transfer, and demanded that the punishment 
should be meted gut to them in the local 
prisons. The Sultan acceded to this. 

The result is all the more gratifying when 
it is remembered that the Moorish authori- 
ties shrugged their shoulders and refused 
to take any action in the matter when Con- 
sul Burke first demanded the punishment of 
the three men and the payment of an indem- 
nity as a result of the outrage.

are no trustworthy signs that English in- 
vestors have overcome their prejudice 
against them. As prices advance there is a 
steady selling movement, and the balance 
of trade caused by the imports of wheat at 
exceptionally high prices will inevitably be 
met to a large extent by the return of Amer- 
ican securities. 

The wheat market continues in a state of 
great excitement and the masses are n- 
dering what price the bakers will-choose to 
ask for bread before the winter is over. 
With better weather this week than last 
the farmers throughout the United States 
are harvesting safely what is for them this 
year a golden crop. The statisticians are 
already figuring on an inc of 200,000 
acres in wheat and a fair yield everywhere. 
The effect of high prices will inevitably be 
to bring a larger additional acreage under 
tillage for wheat next year. While agri- 
culture is looking up after a long depression 
under free trade, industries are looking 
down. The Lancashire cotton trade is suf- 
fering from overproduction and the decline 
in trade with India, and manufacturers are 
holding consultations in regard to the neces- 
sity of reducing the output by concerted 
action and lowering wages. An early crisis 
in that trade, with reduction of employ- 
ment, seems inevitable. 


Crisis in Laber Questions. 

The thirteenth annual trades union con- 
gress has met in Birmingham, while the 
great engineering strike ie i progress, os- 
tensibly for an eight hour work- 
ing day, and its debates haye 
seemed empty and trivial in compari- 
son with that momentous struggle, in which 
one of the strongest unions is engaged with 
faint hopes of ultimate success in a desper- 
ate campaign against a powerful combina- 
tion of employers. The congress has passed 
a resolution of sympathy with the engineers 
and condemndd the lockouts as a declaration 
af war on trades unionism. But the forces of 
the labor world have evidently passed out 
of the control ot the debaters in the con- 
gress, especially since many of the most in- 
fuential leaders, like Burns and Hardie, are 
excluded from the sessions. 

This probably explains the violence of the 
language used by some of the delegates, and 
also the adoption without much dissent of 
the diluted resolution in favor of the na- 
tionalization of land and industrial re- 
sources: There is a prevailing impression 
that good times have passed England and 
that the pendulum is beginning to swing in 
the opposite direction. The great collapsed 
cycle trade, in which shares once command- 
ing a premium, but are now at a discount, 
would be an unerring sign of\impending de- 
pression if the business had not been mis- 
managed and overdone by stock promoters 
and speculators. 

English Royalty. 

The return of the Duke and Duchess of 
York from Ireland to Scotland is followed 
by the revival of the rumor that a perma- 
nent royal residence in Ireland is under 
contemplation. It is probably premature, 
but a successful royal progress might lead 
to a permanent residence of the Duke of 
Connaught in Ireland, especially if he be 
weary of his military functions. It would 
be a great stroke of state politics. 

English royalty has been ongaged in 
Copenhagen and elsewhere during the week 
and has been unrepresented at Doncaster. 
Fryston Hall, Duncombe Park, Hickleton 
Hall, Tranby Croft, and all the great halls 
neat Doncaster have been crowded with 
the wealth and fashion. The Grand Duke 
Michael has come from Russia to visit E. W. 
Beckett at Kirkstall Grange, and has been 
entertained with racing and with shooting 
and golf. Grouse and partridge shooting is 
at its height in Scotland and the North of 
England.

Railroad Killed and Robbed 
Near Evansville, Ind. 


Henderson, Ky., Sept. 11.—[ Special. }—Dr. 
W. E. Adams of Hot Springs, 8. D., died here 
this morning. Circumstances surrounding 
the case strongly indicate that Dr. Adams 
was murdered. He was brought here on a 
Louisville, Henderson and St. Louis train 
from St. Louis at 3:10 o'clock this morning, 
suffering from a fracture at the base of the 
skull that had been inflicted by some heavy 
instrument. Six hours later he died in a 
private hospital. Dr. Adams was Assistant 


. Surgeon General of the Burlington railroad. 


He was on his way to visit relatives in 
Indiana and Ohio. 

When he boarded the train at St. Louis 
with a ticket to Evansville, Ind., Conductor 
Smith says he was all right. He paid no 
further attention to him. At Evansville 


the conductors are changed, Charles Nether- 


ton taking Smith’s place. 

When Netherton first saw Dr. Adams the 
latter was reclining in his seat with his head 
over the back. All efforts to rouse him 
failed and Dr. James H. Letcher of this 
city was notified to meet the train. Dr. 
Letcher found a deep depression in Dr. 
Adams’ skull that pressed and lacerated the 
brain, causing coma, and eventually death. 

An examination of Dr. Adams' clothing 
revealed the fact that he had been robbed. 
A fine watch and several articles of jewelry 
and a roll of money which he was known to 


have had were missing.

PARDON FOR FRANCIS COFFIN. |

Will Help Western Lines Meet 
Canadian Pacific Rates. 


OTHER ROADS MAY FOLLOW. 


Withdrawal of the Grand Trunk railway 
from the Easterh Joint Traffic pool will prob- 
ably be the result of the refusal of the asso- 
ciation to permit that road to compete with 
the Canadian Pacific on traffic from the 
Northwest to points in the East. While for- 
mal notice of withdrawal has not been given, 
action has been taken by the Grand Trunk 
which practically amounts to the same 
thing. 

Both Chairman Midgley of the Joint West- 
ern Freight bureau and Chairman Donald 
of the Western Passenger association have 
been notified by the Grand Trunk manage- 
ment that it would hereafter permit the 
Chicago-St. Paul lines to meet any reduced 
or cut rates the Canadian Pacific or So 0 
une may make from St. Paul, Minneapolis, 
and other points in the Northwest. 

No action in the matter has been taken by 
the Western roads, principally on account of 
Chairman Caldwell's absence. He is ex- 
pected to return by the middle of this week, 
and a reply will then be made to the Grand 
Trunk’s proposition. 


Pleases Western Reads. 


The Western roads, it is presumed, will 
only be too glad to ac@ept the proposition 
of the Grand Trunk. They have suffered 
aa much as that road from the reckless 
com xtition of the Canadian Pacific lines. 

The action of the Grand Trunk, if accept- 
ed by the Western roads, will place the 
latter in a position to meet promptly, via 
Chicago, any rates, passenger or freight, 
that the Soo’’ line and Canadian Pacific 
may make in the future from points in the 
Northwest via Mackinaw. The Joint Traffic 
association will no longer be able to pre- 
vent competition, as the Grand Trunk can 
furnish all the facilities the Chicago-St. 
Paul roads need for the outlet of their busi- 
ness from this city to the East. 

Other east-bound roads from this city are 
likely to offer the same conditions as have 
been offered by the Grand Trunk to the 


let the Grand Trunk enjoy too great an ad- 
vantage over them. 


Ties Grand Trunk’s Hands. 


‘Grand Trunk officials admit that a serious 
mistake was made when their company 
agreed to become a member of the Joint 
Traffic association. Its connection with the 
Joint Traffic association tied the Grand 
Trunk’s hands and it could not meet the 
competition of the Canadian lines. 

Before joining the Joint Traffic associa- 
tion the Grand Trunk was the most ag- 
gressive road out of Chicago. Then the 
Chicago branch was the most profitable of 
the Grand Trunk’s lines; now it is the most 
unprofitable. 

Now the Grand Trunk management ap- 
pears to have come to the conclusion that 
a change in policy is necessary, and that 
the fostering care formerly devoted to the 
‘business at Chicago has to be resumed in 
order to regain its lost prestige.

of Father Tighe’s Parish.

The new Church of the Holy Angels, on 
Oakwood boulevard, will be dedicated on 
Sunday, Sept. 26. To the taste, experience, 
and energy of thelr pastor, the Rev. D. A. 
Tighe, the people of Holy Angels’ parish 
owe it that they now. possess this imposing 
edifice. Father Tighe has scarcely reached 


the meridan of life. and two years have yet 


to pass before he celebrates the silver jubilee 
of his ofdination to the priesthood. This is 
the fifth church erected by Father Tighe. 
Egan & Prindiville are the architects. 

Holy Angels’ Church is built of Bedford 
stone. The exterior features are the facade, 
with its exquisite rose window, the lofty 
and massive tower, and the magnificent 
triple entranpe. The three doorways are 
adorned with slender columns, carrying on 
their capitals a succession of arches richly 
carved and molded. Above the entrance and 
crossing the entire facade runs an angel 
frieze ornamented with cherubs’ heads in 
bas-relief. Its architectural style is the 
French Romanesque of the twelfth century. 


Interior of the Edifice. 


On entering the church the visitor is struck 
with its great width, the absence of pillars, 
The vestibule 
has a mosaic pavement and the floor of the 
church is of Georgia pine. The high altar, 
which cost $7,000, is of pure white Carrara 
marble, including the four main shafts. All 
othér shafts or columns are of white onyx. 

The sanctuary is lighted by ten windows, 
all of stained glass. The subjects of these 
ten windows are the four evangelists, St. 
Patrick and St. Francis Xavier, 88. 
Athanasius and Basil, and SS. Jerome and 
Augustine. The walls are adorned with 
stencil work and the roof is ribbed and 
painted in pale blue. 

There are four shrine chapels containing 
altars of Carrara marble dedicated to the 
Sacred Heart, Our Lady, St. Joseph, and St. 
Anthony. The dogrs of the tabernacles are 
of bronze, gilded an lacquered. 


Nave and Rose Windows. 


The church also has nave windows, four 
semi-circular lights over the shrine chapels, 
two over the principal confessionals, a rose 
window over the galleries, and an upper tier 
of windows running along both sides of the 
building. 

The subjects of the nave windows are the 
„Sermon on the Mount,“ The Charge to 
St. Peter,“ The Descent of the Holy Ghost 
on the Apostles,’ St. Peter Baptiting,’’ 
St. Paul Preaching at Athens,” aud The 
Apostles Ordaining.’’ 

The rose window represents the half-figure 
of our Lord in the center, with the earth in 
the hollow of his hand, and surrounded by 
his twelve Apostles. 

The subjects of the shrine and confessional 
semi-circular lights are The Annuncia- 
tion,“ The Incarnation and Adoration of 
the Magi, The Cure at the Pool of Bethes- 
da, The Raising of Lazurus,’’ ‘“‘ The Res- 
urrection,” and Christ at Emmaus.”’ 

The vaulted roof is divided into thirty 
panels embellished with gold leaf. In each 
panel there is a globe of opalescent glass 
containing thirteen electric lamps, so the 
roof alone will contain almost 400 electric 
lights. Electric lamps also run along the 
galleries under the corbels, over the cleres- 
tory windows, and around the sanctuary. 

There are two galleries, one over the other. 
The lower will accommodate a portion of 
the congregation, and the upper is for the 
organ and choir.

Gloves Are Sent West Because the 
Women of the Yankee Occident 
Require Abnormally Large Sizes 
Smacks of the Tariffi—Clerks Say 
No. 8 Gauntiets Are Rarely Called 
For by the Fair Sex. 


Chicago dealers in gloves are inclined to 
ridicule the statement made by Wertheimer 
& Co., New. York importers, that a lot of 
No. 8 men’s gloves were to be sent to West- 
ern cities to supply the demand for men's 
gloves for women’s wear. 

The tariff on men’s gloves is $4 a pair, ir- 
respective of quality. On those intended 
for woman's wear the duty varies with the 
quality. Knowing this the buyers inter- 
viewed yesterday say the only explanation 
which to them séems reasonable is that the 
sssertion was made in the hope of saving 
money on the duty.

HORNBERGER TO BRING SUIT. 


Vase Against Lake Forest School Board 


Clique Being Dismissed, nci- 


pal Will Seek Damages. 


Charles A. Weaver, President of the 
School board of Lake Forest; Principal F. A. 
Hornberger, whom the board wishes to in- 
stall at the head of the school; and Hugh 
Smith, one of the members of the board, ar- 
rested on Wednesday in the scholastic battle 
in the northern suburb, were discharged yes- 
terday in Magistrate King’s court. 

City Attorney K. R. Smoot charged them 
with a violation of Article 24, Section 11, of 
the city ordinances, entitled: An ordi- 
nance for the suppression of vagrancy and 
offenses against good morals and decency.”’ 

Mayor E. F. Gorton and Alderman A. W. 
Cobb, who sat by the side of the City At- 
torney, representing the Council's side of 
the fight, looked shocked when they heard 
the School board charged with vagrancy 
and being violators of good morals and de- 
cency. Attorney Smoot read the ordinance, 
which specified a fine of $12 for anybody 
found guilty of making, aiding, or coun- 
tenancing any improper noise, riot, dis- 
turbance, or breach of the peace, and all 
persons who collect in a crowd for unlawful 
purposes. 

President Weaver pleaded not guilty. He 
said he had no reason to believe that he was 
a vagrant, and that he had not collected 
himself into a crowd to commit a breach of 
the peace. Principal Hornberger also pro- 
tested. 

Policeman James Gordon was the first and 
last witness called by the prosecution. He 
was their star witness, and after he got 
through with his incriminating evidence 
against the prisoners at the bar the city 
took a non-suit, and the case was dis- 
missed.

fall on Cottage Grove avenue, between 
Thirty-seventh.and Thirty-eighth streets, 
was fitted up as a temporary chapel. 

On Sept. 8, 1880, the laying of the corner- 
stone of the first Church of the Holy Angels 
on Oakwood boulevard took place. The 
structure was dedicated by the present 
Archibishop—his first official act as Arch- 
gishop of Chicago—on Dec. 5, 1880. 

The property on which the parochial resi- 
dence now stands was purchased in 1882, and 
the presbytery. was erected in 1883. The 
schools were opened in 1887. The present 
church and school building will be devoted 
to school purposes after the dedication of 
the new church. 

The purchase of the Conservatory of 
Music Building, of the property between 
the school building and the old church in 
1880, and the dedication of the school au- 
ditorilum in November, 1888, complete the 
history of the parish down to the laying of 
the corner-stone of the new church on May 
24, 1896.

Way down to the base of things the causes 
may be different each time, and perhaps in- 
comprehensible, but on the surface they are 
both only the results of states of mind. 

What is prosperity for a nation? 
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Down almost to the very day of resumption 
the croaking came with dismal and dam- 
nable iteration. Some capitalist even pro- 
claimed his readiness to give thousands and 
thousands of dollars to stand at the T'reas- 
ury first in the row of that vast multitude 
which would surely assemble on the first 
resumption day. That very autunin, at the 
September election, the State of Maine, 
Mr. Blaine’s own State, in a campaign 
under his able and skillful leadership went 
over to the fiat enemy, horse, foot, and 
dragoons, changing a majority of 14,000 
for sound money to a majority of 14,000 
in favor of the wildest carnival of unreason 
that ever overwhelmed an intelligent peo- 
ple. When the Ist of January came no 
crowds thronged the Subtreasury corridors. 
Hardly a greenback was presented, and we 
got back to the currency of the world with- 
out a movement or a jar. 
Prosperity Wave of 1897. 

From that moment prosperity began—not 

the eternal prosperity of the New Jerusa- 


lem, but an earthly prosperity enduring as 
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by the stream alone, and his wigwam had 
fish, and flesh, and fowl, and blankets, and 
scalps, and other necessaries of life. But 
modern life is not so simple. Civilization is 
complicated beyond all hope of unraveling. 
For the most part all you can do is to let it 
unravel. It is a knot which must untie it- 
self. No sword, even of Alexander, can cut 
it. 

All modern making of things requires the 
union of many men. 
modern society demands the simultaneous 
action of all. When that comes everything 
comes. After a great smash like that of 
1893, or that of 1873, there is nothing to do 
but wait and let the business of the world 
settle itself, carefully keeping meanwhile 
the medicine men of finance with their 
feathers and rattles out of the way of the 
sick man. When public confidence is pro- 
foundly shaken it must reéstablish. It has 
been shaken by causes, and those causes 
must be removed. 

Men and nations and the whole civilized 
part of the race go from one extreme to an- 
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real prosperity could come without green- 
backs. Nevertheless the world went on. 
There was no lack of money, because we 
had business which paid, and whenever a 
nation has business which pays it can 
draw on the money of the whole world. 
How like this are the events of the last 
twelve months. Prior to the passage of the 
tariff act we had scenes like those which 
preceded the first day of 1879. The offerers 
of the patent remedy stood by and jeered. 


gamblers have played but. because men’s 
minds have changed and the whole nation 
takes utterly different views of the future. 
A stock which is worth 40 when everything 
seems on the down slope easily becomes 
worth 80 when people feel that we are on 
the up grade. When you are going down 
into the dark nobody knows how far down 
you may go, and when you go up into the 
sunlight nobody can tell how far up you may 
go. Fear increases the fall; hope increases 


It is to have all [ts people at work. When 
all the people are at work the nation is add- 
ing to its wealth all that is possible in its 
day and generation. New inventions might 
have made it more, but for each year the la- 
bor of each nation is the sum of that year’s 
creation of wealth. 

What makes men work? 

Their own mental condition. In the old 
savage state when any man made up his 
mind to work he could go into theforest and 


other. These alterations seem as necess#a- 
ry as the ebb and flow of the tides of the 
ocean. When the business of the world 
gets inflated at certain periods it will go too 
far and then there must be a settlement. 

It must be settled who owns the property, 
and until that is established nothing else 
can be done. Those who nominally own 
property resist this. They hope some mir- 
acle will help. Then after settlement, if 
any laws be deemed necessary, they must 
be passed or there will be further delay. 
Some false starts may be taken, like that 
to which the Venezuelan war cloud gave 
such a chilling frost. 

Return of Good Times. 

But finally, when all things dre ready, 
something always happens which develops 
the fact that confidence has returned, and 
lo! the whole world has a different aspect. 
Wheels begin to turn, freight begius to 
move, commerce resumes its full sway, one 
by one each employment takes up its march 
and the nation as a whole goes to work 
again, urged on by the never-dying yearn- 
ing for the increase of wealth to be con-

sumed for pleasure, or wealth to be hoarded 
for reproduction—until the time comes 
all stand fearful on the brink. When it 
will come no one can tell beforehand, but 
that it will finally come every wise man 
knows. f 

Has it come? Is it close upon us? It is 
always unwise to prophesy about the im- 
mediate future, for it may be remembered 
against. you of you go wrong, and 
as you are only mortal the chances 
of being right are against you. It 
is better to prophesy about things to 
happen in a hundred years, or, preferably, 
in a thousand, for then if you go wrong 
you are all dead and distributed. Never- 
theless, all the symptoms of prosperity are 
here. Men are willing to lend money and 
sensible men are willing to take it and risk 
it in new enterprises. In a word, it looks 
like 1879. 

Another encouraging symptom is that the 
financial medicine men are now explaining 
in a low tone of voice why what they said 
in such loud tones last year was not so 
This is the prelude to the utter silence 
which will fall upon them in due time, a 
silence which will be the sign that the 
world has settled one other financial prob- 
lem in the only way it can be settled, and 
that is, in the minds of the people! 

A good many questions have been set- 
tled these last few years. In all the de- 
bates in the House this last session there 
was but one man who even mentioned the 
“consumer,” and he was from Kentucky. 
Ia other years, if you could believe our 
debates, we had no population except“ con- 
sumers — producers did not exist. Not a 
word did we have in the debates of this 
year about the need of low prices. We al- 
ready had them, and mouths which used 
to start the echoes in wild longings for low 
prices were devising plans for raising prices 
‘and acted as if they had never helped on 
what Mr. Thomas Carlyle used to call “ the 
career of cheap and nasty.” 

Rise in Price of Wheat. 

At this mcment these blind leaders of the 
blind are explaining why the rise in wheat 
is no help to farmers. It is only an 
accident, they say; poor crops elsewhere, 
and so we sell at a profit—that is all. You 
will be no better off in the end, for such 


“accidents cannot happen in the future. 


Tou will have to pay high prices for what 
you buy, and so you will be in the same 
case in another year as you were year be- 
fore last. 

What idle talk this is! The returns from

When the nation once gets to work it Wil 


not stop until it gets out of gear again, and 
then it will halt and then it will go on 
again—a succession of like events for- 
ever and forever. These eminent gentlemen 
might as well say to the pendulum of a 
wound up clock just started: You had 
better give up this weary job. You were 
started with a push, and nobody is going to 
sit up nights to keep on pushing you.” 

Every historie period of revival has been 
like this. Some event at the ripe moment 
happens, like the resumption of specie pay- 
ments, the setting of money in motion by 
reduction of the interest on part of the 
national debt, the passage of a tariff bill, 
which, rightly or wrongly,.the people be- 
lieved in. Human nature and human af- 
fairs, made ready for the change, have 
always done the rest. 

This talk of these gentlemen about prices 
and accidents, and this recrimination about 
dead and buried speethes, show them to 
be still groping about among the underbrush 
while sensible men are standing on the 
mountain top and beholding the earth to 
the very horizon’s edge. The view may not 
be of the whole round earth, but it is better 
than the view from the jungle.

it, for man’s knowledge of the mechanism of 


his own body, of its chemical constitution 


and processes, and of all the diseases that 
assail it, is incalculably greater now than in 
the days before the deluge. 

Professor Virchow’s recent declaration is 
startling indeed. He told the International 
Congress at Moscow a few daws ago, in sub- 
Stance, that he believed the last secret of 
life, how to keep life alive and defend it 
against the assaults of disease effectively 
and for an indefinite length of time, extend- 
ing over centuries, would be discovered with- 
in the life-time of many members of that 
congress. 

Not only does Virchow declare his belief 
in the solution of the problem of keeping hu- 
man life alive by arresting the process that 
now destroys it within a little more than 
thirty-three years, on an average, and with- 
In a century at most, but Tesla indicates how 

t will be done. The microbe is the enemy to 

e destroyed. The destruction of the mi- 
crobe in all its forms is already being planned 
and plotted for in all the scientific laborator- 
les of the world. 

When the detection of all the disease- 
breeding bacilli is made easy and certain— 
and that will be done within a few years— 
Tesla tells us that the rest will be simply 
the work of each individual man and woman. 
The intermarriage of the physically perfect 
will, in Tesla’s judgment, provided the per- 
fect types of humanity thus married observe 
strictly the laws of health, result in produc- 
ing a race of men @ho “ will live and retain 
their faculties for centuries.“ 


Existing Instances of Longevity. 


The census of 1890 disclosed the fact that 
nearly 4,000 persons were living in the 
United States. every one of whom was more 
than 100 years old. In Massachusetts alone 
there were, in the ten years ending with 1890, 


and 120 years, twenty-nine who had lived 
from 120 to 130 years, fifteen who had 
reached ages from 130 to 140 years, six who 
had attained ages from 140 to 150 years, and 


{ one person who had actually celebrated the 


169th anniversary of his birth. 

Already, then, we are living in a time when 
100 years is proved to be an easily attaina- 
bic age, provided the candidate for cen- 
tenarian honors is of sound hereditary ¢on- 
stitution and, observes the rules that pro- 
lung life.

What Virchow and Tesla hold out to usas 
a possible scientific realization of the near 
future is that, with perfected means for the 
detection of the slightest assault by their 
microbic enemies upon the blood and tissues 
of the human body, and with men and women 
willing to live on strictly hygienic principle 
and bring children into the world, life may 
be indefinitely prolonged. 

Virchow has declared that all life comes 
from the cell. No living man has studied 
more deeply the phenomena of life—its be- 
ginning, its growth, its culmination, and its 
Anal decay and death. John Hunter, his 
celebrated forerunner in this field of in- 
quiry, closed his researches by saying, 
Every living thing comes from an egg.“ 
Virchow says: “ All life comes from a cell.” 


Everything that lives, whether it is a plant, | 


a tree, or an animal, begins its life in a cell, 
and is built up of cells, each separate ceil 
having a distinct life of its own. ‘“ I have 
been able,“ says Virchow in a lecture before 


| the Royal Society of England, “to demon- 


strate the existence of cells in those parts 
where their presence appeared most doubt- 
ful—in bone and connective tissues—and have 
been able to give utterance to the dictum, 
omnis cellula a cellula (every little living 
cell came from a preéxisting living cell). 
The cell is the seat and vehicle of disease, 
the seat and carrier also of individual life.

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twenty to fifty years, beyond the 100 years 
already frequently attained. 

Then, as the careful reproduction of ap- 
proximately perfect men and women pro- 
ceeds, each successive generation will ap- 
proach more nearly to perfection—with 
sounder vital organs, purer blood, stronger 
bones, and a physical equipment in every 
respect more durable. In this way the per- 
fected men and women of the coming age, 
foreseen by Virchow and Tesla, will be born 
with a much longer iease of life to begin 
with—built to live 150 years. 

Assume that these perfected types of hu- 
man life avoid all disease-inducing habits 
and practices, live temperately in all things, 
make no drafts of folly on their stock of 
vital energy, and call to the protection of 
their store of life all the resources of the 
latest scientific discoveries. Koch and his 
school have shown how ail malignant dis- 
ease proceeds from bacilli. Diphtheria, 
typhus, cholera, the plague, consumption, 
and all the other dragons that destroy hu- 
man life are simply so many species of 


bacilli. 


Disease Germs Easily Detected. 

The X ray permits the inmost secrets of the 
body to be uncovered. With its aid the first 
appearance of the assailing microbe will be 
easily signaled. Under its searching light 
the earliest symptom of functional disturb- 
ance will be apparent. And every physician 
Knows that men die by thousands daily 
simply because their internal maladies were 
not discovered in time to make resistance 
successful. | 

The other half of the problem is hew to 
detect and destroy the attacking bacillus 
and thus baffle death. And half of that half- 
problem is already solved. Those who are 
familiar with the results reached by expert 
horticulturists in the perfecting of plants 
by careful selection of seeds, so that marvel- 
ously beautiful flowers have been at length 


évolved from continually improving —— 
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chisel has embodied in the marbled gods. 
The lesson of the scientific methods of 
stock-raising by which cows and sheep, 
stronger, larger limbed, and longer lived 
than our fathers ever saw, and horses capa- 
ble of speed performances such as they would 
have said were beyond the bounds of possi- 
bility, are all hints in the same direction.

Golf Popular in France. 


Golf widows are now quite as numer, 
ous at the summer resorts near Paris as at 
any American resort. It has taken golf a 
long time to win a place in French sports, 
but now one is astonished to note the popu- 
larity of the game, which at last seems 
firmly established among the season’s 
amusements. 

The most fashionable golf club near Paris 
is the Société de Golf de Paris,“ which has 
its links at Mesnil-le-Boi on the road to St.

Terrible Explosive Force’ of 
Finely Ground Grain. 


IGNITES FROM A. SPARK. 


It Is a Danger That Precaution 
Cannot Prevent. 


HOW THE EXPLOSIONS OCCUR 


YNAMITE is a child’s plaything com- 
pared with vegetable dust, held in 
suspension in a confined atmosphere, 

- Distribute 10 per cent of finely pow- 
dered grain or fibrous matter in a 

room, set free a minute Spark, and there will 
be an explosion that will wreck the building 
and kill or maim everybody within reach. 
The stronger the structure and the more 
confined the air the more disastrous ‘and 


destructive. will be the explosion. 


Fire insurance men assert that much of

dust in the atmosphere. If there is 10 per 
cent or more of the powdered starch sus- 
pended in the air the effect will be striking 
enough to convince the experimenter that 
he is handling a dangerous explosive. Flour

owners, and insurance companies. So it is 
with all other vegetable substances in which 
grinding is a feature of treatment. One of 
the heaviest items of expense in mills and 
elevators is incurred in seeking protection 
from this danger. Large Sums of money 
are expended for dust collectors and simi- 
lar contrivances, but despite the best ef- 
forts of ingenious men the risk of explosion 
is but little reduced. 


Conditions Which Invite Disaster, 


In elevating grain, for instance, the fric- 
tion caused by the rapid passage of the 
kernels from the belt buckets into the bin 
chutes grinds off a fine dust which in part 
finds its way into the various compartments. 


A large proportion of it is carried away by 


the downward draft caused by the buckets 
on.thelr. return trip, but enough remains in 
the elevator rooms to be a constant source 
of danger. It settles on the beams and 
rafters in quantities, which are constantly 
increasing with time. So long as these de- 
posits are undisturbed they are of no more 
account than so much dry earth. But some 
day something happens to generate a Spark 
the bucket belt, for instance, gets clogged 
and does not move. The delay is only a 
matter of a few minutes, but while it lasts

Styles to Supply Demand. 

If a man wants a machine that will yield 
30, 50, 70, 90 per cent profit he can be ac- 
commodated, and no questions asked. In- 
deed, a great number of the larger and bet- 
ter machines cannot be bought. Their 
wealth-producing possibilities are known 
only to the manufacturer, who places 
them and gives the owner of the saloon in 
which they are placed a percentage of the 
net profits. 

There are something like 25 or 30 different 
kinds of machines now in use in Chicago. 
Many of these are straight machines, that 
is, they cannot be manipulated by the person 
in charge of them. They are built with a 
high percentage in favor of the house, and 


this is often such as to make playing them a 


mere matter of throwing nickels into the 


‘| cash drawers of the persons running them. 


Others are brace machines and can be 
regulated in such a way as to yield to the 
house any desired percentage of the receipts. 
Some have compressed air as a motive power 
and others electricity, while the cheaper 
devices, to be seen in saloons, have simply a 
spring attachment, which is dependent on a 
pull with a lever which the player gives. 


| Whatever be the style of the machine or the 


principle of its operation, however, the 
combination is always against the play- 
ers. The machines are not designed to run 
on the principle of mere luck in which the 
player has an even chance with the house. 
The combination of the slot machine, 
like the books on the races, is designed te 
fleece the public. 

This is not a haphazard statement, with- 
out a basis in fact. It is a statement of in- 
formation given by a designer and manu- 
facturer of machines to a man who went to 
him as the purchaser of “a good, paying 
device.“ He was let into the secret of the 
machine combination simply because the 
manufacturer supposed it Was to his interest 
to show his contrivances and explain their 
workings. 

‘Your machines must be making you good 
money,” was said to the proprietor of a 
down-town saloonkeeper on Friday last. 
There were three slot devices in the place. 
„Perhaps $10 or $15 each a day.“ 

„O, sometimes as much as that.“ replied 
the man evasively. Then he added quietly 
to the companion of the inquirer, who was 
well known and stood in with the sporting 
fraternity, if they didn’t pay three times 
that I wouldn't give them room in the 
house!“ 

One of the machines in the saloon, which is 
on Dearborn street, was a small, simple 
looking affair, the dial of which seemed as 


open and honest and devoid of gulle as a

“Do Europe” on Wheels. 


It has remained for an American couple to 
discover a chea way of doing Europe,” 
and as agreeable as it is cheap. August 18 
the month when hordes of Americans storm 
the cities’ gates, invade the galleries and 
shops, and nil the hotelkeeper with joy—so 
much joy, indeed, that he takes delight in 
overcharting—outrageously overcharging. 
In the inexpensive method of visiting the old 
worl’ the bicycle plays an important role 
andi has already saved many a dollar in rail- 
Mad fares. The bicycle with a kitchen at- 
tachment is the latest scheme two Ameri- 
cans have adopted to save time and money. 
Each cyclist carries on the machine a-com- 
plete change of clothing and one-half of a 
camping kit. With these implements of the 
cuisine the travelers are quite independent 
of hotels and restaurants, for they are al- 
ways able to find at the villages through 
which they pass ample provisions. With 
nightfall the pair generally seek a farm- 
house in which to sleep, preferring the home- 
ly hospitality of the peasants to the discom- 
forts of hotels. 

While out-of-door exercise, bicycling ex- 
cepted, is not as popular in France as in 
America, out-of-door life prevails. All Paris 
lives in the open air. This method of passing 
the summer season, which commences so 
early and lasts so late in Paris, makes one 
realize why, as a rule, French houses are so 
utterly devoid of comfort. They are ap- 
parently constructed as mere refuges in bad 
seasons.

So after string- 
ing his patrons as long as he thinks it is 
desirable, he shifts the adjustment of the 
combination of the machine so that the per- 
centage of profits to the house is 10 per cent, 
instead of 80 or 90. The day the low percent- 
age is on is the lucky day of the players 


Their interest is awakened, their passion 


for easy gain is whetted. They have risked 


20 or 30 cents and have won $2 or $3. They 


feel elated, go away happy, and come back 
the next day to win some more. The next 
day the machine is set at 80 or 90 and, of 
course, the player loses all he puts into it. 
He will likely drop twice as much as he won 
the day before. 

A new machine hag lately been invented 
and put upon the market by a manufacturer 
of bicycles. It is prettily though somewhat 
ornately made, with brass screws to hold 
the woodwork together. It is one of the 
most innocent looking of the machines to 
be seen about town. It has, however, one 
defect from the standpoint of the dupes. It 
is regularly set at a high percentage in favor 
of the house and it does its work as long as 
it is left alone.

In each of these disasters the loss 
of life was appalling, while the money dam- 
age was heavy. 
Cause of Dust Explosions. 

One of the questions first asked by people 
‘who hear of these explosions is why mill 
owners and operators do not take measures 
to protect their workmen and property 
against them. They do, but thus far no 
effectual safeguard has been found. The 
first recorded accident of this kind took 
place in Turin, Italy, in 1706, when a large 
flour warehouse exploded causing heavy 
loss of life. -Ever since then men of bright 
minds have been studying the cause of the 
explosions and ‘looking for remefies. The 


sugar refinery explosion in 1890 it was found 
that the dust was exploded by the air rush- 
ing into the open door of the boiler furnace. 
With the furnace door and that of the en- 
gine-room both standing wide open a tre- 
mechdous draft was created, the air was 
drawn into the furnace so fast that the cur- 
rent either generated a spark by friction 
or drew a quantity of the dust into contact 
with the coals which had fallen from the 
grate. At any rate the dust explosion took 
place in the furnace-room, and it was 
proved conclusively that it was not a col- 
lapse of the boilers, as at first reported. 
Some years ago a bright individual with 
small knowledge of the real nature of the 
trouble suggested as a remedy the fireproof- 
ing of mills and factories, but competent 
experts quickly established the fact that 
this would only tend to increase the force of 
an explosion, as it is the strongest and most

Gravita- 
tion is the sole propelling force of flying 
creatures. All a bird does is to lift itself 
with its wings. If it were not for the wings 
gravitation would pull it straight down. But 
the wings support it in the air, and the bird, 
being heavier in front than behind, ia pulled 
downward and forward at an angle. This 
resolution of the downward force into a 
forward and downward one is what makes 
the advance of the bird through the air 
possible. The flight of the bird is really in 
a zigzag motion, rising with each flap of the 
wings, while the tail, governing the angle 
— inclination, regulates the altitude of the 


Has Followed the Principle. 


It is this principle which Mr. Davidson has 
endeavored to work out in his machine. 
The principle agrees closely with the ac- 
cepted theory of bird flight. It is the weight 
of the bird, not its lightness, which makes 
flight possible. The wings do not propel, 
but merely raise the bird. Observation goes 
to prove that they are slightly in front of the 
body during the action, not behind it. They 
flap downward and forward, and it is the 
resistance of the air, resolving the force of 
gravity into an angular force, which gives 
the forward motion. 

The air ship which Mr. Davidson has con- 
structed has two great wings and a tall. 
The tail is to regulate the angle of inclina- 
tion, not for stecring. The steering ap- 
paratus is a sort of rudder placed at the 
pointed bow of the craft. The wings are im- 
movable and are valved in such a manner 
that they resemble a Venetian blind. The 
car, which corresponds to the body of the 
bird furnishes the accommodations for pas- 
sengcrs and cargo.

Specific Gravity the Same. 


In spite of the great weight of the machine 
its size has been so regulated that it corre- 
sponds in specific gravity with the body of 
A crow. In each case the weight for every 
cubic inch of displacement will be the same. 
The chief difference between the action of 
the machine and that of the bird after which 
it is designed will lie in the fact that the mo- 
tion of flying, which the crow carries on 
intermittently, will be carried on continu- 
ously by the machine. And it is in this mo- 
tion of flying that the secret lies which Mr. 
Davidson believes will make his airship a 
success. He is convinced that he has found 


the true principle of the flight of birds, al- — °

Such 
divergencies, which are due to the mistakes, 
the insertions, or the omissions of copyists, 
imply the multiplication of copies and some 
considerable lapse of time in which the 
variations may spread. It is true that the 
evidence on this point is still incomplete, be- 
cause we have not recovered the Diates- 
saron in its original language. What we 
have ia a copy (or rather two copies) of an 
Arabic translation, made early in the 
eleventh century, of a Syrian copy written 
about the year 900, together with two copies 
of an Armenian version of a Syriac com- 
mentary composed by a writer who died 
in 373. 

Until recently it was always supposed that 
the .‘“‘ Diatessaron ’’ was written in Greek. 
as its Greek title would seem to indicate; 
and in that case we are doubly removed from 
the original language. There is, however, 
good reason for doubting this opinion and 
for holding the original language to have 
been Syriac. It was certainly in Syria that 
its use flourished; its text has strong af- 
finities with that which is found in the oldest 
Syriac version of the gospels;. St. Ephrem, 
who commented upon it, was a Syrian father 
and wrote in Syriac; and there is evidence 
that the Old Testament quotations in it were 
in accordance with the Syriac version of the 
scriptures.

Demolishes Baur’s Views. 

Thus, along two lines of argument we 
find that the reappearance of the Diates- 
saron,“ though it does not enable us to fix 
absolutely the date of the composition of 
the’ gospels, yet demolishes the extreme 
views of Baur and his followers, and pushes 
back the origin of the gospels to a period 
when the friends and companions of the 
apostles were still alive and could have tes- 
tified whether the narratives which passed 
under their names were indeed their work 
or not. 

If the gospels were not written later than 
A. D. 120, and this the evidence of the Dia- 
tessaron’’ seems to establish, then it is 
very difficult to argue with any plausibility 
that they fall outside the apostolic age at 
all. More than this we must not expect to 
be able to prove by evidence of this class. 
We can hardly hope to discover and oye 
work which will authoritatively fix fof us 
the exact years in which each of the four 
gospels was written. It is enough for us to 
know that they belong, even the latest of 
them, to the age of the apostles, and that 
there is no reason, so far as external evi- 
dence is concerned, to doubt the traditional 
belief that they were writen either by the 
apostles themselves or by their companions. 

One discovery has thus served to ruin the 
structure which Baur and his followers 
reared upon their own imaginings and to 
render any similar theory much more diffi- 
cult and less plausible. [F. G. Kenyon, as-

An aerial tramway had been built from 
the mine to the valley where the town is 
located, for the purpose of cheapening the 
cost of handling ores, and to dispense with 
the pack trains which had been the only 
means of conveying freight and passengers 
to the lofty eminence where the shafthouse 
was planted. Everything was ready for a 
start, and all that remained for the engi- 
neers was to devise some way to deliver the 
great steel cable from the railway depot at 
Telluride. The first suggestiog was to haul 
it up by hand by stringing it over the trail 
with pulleys at convenient distances to re- 
duce the friction, but owing to the tortuous 
nature of the country, which is one of the 
roughest in the West, the idea had to be 
abandoned. Then it occurred to one of the 
company of contractors that the entire dit- 
ficulty could be overcome by a simple ex- 
pedient. He concluded to impress into 
service the patient burro, or diminutive 
mule. It took some time to perfect the plan, 
and when all was ready it resolved itself into 
a proposition that was so simple that the 
miners were astounded that none had ever 
thought of it before. 

Strung on the Burros. 

The huge rope was unwound from the 
spool on the cars and divided into rolls of 
130 pounds each. There were 128 of these 
rolls, and, with two for each jack, the whole 
thing could be placed on sixty-four burros. 
The little animals were aligned in the sireets 
of Telluride and the process of packing then 
began. The wire was securely lashed to the 
pack saddles, and all was ready for a start. 
The efficacy of the original form of trans- 
portation had many advantages, for each 
of the burros was anchored safely to its 
leader and the jack that followed. This 
facilitated the operation, for if there is one 
trait more productive of swearing than any 
other on the part of a trainmaster it is the 
nomadic instinct that tempts the burro to 
wander away from its mates while the 
loads are being made up. When the last 
roll was tied to the back of its bearer the 
procession took its way out of town and 
began the climb to the Nellie. There was 
not a hitch in the program, and before dark 
the rope was coming down over the sheaves 
that pierced the clouds and established reg- 
ular communication with the valley. 

There is no record of any similar attempt, 
and the Telluride men claim the credit for 
simplifying a job that has always been reck- 
oned one of the most tedious in starting a 
tramway. The opening of this route will 
throw out of employment 500 burros, and 
the cost of operating will scarcely exceed 
the interest on the plant and the cost ofa 
brakeman to be stationed at the summit to 
control the ore buckets. The weight of the 
descending ore returns the empty buckets 
and also brings to the mines whatever sup- 
plies may be needed.

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' STRIKERS SHOT IN PENNSYLYANIA., 
No one has been paying any attention to 
the less general and less important miners’ 
strike in one section of the anthracite coal 
field which was instigated by the leaders 
of the great strike. It has been thought pos- 
sible that there might be serious trouble at 
the bituminous mines in Pennsylvania or 
some other State. Nobody anticipated the 
shedding of blood elsewhere. 

Hence the news of the sanguinary affray 
at Latimer, Pa., day before yesterday, in 
which nineteen striking miners were killed 
and forty were woutided more or less se- 
riously by a body of armed deputies under 
the command of the Sheriff of Luzerne 
County, comes with a sudden shock. 

As is customary in almost every deplora- 
ble affair of this kind there is a dispute as 
to whether the action of the officers of the 
law was or was not justifiable. ‘The Sheriff 
asserts that he and his posse met the strik- 
ers on their way to Latimer, where they 
were going to drive away some men who 
were at work digging coal; that he read the 
riot act to them and ordered them to dis- 
perse; that they did not, but attacked him 
and knocked him down; that he called on 
the deputies to fire in the air, but that the 
strikers grew bolder and endeavored to 
surround his force; and that therefore he 
gave the order to fire. 

It is claimed on the other hand that the 
strikers were going peacefully along the 
public road; that they did nothing to the 
Sheriff or any of his posse, but simply tried 


ring their progress; that they were fired on 
causelessly and without provocation of any 
kind; and that the mén who were killed 
were simply murdered. 

The two accounts are flatly contradictory. 
But it is certain that the strikers who were 
marching on the Latimer mine were not as 
peaceable as is claimed. They had not 
been behaving like lambs. Just before this 
shooting occurred a squad of the strikers 
had visited another mine where men were 
at work. Those men were ordered out. 
When they refused to quit work fhe strik- 
ers made a charge on them. Then there 
was a hand-to-hand conflict with the depu- 
ties in which the latter came out ahead. 

It is a reasonable presumption, therefore, 
that the strikers were going to Latimer to 
use the same unlawful metbeds they had 
just been using—to intimidate or assault 
men who persisted in working when the 
strikers did not wish them to do.so. This 
is the more probable since the only argu- 
ments most of the strikers are familiar with 
are violent arguments. 

The mass of them are Poles, Hungarians, 
Italians, and Lithuanians, who know little 
or no English. They are utterly ignorant 
of the laws and institutions of the United 
States. They are controlled by violent 
leaders, who have been making inflamma- 
tory speeches to them and egging them on 
to lawless acts. 

Whether the action of the deputies in 
firing when they did was legally justifiable 
is a question to be determined hereafter. 
When officers of the law are confronted by 
an unfriendly crowd of much larger num- 
bers it is often difficult to decide on the 
right course to pursue. There is the dan- 
ger of hasty action. There is also the 
danger of delaying too long and being run 
over by the mob, 

At is sad that life has been taken, even if 
taken lawfully. For the difficulties of set- 
tling the greater coal miners’ strike, which 
has on the whole been conducted more 
peaceably than ever before, will be in- 
creased. The defeat by only eight votes of 
the proposed settlement may be set down 
to this Latimer affair. In addition to that 
Debs, Sovereign, Altgeld, and the other 
Anarchist demagogues will be supplied with 
more fuel for their incendiary harangues. 

But they cannot say that what has hap- 
pened was one of the regults of “ govern- 
ment by injunction.” In this case no in- 

‘junction had been obtained. It is unfor- 
tunate that that was so. For if the leaders 
of the strikers and their followers had been 
duly notified by an order of court that they 
must not molest men who were at work 
and must not trespass on the property of 
their employers the probabilities are that 
‘those orders would have been obeyed as 
they have been obeyed elsewhere. 

An injunction in the case of this strike 
would have served to enlighten the igno- 
rance of the strikers, and open their eyes 
to a fact which most of them unquestion- 
ably were unaware of—that they were vio- 
lating the laws of the land. 

The Governor of Pennsylvania promptly 
ordered out the militia and it is not likely 
there will be any further trouble. A Coro- 
ner’s jury has been impaneled, and the evi- 
dence given before it may settle beyond 
dispute the question whether the Sheriff 
acted properly under the circumstances. 
It his statement is correct he seems to have 
done so. The investigation will determine 
that point. ;

He does not deign to mention Bryan by 
name, but he undoubtedly has him in mind 
when he says in his quaint way: “ Another 
encouraging symptom is that the financial 
medicine men are now explaining in a low 
tone of voice why what they said in such 
loud tones last year was notso. Thisis the 
prelude to the utter silence which will fall 
upon them in due time.” He docs not even 
deign to answer the fustian Bryan has 
uttered about the wheat crop and the jere- 
miad he has sounded to the farmers. It is 
sufficient for Mr. Reed that “ the returns 
from the wheat crop and the other cereals 
spent in purchases start the nation to 
work. When the nation once gets to work 
it will not stop until it gets out of gear 
again, and then it will go on again—a like 
succession of like events forever and for- 
ever.” For this has been the story of every 
historic period of revival. 

If there be any one who doubts that pros- 
perity is on the way, and who cannot see 
the bright streaks that herald the full illumi- 
nation, let him study Mr. Reed's hopeful, 
breezy essay. Bryan himself should stop 
long enough to do so, for nothing is more 
certain than Mr. Reed's closing words: 
“This talk of these gentlemen about prices 
and accidents, and this recrimination about 
dead and buried speeches, show them, to be 
still groping about among the underbrush, 
while sensible men are standing on the 
mountdin top and beholding the earth to 
the very horizon’s edge. The view may not 
be of the whole round earth, but itis better 
than the view from | the jungle.) 


THE RICH AND THE POOR. 

There is in the September number of 
the Atiantic a thoughtful and carefully 
prepared article by Carroll D. Wright, dis- 
proving the assertion that “the rich are 
growing richer and the poor poorer ” all the 
time. That is the burden of the song of 
all the demagogues, big and little, from 
Bryan down to Debs. 

This statement has been dinned into the 
public ear so steadily that many Have come 
to believe it. And yet, as Mr. Wright 
truthfully states, the doctrine is “a false 
one, false in its premises, and misleading in 
its influence.” The real statement should 
be, according to Mr, Wright, that “the 
rich are growing richer, many more people 
than formerly are growing rich, and the 
poor are growing better off.“ 

The wealth of the country is not station- 
ary, but is increasing rapidly. The wealth 
per capita now is at least three times what 
it was in the fifties. The question is then 
whether “the poor” have received any of 
that increase in the national wealth. If 
they have they cannot be said to be poorer. 
Mr. Wright contends that they have. 

He shows that decade by decade the num- 
ber of “bread winners” engaged in the 
lowest walks of business is decreasing, 
while those employed in the higher walks 
are decreasing relatively to the whole pop- 
ulation. The proportion of the skilled and 
hence better paid workers is increasing 
steadily. | 

Mr. Wright dwells on the fact that the 
average wage scale of the country ad- 
vanced 86 per cent between 1840 and 1891, 
while the cost of living was not much if 
any higher in 1891 than in 1840. Then the 
census reports show that— 


We find that in 1850 the average annual earn- 
ings of each employé engaged in manufacturing 
and mechanical pursuits, including men, women, 
and children, in round numbers were $247; in 1860, 
$289; in 1870, $302; in 1880, $347; and in 1890, $445. 
Here is a steady, positive increase in the average 
annual earnings of the employés in our great in- 
dustrial pursuits. 


So it cannot be disputed that “ the eco- 
nomic condition of wage earners has im- 
proved vastly during the last fifty or sixty 
years.“ The workingman, Mr. Wright de- 
clares, is not growing poorer, but bet- 
ter off, as time progresses and he overcomes 
more and more the exactions of the iron 
law of wages” as it was laid down by the 
economists of the last generation. 

There are some points that Mr. Wright 
does not touch upon in his excellent article. 
In the first place, who are the rich“ and 
who are “the poor”? The American peo- 
ple cannot be divided into two classes on 
the basis of their wealth any more than 
they can be divided into the two classes 
of “the old“ and “ the young.” 

As regards the possession of property the 
rich are at one extreme and the poor at the 
other. Between them is an immense class 
or mass of persons who are neither “ rich ” 
nor “poor,” who constitute the middle 
class. This class takes in all the provident 
farmers, There are a host of them, num- 
bering millions. It takes in all other men 
who save their earnings and own their 
homes, or ‘who have respectable incomes 
which enable them to live comfortably. 

The English divide the latter into the 
upper and lower middle classes. Nearly all 
the members of these classes who have a 
clear income exceeding $775, or £160, a year 
pay an income tax. But in this country the 
poor, properly speaking, pay no taxes cx- 
cept indirectly in the form of excise taxes 
on the whisky, beer, and tobacco they con- 
sume. They return little or no taxable 
property to the Assessor. If such persons 
have saved and accumulated no property, 
how can it be said of them that they are 
growing poorer”? If a man has no tax- 
able property, how much less than aething 
can he own? 

It may be asked why so many men have 
nothing. That is a natura! question to be 
put in this country of vast opportunities. 
There are multitudes of men in the United 
States who have accumulated no property 
and who are not trying to do so. That is 
not because they cannot, for they earn good 
wages—two or three times as much per 
day or week as they did in Europe or as 
their relatives there do now. 

Anarchistic or labor demagogues, like 
Debs, Altgeld, Sovereign, and other fo- 
menters of strikes and industrial discord, 
tell these men that it is not their fault that 
they have no property. The agitators tell 
these men that they are poorer because 
“the capitalistic class hus absorbed their 
share of the world’s wealth. 

But a careful investigation shows that of 
the men men who make up the poor ” 
class, who return no property for taxation 
and who use up all their earnings as fast 
as they get them, nearly all are patrons of 
saloons, Many of them ere intemperate 
men and drink “a great deal more than is 
good for them.” 

The “poor men” spend on liquor more 
than 600 millions a year. All the other 
classes put together consume about the 
same sum. This enormous consumption of 
the poor,” so disproportionate on the basis 
of numbers or of income, is the chief reason 
why there are so many “ poor men.” 

Mr. Wright makes no mention whatever 
of the pauperizing drinking habits of these 

“poor men.” He fails to point out that 
those habits are the thief cause of the per- 
petual poverty to which they have con- 
demned themselves, It is singular that 
Mr. Wright should have omitted to mention 
the N point that eee, 
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to prosper who squander on their appetites 
two millions a day the year round? 

Those whom their demagogue walking 
delegates cull the “ wage slaves,” if they 
saved the money they waste on drink 
would in a single generation all have com- 
fortable homes of their own. They would 
be richer and more independent than their 
employers who pay them the wages which 
they claim are so small, discontent 
them so badly, though twice to thrice as 
much as the wages paid to their relatives in 
Europe, or as those who complain or their 
fathers got there before migrating to this 
land of “wage slavery,” governed by 
“court injunctions.” 

So much for the “poor men.” Between 
them and “ the rich,” who are at the other 
extreme of the wealth scale, come the great 
middle classes, numbering several millions. 
Those who constitute these classes are not 
millionaires, but neither are they impe- 
cunious. They are independent, contented, 
and while not prohibitionists are temperate. 

They possess the brains, brawn, and pa- 
triotism of the country. Those who belong 
to these classes—some native born and 
some naturalized—are the backbone of 
American citizenship. Tens of thousands 
of these are salaried men who live on part 
of their income and save and accumulate 
property from the remainder, and do not 
“blow in” their earnings for intoxicants 
or waste them on games of chance or in 
desperate speculation. 

Hence it will not do for demagogues and 
mischief makers, while fomenting discon- 
tent by filling the muddled minds of the 
ne’er do wells and liquor soaked and thrift- 
less classes with the false idea that they 
and a few thousand millionaires constitute 
all there is of American society worth men- 
tioning. The “rich and the poor” do not 
comprise ot the outside a third or a quarter 
of the whole population of our country. 
The rural classes, numbering millions, be- 
long to neither, but are as a rule well-to-do 
and independent. A large majority of 
those whom the demagogues fondly call 
the“ poor men ” are mostly poor by reason 
of and in consequence of their improvident, 
wasteful, demoralizing drinking habits. 

There are about 7,000 shops in this city, 
including the “ blind pigs,“ engaged in and 
supported by selling liquor to the populace, 
a vast multitude of whom belong to what 
the demagogues call the “ wage slaves” 
and poor men —“ oppressed by the cap- 
italistic classes” who furnish them work 
and wages. How in the name of common 
sense can these people prosper and become 
independent who devote so much of their 
earnings to the support of these liquor 
saloons? Why do not their leaders talk to 
them on this highly important subject and 
devote less of their time to abusing their 
employers and to fomenting strikes, result- 
ing in idleness and loss? 

The true and real friends of those poor 
men are preachers, teachers, and journals 
that tell them the truth, as does Tue TRIB- 
UNE, and exhort them to stop and reflect 
on the facts and then cut loose from their 
self-imposed poverty and banish this use- 
less discontent which is gnawing at them 
by saving what they now squander on 
drink. That is the cure for their poverty 
—not socialism, which will only make their 


4 condition worse than it is now.

Back to Palestine is the watch- 
A restored Jewish nationality is 
the aim. The scheme is to purchase the 
country of the Turkish government. It is 
said that one of the Rothschilds offered the 
Sultan $50,000,000 for it. Anyway this 
conference proposed, among other things, 
to raise that amount in order to carry out 
this plan. A number of experimental Jew- 
ish colonies have already been established 
there. The two men most prominent in the 
undertaking are Dr. Herzl of Vienna, the 
editor of a periodical devoted to the cause, 
and Dr. Max Nordau, a German Jew of 
Paris, famous as the author of “ Conven- 
tional Lies of Modern Society,” Degenera- 
tion,“ and other seriously pessimistic studies 
of modern life and literature. 

There are at the present time about nine 
million Jews scattered abroad in all parts 
of the world, but more especially in Russia, 
Austria, and Germany. For the most part 
their condition is most pitiable. In Russia 
it is unspeakable. It is a situation which 
here in America can hardly be imagined. 
The new Zionist propaganda is meant in 
part as a protest before the world; in part 
as a method of deliverance. 

With some the motive is above all re- 
ligious. It is part of the age-long Messianic 
hope. Nordau cares little or nothing about 
that. He is at best but a poor sort of a 
Sadducee. Figuratively speaking, he says, 
the Jéw is constantly holding his hand in 
front of his nose to hide its peculiar aqui- 
linity. “‘ Why be ashamed of our natural, 
above all our national characteristics? Let 
us develop them, rather; let us be true to 
the genius of our race.“ Other Jews of the 
orthodox traditionist school, like Euil 
Reich, although ardent Zionists, have no 
faith in this back to Palestine scheme. 
“Dr. Herzl will accomplish nothing; and 
Nordau neither.” “ Both Jew and Chris- 
tian,” says Dr. Reich in a brilliant article in 
the Nineteenth Century, “ rest their dearest 
hopes in one supporting personality, medi- 
ating between them and God. The per- 
sonality of the Jew is a particular Nation, 
other na- 
tions; the personality of the Christians is 
that of Jesus, the Savior, than whom no in- 
dividual has ever been endcwed with richer 
elements of religious inspiration.” His 
counsel to his brethren is that, remembering 
the glory of their origin and their ancestry, 
and their absolutely unique place in history, 
they look the world boldly in the face and 
assert themselves. If the Jew wants 
social recognition,“ he declares, “‘ he must 
fight for it.“ 

From either point of view, the religious 
or the merely racial, the Zionist outlook is 
hardly a cheerful one. A strange mystery 
remains to mock the hopes of the depressed 
and lonely race, in most countries the Jew 
being still the Wandering Jew” among 
the nations. And perhaps the most tragic 
mystery of all is that he still persists in 
repudiating his own greatest prophet.

Is HUMAN LIFE GROWING LONGER! 
It did not require the testimony of a 
Tesla or a Virchow to convince the world 
that human life as to duration is largely 
a matter of conditions, and that under 
favorable circumstances it may be more 
or. less indefinitely prolonged by wise and 
temperate living and the proper utilization 
of those agencies which are constantly be- 
ing brought more and more within the reach 
of each succeeding generation. This is a 
fact open to the attention of the most care- 
less observer, as well as to the trained 
judgment ot the skilled scientist. How 
much the duration of the ordinary man’s 
life may depend upon heredity, accident, or 
climatic conditions may never be deter- 
mined with entire accuracy, but that each 
of these has much to do with its prolonga- 
tion or the reverse is evident to all. 
That the present age has been more 
fruitful than any that has preceded it in 
discoveries in the domain of practical sci- 
ence and the arts is a proposition so evi 
dent that the careful observer and student 
of history stand ready to accept it without 
argument. The most remarkable discoy- 
erles—as well as those which are likely to 
have the greatest influence upon the future 
of the human race—have been the wresting 
from nature of the secrets so long locked 
up in her laboratory under the name of 
electricity. Startling as the developments 
ein this department have been within the 
last few years, it is possible that the door 
has but just been opened and that new and 
more surprising discoveries than any yet 
dreamed of are to follow. The discovery 
of the X ray during the last year is evi- 
dence in point. While its existence as a 
fact is demonstrated beyond question, its 
possibilities in the domain of pructica! sei- 
ence and the influence it may yet exert upon 
other discoveries and the bearing it may 
have upon the future history of the human 
race is still a matter of conjecture. ' Like 
the discovery of Daguerre and of the Morse 
telegraph, it may open up a vast field of 
which the world now has no practical con- 
ception. 

While the crowding of people into cities— 
one of the péculiar conditions of the times 
has a tendency to expose mankind tc greater 
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fication of water and air and its applica- 
tion to ills of microbie origin. All this; 
however, is independent of the question 
whether all bacilli and microbic germs are 
enemies to human life, or whether, as main- 
tained by a recent writer, some are neves- 
gary to the health of the subject. That 
the most dangerous diseases carried from 
one subject to another and propagated by 
them is a fact demonstrated by scicnce, and 
it is upon these that Tesla would make 
warfare, with electricity as an engine for 
their destruction. 

It is not necessary to enter bere upon 
the controverted questions relating to the 
number of years lived by such patriarchs 
as Noah and Methuselah and others of the 
Old Testament era. That human life may 
be prolonged, however, by judicous living 
and by the use of proper remedies in case 
of disease may be taken as an uncoutro- 
verted proposition. In fact, there is abun- 
dant evidence in the statistics of longevity 
that these results are already being at- 
tained in individual instances more fre- 
quently than formerly, and if so, why may 
it not become general under like conditions 
and what is the limit? According to the 
census of 1800 there were then 4,000 per- 
sons in the United States who had passed 
the century limit, of whom over 200 were 
in the State of Massachusetts alone. In 
England there have been equally surpris- 
ing instances of longevity, extending to 140 
to 150 years. In every such instance it 
would, no doubt, be possible to point out 
some peculiar condition as‘to inherited 
strength of constitution, healthfulness of 
locality or climate, mode of living, etc.. to 
account for the result. With increased at- 
tention to these conditions and more intelli- 


gent modes of living, aided by the discov-. 


eries of science in reference to arresting 
the progress of disease, the theories of such 
scientists as Tesla and Virchow as to an 
increasing rate of longevity are not un- 
reasonable. While they open up an almost 
unlimited field for interesting speculation 
such longevity cannot be expected to be- 
come the general rule until the mass of the 
people learn to live in accordance with the 
rules of health, both as to body and mind.

METHODIST LAY REPRESENTATION. 

There are indications that a spirit of re- 
volt is developing in the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church. The laymen declare that they 
are not equitably represented in the General 
conference—the law-making body of the 
church—and they propose to take steps to 
correct the injustice. Under the law as it 
now stands no conference can be represent- 
ed by more than two lay delegates, while it 
may have any number of ministerial dele- 


gates, the basis of representation of the 


latter being one delegate for every forty- 
five ministers. The result is that there are 
not only twice as many ministerial as lay 
delegates, but conferences which are en- 
titled to but two ministerial delegates have 


also two lay delegates, while conferences | 


entitled to five, seven, nine, or even more 
ministerial delegates can have only the 
same number of lay delegates as the smaller 
conferences—two. In the last General con- 
ference sixty-seven of the smaller confer- 
ences had an equal number of ministerial 
and lay representatives—ninety-one min- 
isters and ninety-one laymen, or one lay 
delegate for an average of 6,236 members 
of the church. The remaining fifty-five 
larger conferences were unequally repre- 


sented, having 246 ministerial representa- | 


tives and only 110 lay representatives, or 
one- lay representative for an average of 
25,151 members of the church. 

The result of this unequal representation 
is that the laymen are practically power- 
less as against the ministers. Their help- 
lessness is greatly aggravated by the cus- 
tom almost universally prevalent among 
the laymen of regarding representation in 
the General conference as an honor rather 
than as a position of service. There are 
in every conference prominent laymen who 
think, or whose friends think, they are en- 
titled to recognition by election as delegate, 
and so the “honor” is passed around. 
Many great men at home find themselves 
pigmies at the General conference. Bven 
able and experienced men find that it takes 
nearly an entire session so to become ac- 
quainted with the delegates and so to get 
the run of the business, and especially so 
to become known to the Bishops who pre- 
side, as to secure recognition and «xert any 
influence upon the body. In all the General 
conferences since lay delegates were ad- 
mitted in 1872 not more than half a dosen 
laymen have been recognized.as having the 
influence of more than a hundred ministers 
who have been members of the same con- 
ferences. All of these half dozen laymen 
were repeatedly elected delegates and the 
two most influential—the late Amos Shinkle 
of the Kentucky conference and ex-(ov- 
ernor John Evans of the Colorado—were 
from very small conferences, The lay del- 
egates have great power to prevent legis- 
lation by calling for a vote by orders on 


any question before the body, such vote 


requiring a majority, each of the minis- 
terial and lay orders voting separately, but 
a call for such a vote is generally regarded 
as an evidence of ill-feeling and is always 
discouraged. 

Propositions to amend the discipline— 
the laws of the church—and to provide for 
equal lay representation have been sub- 
mitted three times and lost by large ma- 
jorities. Only ministers vote upon such 
amendments until they come before the 
Generat conference. The last vote was 
taken a few months ago, and while the 
vote in favor of equal representation was 
much larger than ever before it still fell 
far short of even a majority, where a three- 
fourths vote is required. The laity have 
construed this adverse vote to indicate that 
the ministers are e, Sar! not to per- 
mit equal representation unless they are 
compelled to do so. Lay associntions are 
being held in different parts of the coun- 
try in connection with the regular con- 
ferences of ministers and the most impor- 
tant question discussed at these lay confer- 
ences is that of equal representation. The 
laymen are speaking out in tones so loud 
that the ministers will be sure to hear and 
are almost equally sure no longer to ignore,

Queer Story.of a Book in the 
Public Library. 


IT DESCRIBES FORMOSA. 


Work of a Man Who Had Never 
Visited the Island. 


ARMY CHAPLAIN SCHEMED I 


_ 


MONG the books at the Public Library 
is one with a strange history. The 
rarity and corresponding value of the 
volume lend it an interest to the 
bibliophile; the story of the way it 

was written makes it a curiosity to every 

one. For the book is one of the greatest 
fakes ever perpetrated by mortal man. 

The title uf the work is An Historical 

and Geographical Description of the Island 

ef Formosa. An island subject to the em- 
pire of Japan. Second edition, corrected 
with many large and useful additions, par- 
ticularly. a new preface clearly: answering 
everything that has been objected against 
the bock and its author. By George Psalm- 
anazar, a native of the island. London, 


1704. Published by Bernard Lintot.” 


The book purports to be not only a history 
of the island but also an accurate account 
of its religion and domestic life. The cop- 
perplate engravings depict the dress of the 
people, their houses, temples, and cere- 
monies. A Formosan alphabet is also given, 


and the ten commandments, the Lord's 


prayer, and the apostles’ creed are translat- 
ed into this language. 

And the remarkable thing about the book 
is that, while it agrees in the main with 
accounts of the imperfect explorations of 
modern travelers, it is the work of a man 
who never set foot on its shores or could 
speak one word of its language, according 
to his own confession. The only true things 
in the book are that the island’s name is 
Formosa and that it is now under the rule 
of Japan. 

The author of the book was one George 
Fealmanazar, who in the year 1704 made 
his appearance in the City of London in 
company with an English army chaplain 
named Innes. 


Story of Chaplain Innes. 


This. clerical gentleman’s story is to the 
effect that a short time previous to his ar- 
rival in London with his protégé he was 
ministering in Holland to a Scottish regi- 
ment in the Dutch pay at the garrison of 
Sluys, when he met in the course of his 
duties Psalmanazar, then a pressed soldier 
in the Dutcharmy. Psalmanazar claimed to 
be a native of the Island of Formosa, and 
said he had been induced to fly his country 
and desert his father, a Prince of the land, at 
the solicitations of a Jesuit priest named De 
Rode. Together, he said, they had made 
their escape in an open boat, and after en- 
during many hardships had been picked up 
by a vessel, which later landed them at 
Gibraltar. From Gibraltar they had trav- 
eled into France, where De Rode tried to 
make him a convert to the Roman faith, 
Fearing that some harm was intended by 
this he escaped into Holland. As a result 
of Innes’ ministrations the Formosan. pro- 
fessed to have become a Christian, and was 
baptized by the name of George. He was 
then 25 years old, and had been six years 
absent from home. Innes obtained his re- 
lease, brought him to London, and intro- 
duced him to the kind-hearted and scholarly 
Dr. Compton, who was then Bishop of Lon- 
don. He was soe delighted with the army 
chaplain’s success that he promised him the 
first living at his disposal. 

Innes’ debts were so many and so pressing 
that, fearing delay might result in failure, 
he again presented himself to the Bishop at 
the earliest opportunity, declaring himsolf 
to be the author of a work entitled A 
Modest Inquiry After Moral Virtue.“ This 
so pleased the good man that he at once pre- 
sented him a fat living in the County of 
Essex. Shortly after this, a poor Scottish 
clergyman satisfactorily proved that he was 
the sole author of thé book, and Innes was 
compelled to disgorge the profits he had 
made by its sale. 

Innes was a drunkard and a gambler. In 
George Psalmanazar he found a tool ready 
to his hand to retrieve his losses at playand 
to pacify’ his importunate creditors. There 
is little room for doubt that the whole 
scheme of Psalmanazar’s imposture was 
concocted by the parson. — 


Became a Social Lion. 


Psalmanazar’s comeliness and his roman- 
tic history soon made him the lion of the 
society of that day, which was just begin- 
ning to enjoy the genius of Swift, Addi- 
son, and Pope. Of middle stature, ana paie, 
olive. complexion, his perfect oval face, lit 
up by large lambent eyes; his grave, yet 


of courage in a crisis, and yet display hero- 
ism of the noblest sort under the ruin they 
have brought upon themselves. This fight- 
ius to the last ditch by some minds is exem- 


plified by Psalmanazar, who, suddenly chal- 


lenged to say the Lord’s Prayer in For- 
mosan, reverently recited the following: 

“ Koreaka Vomira—Amy poris dau chin 
ornio, vray quay jorhe sai lony sysodore 
sui bagalin jorhe sai domion api chin ornio 
kan chin body eyen amy khat sodi nadak- 
chion toye ant naday, kay donye ant amy 
sochin apo ant radonem amy soch takhin 
bagne ant kai chin malabooski ah abin 
aye ant twen broskary, keno sai vie bogalin 
kay fary kay barhani chinanian sen ly. 
Amien.”’ 

This “splendid audacity staggered for 
a time those who had made up their minds 
that Psalmanazar was an impostor. But 
the romancer always leaves out something 
or makes some statement the absurdity of 
which at once and forever destroys the il- 
lusion he may have succeeded in creating 
for the time. And so it was with Psal- 
manazar. 


Made a Wild Assertion. 


One day he asserted that 18,000 infants 
were each year sacrificed to idols by his 
countrymen and that the practice had been 
in existence for ages. It was pointed out to 
him that such a custom would result in a 
brief time in the utter extinction of the pop- 
ulation of the island. At 
Psalmanazar lost his composure. He con- 
fessed that he had never been in Formosa 
or had been a heathen. He professed deep 
contrition and asked forgiveness of those 
whom he had deceived. But he found no 
mercy. from his former friends, and thence- 
forward earned a scanty living by editing 
grammars and dictionaries and making 
translations of the classics for Paternoster 
row publishers. 

One gleam of wintry sunshine lightened 
his old age. Dr. Johnson in his early strug- 
gles came upon this literary wreck. The 
stern moralist must have had a regard for 
the penitent literary fraud, for Boswell says 
that Johnson spoke of him as the most agree- 
able of his associates and the one whose so- 
ciety he sought the most. He was most 
likely charmed by Psalmanazar’s profound 
and accurate learning, especially’ in Latin 
and Greek, his familiarity with Asiatic lan- 
guages, and the ease with which he spoke 
and wrote all the modern ones. His real 
name is unknown, his place of birth and 
burial are a mysiery, and “ thus he occu- 
pies a unique place in the history of lit- 
erature.“ The most plausible of many con- 
jectures is that he was an American and 
that he acquired his learning from priests 
of the Greek Church and from foreign 
travel. 

He died in 1763, leaving a MS. autobiog- 
raphy, entitled: 

Memoirs of , commonly known 
by the name of George Psalmanazar, a re- 
puted native of the Island of Formosa.“ 

If this poor Smyrniote sinned in giving to 
the world a pleasing romance, his sixty 
years’ servitude as a hack-writer, and his 
last will and testament, of which the follow- 
ing is an exact copy, should amply atone: 

Last will and testament of me, a poor, 
worthless, and sinful .creature, commonly 
known by the name of George Psalmanazar. 
I desire by body to be conveyed to the com- 
mon burying ground and there interred in 
some obscure corner, and the lowest and 
cheapest manner ina shell.

Speed of Over Fifty Miles an 
Hour Is Claimed. 


BOON TO THE KLONDIKERS. 


HEN Hoosier genius goes on a 

rampage it is liable to evolve great 

and glorious things. The thou- 

sands of fortuneseekers who may 

be called upon to brave the dangers 
of -the Chilkoot and various other passes in 
icy Alaska, together with more thousands 
of stay-at-homes, may bless the name of 
Thomas Nesom if his new system of rail- 
roading is put in use along the route to the 
gold fields. Mr. Nesom is an Indiana elec- 
trictan, and is said to be neither crank nor 
dreamer, but a gentleman of bright thought 
and busy brains, who is a willing slave to his 
passion for electrical experiment. His 
newly invented railroad, he asserts, will 
overcome the obstacles of mountain, gorge, 
lake, and stream, which now make passage 
to the Alaska El Dorado so difficult and 
dangerous. 

To a representative of the Cincinnati En- 
quirer who smoked him out at his laboratory 
in Indianapolis, Wizard Nesom declared 
that his patent will enable every man to 
have his own car, and that corporate cap- 
ital will merely have to supply the power and 
line of rails. Those once available, farmers, 
merchants, tourists, goldseekers, or whoever 
else may wish to use the lines can have their 
own cars at a cost less than that of a 
bicycle. : 
On a Single Rail. 

The only important thing which is new 
in this invention is that the wheel and motor 
are inside the track from which the car is 
suspended. The rails are of .D shape, with 
the vertical line of the letter downward, in 
which is a groove with edges holding the 
motor in place and protecting it from snow 
and ice. That is about all there is of it 
except poles, girders, and power houses. The 
poles Mr. Nesom proposes to place sixty 
feet apart, and the power houses at a dis- 
tance of forty miles from each other. The 
cars are controlled by compound levers and 
hand ropes, and the end of each is made 
narrow to lessen the air resistance under 
great speed. 

This road can be built with iron suspen- 
sion double track,“ said Mr. Nesom, for 
about $3,500 a mile. A speed from 50 to 
100 miles an hour, carrying from fifteen to 
twenty passengers, can be obtained. If 
wooden track is built the cost would be les- 
sened one-half and the speed about the 
same. I claim this system can be made for 
superior to any in existence. It now re- 
quires 2,000 pounds dead weight to carry the 
average passenger (147 pounds) by the pres- 
ent railway system, at a cost of one and a 
half cents a mile, and by the present trolley 
electric system ground track 450 pounds, at 
a cost of three-quarters of a cent a mile.

‘NEW FAIR STORE IS OPEN 


ALL RECORDS FOR RAPID CON- 
STRUCTION ARE BROKEN. 


Baitlding Occupies 677,500 Square 
Feet and Cost $2,000,000—Com- 
pleted in a Little More than Three 
Months—History of the Firm and 
Its Gradual Extension of Business 
Arrangement of the Various De- 
partments in the New Edifice. 


The ambition of the proprietors of the 
Fair is at last realized. Not only in size 
and completeness is the new Fair a marvel, 
but it is also a record-breaker from the 
point of rapid construction. As far as can 
be ascertained, it is estimated that the 
erection of this building consumed a little 
more than half the time previously taken in 
the erection of any building of similar con- 
struction. An idea of the marvelous rapid- 
ity with which the work was pushed can 
be formed by the time taken to build the 
last section, 143x140 feet, nine stories and 
basement, on the corrftr of State street 
and Marble place. 

Rapid Construction. 

On May 24 excavation was begun, and fin- 
ished on June 21; on June 24 all concrete 
piers were finished and ready for founda- 
tion stools and basement columns; 4,125,600 
pounds of structural iron were erected in 
twenty-four days; 185,000 square feet of 
fireproof tile arches were set in twenty-one 
days; 460 steel columns were fireproofed in 
five days; 1,946,000 feet of flooring were laid 
in. eleven days; 40,000 square feet of pol- 


| 


pied, all the balance were only one-story 
high, with no basement. 


„Economy Block Occcupied. 


Adjoining the Fair stores on Adams street 
was a block etill fresh in the minds ot many 
Chicagoans, built by Marcus Stearns during 
the panic of 1873, when there was a demand 
for cheap stores and flats. It was known as 
the Economy Block.“ It contained eight 
stores on Adams street and ten stores on 
Dearborn street, and eighteen flats above 
these. One by one the Fair began to occupy 
these stores and flats, until in 1884 it had 
absorbed the entire Economy Block and ac- 
quired an additional 165 feet frontage an 
Adams street and 100 feet on Dearborn 
street. Among these stores was Alexander 
Bros.’ restaurant, which was purchesed and 
conducted by the Fair. 

In 1885 another large stock was bought, 
that of The Famous.“ then doing business 
on the northwest corner of State and Quincy 
streets. The store had been closed by the 
Sheriff, and the stock was immense. Once 
more the Fair was fortunate in securing a 
great quantity of general merchandise far 
below the market value. ; 

In 1886 the business had attained such 
large proportions that it was decided to 
merge ‘it into & corporation. The capital 
stock was $200,000, Otto Young becoming 
one of the incorporators, and from that time 
on taking an active part in the direction of 
the business. 


Amusing Incident. 

An amusing incident is chronicled of Mr. 
Young’s first large purchase. In 1887 a mer- 
chant named Sherik ran what was known as 
the ‘‘ Bankrupt Store,” at the corner of 
State street and Marble place, immediately 
adjoining the Fair stores. He failed and 
the stock was ordered sold by the court. It 
was but a few minutes before the sale that 
Mr. Young heard of it, and going in, without 
knowing the value of the stock, bought it 
with the leasehold for $40,000, and went back

When John A.,Logan’s inspiration found- 
ed the Grand Army of the Republic“ Billy ”’ 
Dunn was the first to fall into line. That 
wae in 1868. He first became connected with 
the Cassius Fairchild Post No. 1, and later 
joined..the Lucius Fairchild Post Ne. 11, of 
which he is still a member. And to this 
dav, among all his memories of the war, 
that of his acquaintance with the glorious 
fighter Logan is clearest. Atlanta was the 
summit of his young life. Regarding those 
great names he is Sir Oracle among Mad- 
ison’s veterans. 

The other day he was out in a fishing boat. 
The pickerel were leaving his hook alone 
for the time, and Billy had a chance to 
tell his companion what he remembered of 
Logan. 

“It was because he was a fighter, and the 
boys always knew where to find him, that 
they loved and trusted ‘ Black Jack’ Lo- 
gan. I tell you that in a battle he was a 
mighty reassuring sight to many a man. 
Boy though I was, I remember today as 
well how General Logan looked at Atlanta 
as if it had been yesterday. And he didn't 
go galloping around with a pistol in one 
hand and a sword in the other, either. He 
used to ride up and down with his reins in 
his left hand and often his hat in his right 
hand. All through one fierce engagement he 
carried half a barrel hoop, I have heard, 
and that was just like him. In the saddle 
he was always erect, and no man was a finer 
sight than he, but it was his voice that 
helped the boys.

Material Used. 

Some idea of the immensity of the entire 
building can be obtained from the enormous 
amounts of material used in its construc- 
tion. The total weight of the building is 
estimated in the neighborhood of 797,000,000 
pounds, and the following quantities were 
consumed: 19,177,000 pounds of structural 
iron, 1,193,060 pounds of cast steel footings, 
834,000 square feet of fireproof tile arches, 
1,726 steel columns, . 1,750,000 brick, 751,476 
square feet of maple flooring, 214,184 square 
yards of plastering, 13,000 barrels of Port- 
land cement, 139,000 square feet of polished 
plate glass, 650,000 square feet of roof- 
ing, 18,000 wagon loads of sand were 


dirt were hauled away in making excava- 
tions. 

Ten boilers and ten engines, with a total 
of 1,500 horse power, are required tc run the 
big electric light, heating, and _ elevator 
plants. Thirteen series arc dynamos pro- 
duce 845 arc lights. Four Westinghouse 
incandescent direct connected dynamos can 
feed 8,000 incandescent lights. Eleven pas- 
senger and seven freight elevators are in 
the building. The entire store will be 
equipped with the Grinnell automatic fire 
system, making the spreading of a fire an im- 
possibility. 


Nearly Six Miles of Counters. 


In this great store there are over 31,700 
feet of counters—nearly six miles, or seventy 
blocks. There are two immense light shafts 
in the store, 47x55 and 47x51, respectively, 
permitting a flood of daylight to enter the 
store. In fact, the store is bright as day 
everywhere, as 1,587 big windows keep 
things light and bright. The ceilings are 
18 feet 6 inches high on tue main floor and 
15% to 13% feet high in the upper floors. 

The show windows are a sight in them- 
seives. Think of a stretch of 650 feet of 
plate-glass, behind which all kinds of mer- 
chandise is artistically displayed. The 
curner window on State and Adams streets 
is said to be the largest show window in 
the country. The Fair is a city in itself, 
employing 3,000 persons. 

Sixty wagons and 200 horses are used in 
the delivery of goods. 


History of the Fair. 

In the fall of 1875 the Fair was established 
by E. J. Lehman in a small one-story store, 
16x80 feet, sixteen feet north of the corner 
of Adams and State streets. The original 
space occupied by the Fair was but 1,280 
square feet. The total capital was less than 
$1,000. It was a diminutive department 
store, the stock being composed of jewelry, 
notions, pictures, chinaware, and some arti- 
cles of hardware. The policy was to buy 
and sell for cash only, and to sell for less 
than prevaliing prices elsewhere. Quick 
sales at small profits was the motto. It was 
here that odd prices originated. By asking 
a uniform small profit on all goods it made 
odd prices a necessity as well as a novelty. 
Following the panic of 1878, the Fair 
started when there was a great demand for 
cheap goods and low prices. It did not take 
people long to discover that it paid them to 
buy here. If they bought an article which

Increases Its Space. 


The small store prospered, so much 80 
that in 1877 the next store north in State 
street, with a sixteen-foot frontage, then 
occupied by a milliner, was acquired, giving 
a total of thirty-two feet frontage in State 
street. In 1878 the store south, on the corner 
of State and Adams streets, was taken in. 
this store at that time being occupied by Mc- 
Namara's candy store. This gave to the 
Fair a State street frontage of forty-eight 
feet. Immediately afterwards two vacant 
stores in Adams street were acquired, giving 
a total frontage of forty-eight feet in State 
street and 140 feet in Adams street—a 
growth of five and one-half times its origine! 
size in a little more than two years anda 
half. New lines of merchandise were con 
stantly being added to the stock, and by this 
time the Fair sold a little of everything. 

The next year, 1879, W. P. Nelson's paint 
store and Magner & Winslow's meat market. 
having a frontage of f -five ‘feet in 
Adams street, were added-to the Fair.

Secures All the Block. 


Then there remained but two stores in the 
entire block not controlled by the Fair, oc- 
cupied then by Estey & Camp’s piano house 
and Grant's coffee store, with a frontage 
of forty-six feet. The continual growth of 
the Fair made it a necessity to secure these 
stores, and in 1888 they became part of the 
Fair, and the desire of the proprietors to 
spread the business over the entire block was 
at last realized. 

The growing business made an increase of 
the capital necessary, and in 1888 the capital 
was increased to $500,000. The growth 
from 1888 to 1890 was phenomenal, necessi- 
tating an increase of capital to $1,000,000 
and the formation of plans whereby more 
selling space could be obtained. 

It was in this year that the idea of obtain- 


substantial mercantile building be- 
operative. A ninety-nine-year 
lease was secured from the Marcus 
Stearns estate for the entire Econ- 
omy Block, on whieh the Fair erected in 1891 
the first section of the now completed build- 
ing, nine-story and basement, modern fire- 
proof store. Despite this great acquisition 
of space, it became apparent soon after that 
nothing but® building covering the entire 
block would prove adequate for she con- 
stantly growing business. Long leases were 
secured for the additional property, and on 
Dec. 28, 1806, the wreckers began demolishing 
the old buildings on the corner of State and 
Adams streets. 


Once Owned by La Valette. 


It is interesting to note that one-half of 
the property on which the Fair stands 
Was at one time owned by Marshal La 
Valette, a Marshal under the first Napoleon, 
who later on became Postmaster General of 
France. In 1837 he sold the half block, 190 
feet on State street by 185 feet on Adams, 
along with the entire block now bounded by 
Jackson and Adams, Fifth avenue, and 
Franklin streets, for $9,000. The value of 
these two pieces of property today is worth 
no less than $4,000,000, 

In 1871 Marcus Stearns, who for many 
years had owned the other part of the Fair 
site, determined to offer at public auction 
this piece of property. But on Oct. 9, the 
day before the time set for thé sale, the big 
fire came roaring along; and there was no

First Brick Building in Chicago. 


The first brick building in Chicago, and 
built of the first brick made in Chieago, was 
erected on a. portion of the Fair site, at 
about where 75 Adams street is now. It 
was a one and a half story house. The man 
who. made the brick is Henry 8. Lapman, 
now living m Branch County, Mich. Early 
in the spring of 1838 he came to Chicago with 
a man named Ingersoll. Arrived here he 
found three frame houses, three places 
‘where goods were sold, and a number of 
log houses occupied by: French traders and 
halfbreeds. The ‘brick yard was located on 
the north bank of the main river, about 
forty rods east ot the North Branch. 

The first owner was Mr. Blodgett, then Mr. 
Bond, last M. C. Stearns. It stood-until the 
big fire claimed it. ;

RENTING SEASON OPENS EARLY AND 
THE DEMAND I8 GOOD. 


Small and Medtum Priced Flats Are in 
Excellent Demand — Improvement 
im the Tone of the Market Is Felt— 
New Factory Building for the New 
York Biscuit Company—Activity in 
Building Is Reported—Sale of State 
Street Property to John Krans. 


The real estate market for last week, while 
not a particularly eventful one, was never- 
theleas full of confidence and contained as 
great a degree of interest as it has at any 
period for the last two years or more. Those 
in a position to know claim that the mar- 
ket last week felt the touch of returning 


prosperity, and that for the first time in 


many months prices seemed to look a little 
ahead, instead of standing still or looking 
backward, as has been the case for nearly 
fo:ty months. 

The real estate market is probably the last 
of the great interests to feel the effect of 
the approach of better times, and the busi- 
ness and financial world has been patiently 
watching for the market to show some 
signs of renewed activity. While no great 
amount of real business was transacted 
during the week, a feeling of confidence pre- 
vails, and on every hand the opinion was 
expressed that the immediate future held 
great things in store for real estate. New 
investors, as well as the advance guard of 
the army of old investors, began to appear, 
and numerous inquiries were made and 
rumors of big deals began floating around 
in good numbers. Whether or not even 
@ iraction of these rumored deals will ever 
come to the signing point is a matter that 
oniy the future can tell, but there seems 
little doubt but that the present month will 
witness the closing of some fairly impor- 
tant transacticns and that the increase in 
the total transactions will be greatly 
swelled. Among the several large trades 
in prospect are the purchase of four large 
factory sites for as many large Eastern 
concerns that are anxious to locate in Chi- 
cago, and that these deals will probably soon 
be closed is shown by the fact that bids 
are already being asked by three of the 
concerns for the erection of buildings. 

The renting season is two or three weeks 
ahoad of time, and the boom in renting is 
always a sure forerunner of a boom in real- 
ty. There was more of a demand for apart- 
ments and small dwellings last month than 
during any two mbdnths for the last year, 
tho month of May being the only excep- 
tion. The demand for outlying business 
property was also greatly in advance of any 
month for the last year, and on the whole 
the renting market is and has for the last 
three weeks been enjoying an unusual rush 
and.the supply of rentable property is being 
well exhausted. From present indications 
rents will probably advance slightly if the

BREAK IN PROVISIONS. 


MARKET BECOMES DEMORALIZED 
ON YELLOW FEVER SITUATION. 


Armour Credited with Free Selling 
Heaviest Liquidating Trade of 
Weeks — October Pork Breaks 40 
Cents—Recovery Is Only Fractional 
General Letting Go in All Specu- 
lative Produce Markets—Good Local 
Export Sales of Wheat. 


Yellow fever was again the consideration 
in provisions, although some of the people 
having a wholesome respect for the opera- 
tions of Armour & Co. insisted that it wasa 
matter of “yellow wagons rather than 
yellow fever. The reports from the South 
for the last few days have tended to make 
holders decidedly uneasy. The opening yes- 
térday showed a fair concession all around, 
but the market was not sufficiently weak to 
give any suggestion of the demoralization 
which took place lateron. Early the selling 
was led by Baldwin.. Later on Hately wasa 
liberal seller of product and the greater 
part of this selling was credited to Armour. 
The Armour selling was principally of lard 
and ribs and was done through half a dozen 
houses. The weakness started by this sell- 
ing was aggravated by the execution of stop 
orders and liquidation of holdings of people 
who tailed on to the advance at a late day. 
For a time the pit market was se demoral- 
ized that any one bidding for product got it 
without much regard to price. Counselman 
& Day were heavy sellers of lard, pre- 
sumably disposing of a line for New York 
account. Wrenn & Co. sold 25,000 bris of 
pork. On the whole it was a great day for 
the bears and apparently the good cash de- 
mand and all the other factors tending to 
strengthen the situation were forgotten. 
At the decline there was some buying by 
the International Packing company, Swift, 
and other people who thought the break had 
been too severe. At the extreme point of the 
decline October pork was 40c lower than at 
the close yesterday, lard 37½% lower, and 
ribs 22c lower. Closing figures showed 
partial recovery. Rectipts of hogs for the 
week were 132,955, against 141,893 a year ago, 
and an estimate of 125,000 for this week. 
Packing to date is figured at nearly 500,000 
hogs more than a year ago. Seven prin- 
cipal markets had receipts of 27,500 hogs, 
against 31,200 the same day last season. 

Wheat Gets Under Puts. 

During the carly part of the day the wheat 
market was extremely dull and was without 
any significant features. Apparently there 
Were orders to buy December at about e 
and to sell at anything better than v7\c. 
The market finally worked down abouc put 
price and held around that level for some 
litile time. Before the close, however, ths 
entire market weakened, December selling 
to 08960 and May to 94%c. The December 
puts sold between 96c and 9644c. The Allen- 
Grier people did not do much in the market 
either way. On the decline they were cred- 
ited with supporting the market down to 
0G',c, but with letting it take its own course 
after that. The discount on May under 
December was %c. September wheat, whieh 
touched $1 on Friday, sold at 97%c and at 
De, and closed at 9096. The opening 
showed a concession of nearly ic all around.

images of the stars seen, except the very 
brightest, were perfectly round and minute 
points of light, and only a slight winginess 
was exhibited by the leading star in the 
Swan, which is a pretty brilliant one. This 
fact strongly testifies to the perfection of 
figure of the big glasses which gather the 
light and transmit it to the focus, there to 
be magnified up where magnifying is pos- 
sible. Any apparent magnifying in the 
case of a fixed star is spurious, the dis- 
tance of the nearest of those objects being 
so vast in proportion to its actual size that 
two straight lines passing from the eye to 
opposite sides of the disk may be said to 
be practically parallel. The perfection of 
visual figure here noted constitutes one of 
the most wonderful, as it is valuable, re- 
sults of successive improvements in the 
art of telescope construction. The writer 
has seen more than one telescope of the 
older makes that gave an image of a bright 
star of such irregular outline that it might 
not unfairly be compared to a spadeful of 
soft mortar thrown to the sidewalk from a 
height of several feet. Of course such an 
lustrument as that would not be tolerated 
today except as a curiosity, but even now 
there are many in use in the observatory 
which are far from perfect in this par- 
ticular. 


Promises Accurate Measurements. 

A very large part of the work done with 
the equatorial telescope, that being the 
class to which the forty-inch instrument 
belongs, consists in measuring apparent 
distances and angular positions between 
two or more objects that are nearly in the 
same line pt sight. That is, they seem to 
be very near each other, though the one may 
be many billions of miles farther away than 
the other, and it is for the telescope to fur- 
nish us with the means of determining 
whether the nearness is actual or only 
seeming. Owing to poor definition, un- 
steadiness of the instrument, and imperfec- 
tion in the measuring apparatus used— 
sometimes one of these and sometimes all 
three—the results obtained not only by 
different observers with different instru- 
ments but by the one observer with the 
same instrument often differ so widely 
that but little value can be attached to the 
result deduced from a comparison of all 
the measures. So difficult.is this class of

To those who know something of the 


subject, and are able to judge the stature 


of Hercules by observing the size of his 
foot, this small array of figures tells vol- 
umes, and the information conveyed is al- 
most startling. Here is a degree of uni- 
formity never before attained, and especial- 
ly wonderful considering the extent of the 
arc measured. It means not only that we 
may hope for a vast improvement upon the 
work of all other observatories, but may 
anticipate a superseding of the results ob- 
tained by them in a very large field of work 
with the telescope, with the cutting down 
of probable error to a very small fraction, 
instead of having it sometimes exceed the 
total quantity involved, as is the case now. 
The term “ probable error means the un- 
certainty which attaches to the given value 
of a quantity, and is a function of the dif- 
ferences between the results obtained by 
computing from different sets of observa- 
tions which do not agree. And the actual 
uncertainty often is far greater than that 
claimed by the person stating it, this for the 
reason that he does not take into the ac- 
count all the work that some others may 
deem to be valuable. For instance: Hark- 
ness, the present superintendent, of the 
American Nautical Almanac, gives the con- 
stant of Nutation as 9.22 seconds, with a 
probable error of less than .01 second, 
while his predecéssor, Newcomb, gives the 
constant as 9.21 seconds, these being late 
results in each case, and both determina- 


tions made from considering a vast mass of 


material. Two recent determinations of 
the diameter of the planet Jupiter differ by 
about one-sixtieth part of the total, and 
numerous other instances might be cited in 
which good authority. gives wide margins 
of uncertainty in regard to numerical val- 
ues. 


Furnish Basis for Computation. 

It looks now as if a very large part of 
this uncertainty is to be done away with 
in the near future by the adoption of the 
measures made with the great Yerkes 
equatorial as the basis of computations of 
parallax of stars, distances and positions of 
components of binary systems, and angular 
diameters of the planets and luminaries, 
to say nothing of the new departure of 
finding the parallax of a nebula, or the far

be some weeks yet, but he has picked up 
some twenty “new” nebule and detected 
the existence of several very minute or 
very close companions to stars which pre- 
viously were nat known to have such com- 
panions. Professor Hale has also made a 
series of spectroscopic observations and 
taken a few star photographs, assisted by 
Professor Wadsworth and Mr. Ellerman. 
Move by Delicate Mechanism. 
When the preparatory work in this part 
of the observatory is finished the big dome 
will move at the mere touch of an electric 
button by the observer, and stop at another 
signal given when the opening of the dome 
has arrived at a suitable position between 
the telescope and the object to be examined. 
The floor of the observing-room will rise or 
fall with equal facility through as great a 
range of altitude as may be wanted to eu- 


our own. The Yerkes telescope will not 
aid much in that direction. It will not be 
difficult to give the intelligent reader a 
hint towards the understanding of this 


statement. One almost is justified in say- 


ing peremptorily that the highest power 
eye piece of the Yerkes telescope will never 
be used on the moon, and the second highest 
“hardly ever.” Taking, however, the latter 
as a possibility, we may allow the surplus 
of power over 2,400 as an offset to the per- 
centage of light absorbed in its passage 
through the glass, leaving 2,400 to 1 as the 
advantage gained by using this telescope 
on the moon. Dividing 240,000, the mean 
distance of the moon in miles, by 2,400 
gives an observing power equal to that we 
would have if able to see the moon with the 
naked eye at the distance of 100 miles in-

work that though astronomers have been 


observing and measuring for many years 


the parallaxes—that is, the changes in ap- 
parent positions of stars due to change of 
place of the earth from one side of its orbit 
to the other—they only know approximately 
the distances of about ten of the uncounted 
millions that deck the firmament (only a few 
thousands of Which can be seen with the 
unaided eye), and have guessed at the dis- 
tances of perhaps fifty others. In hardly 
any one case can it be said truly that the 
distance is known to within less than 10 
per cent, and in some instances the com- 
parisons indicate a. “ negative parallax,” 
which would mean that the star is at more 
than an infinite distarce if it did not mean 
an absurdity. Of course such a dilemma 
would not be encountered by scientific 
workers if it were not that the differences 


‘of angular measurement involved are ex-

looked for in work with the spectroscope 
and in phetographing star fields and other 
things of interest on bigger plates and with 
greater distinctness of detail than is at- 
tainable elsewhere, It perhaps is not too 
much to expect that very much of the work 
done at other observatories will be ren- 
dered comparatively useless by that done 
at Williams Bay.

This, however, is not to be accomplished 
yet.

Pretty hard work 
it must be to discover indubitable proofs 
of the existence of living organisms on the 
moon, .if any there be. And when we re- 
member that at this nearest distance from 
us the planet Mars is removed well up 
towards 200 times the distence of the moon 
the possibility in case must be corre- 
spondingly remote. The telescope will have 
to be vastly increased in power before we 
ean hope to deal with the question of life 
on the moon otherwise than in the most 
generally inferential way, let alone 
Mars.”

Description of the New Observatory at Lake Gene- 
va, Wis., Its Advantages Over Other Sites, 
and Its Wonderful Devices for Over- 
coming Astronomical Obstacles.

slight. He adds: “ Whether the great 
telescope of the future shall belong to one 


the imperfections of the reflecting mirror 
can be completely overcome.” This, how- 
ever, is simply in regard to mere optical 
power. The refracting telescope is rela- 
tively so easy to manipulate that we prob- 
ably must look to it as the working instru- 
ment of the future as well as of the past. 


Loss of Light. 

The condition alluded to by Professor 
Newcomb is not the one which is popularly 
supposed to limit the construction of big 
refracting telescopes. It may be of inter- 


est to state briefly the leading poits in the 


problem. Many persons are familiar with 
the fact that artificial illumination has to 
be employed with high powers of the mi- 
croscope, and this is the case because, other 
things being equal, the light which suffices 
to render visible the object under ordinary 
conditions of seeing has to do duty for the 
vastly increased area as seen through the 
glass. This may not be the most scientific 
way of stating the case, but probably it can 


be more easily understood than would be a | 


learned talk about the relative quantities 
of light that enter the eye, and it is strictly 
correct to say that the light is divided up in 
proportion to the increase of apparent area. 
The artificial light thrown on an object ex- 
amined under the microscope cannot be 
thrown on a star or other celestial object, 
but substantially the same point is covered 
by increasing the size of the surface on 
which its rays fall to be convérged to the 
focus near the eye end of the telescope. 
That is the use of a big object glass. But 
the bigger the glass the thicker it must be, 
in order to obtain the curvature necessary 
for bending the rays to a focus, and this 
means a corresponding loss of light by ab- 
sorption in passing through the glass, the 
percentage of absorption increasing with 
thickness. The two glasses which form the 
Yerkes objective lens (separated by a space 
of about eight inches) have a total mini- 
mum thickness of four inches, the crown 
being two and a half, and the other one and 
a half inches thick at the middle of the 
disks. Roughly speaking, these glasses will 
obsorb about one-fifth of the visual ruys 
and two-fifths of the rays which are most 
active chemically. Besides this there is a 
further loss by reflection from the surfaces 
of the lenses; so that not far from one-third 
of the visual or seeing rays is lost and the 
other two-thirds transmitted for use at the 
eye end of the telescope. But computa- 
tions made by Vogel, for somewhat greater 
thicknesses in proportion to area of the ob- 
ject glass, indicate that the limit of power 
is not reached for visual rays till the glass 
is some three times the diameter of the 
Yerkes objective, and for the most active 
chemical rays two and three-quarters times 


the forty inches of the Yerkes objective. |

‘NO MORE COLORS IN BATTLE. 


England and Germany Think They 
Cannot Be Carried Under Mod- 
ern Conditions. 


The old colors of the Sixty-fourth Foot, 
now the First Battalion, Prince of Wales’ 
North Staffordshire Regiment, serving in 
Egypt, were recently deposited in Litchfield 
Cathedral with an impressive military cere- 
mony. The colors replaced the old Cawn- 
pore colors in 1862, and were now fixed by 
the side of them in the south aisle. Before 
proceeding down the Nile new colors were 
presented to the regiment at Cairo by the 
Duke of Cambridge last spring, and the re- 
tired colors were sent home. Colonel Thomas 
Currie, who commands the regiment, ar- 
rived in England a few days ago on leave, 
and journeyed specially to Litchfield to be 
present at the ceremony. The colors were 
carried by Captain Astell and Lieutenant 
W. H. Goldfinch, who commanded the Maxim 
gun at Firket on the way to Dongola, and 
who recently arrived in Litchfield for duty 
with the depot. 

The troops of the North Staffordshire De- 
pot, with a company of the Bedfordshire 
Regiment, escorted the colors from Whit- 
tington Barracks, and they were receivcd by 
the Dean of Litchfield on behalf of the 
Chapter of the Cathedral. At the close of 
the ceremony Dr. Lucock, the Dean, de- 
livered an address, recounting the valiant 
deeds of the regiment, and said it wus a 
source of disappointment to many that the 
colors were not now carried into action. 
The greatest General was the one who could 
achieve the most brilliant victory with the 
least sacrifice of human life, and in this con- 
nection he had received a letter from Lord 
Wolseley, Commander-in-Chief, who wrote: 
In future it would be madness and a crime 
to order any man to carry colors into action. 
You might quite as well order him to be 
assassinated. The Germans carry the poles 
on which the colors used to be so that they 
attract no notice in action. We have had 
most reluctantly, to abandon a practice to 
which we attached great importance, and 
which, under past and gone conditions of 
fighting, was invaluable in keeping alive the 
regimental spirit upon which our British 
— depended so much.“ London Stand-

Chicago Educators Discuss a 
Publie School Need. 


SMALL SECTIONS BEST. 


Present Method Reduces the 


Efficiency of Instruction. 


DUE TO LACK OF BUILDINGS. 


ONFRONTING those interested in 
the efficient working of the public 
schools there is a problem of prime 
importance. 
What limit should be placed upon 
the size of classes? 

The question has been raised by the report 
of Dr. A. F. Nightingale on the condition of 
the high schools, which forms a part of the 
annual report of the Beard of Education. 

The most unfortunate hindrance to the 
progress that ought to be expected of our 
high schools,“ says the report, has been 
caused by their congested condition, which 
has compelled the matntenance of classes 
much too large, and the opening of branches 
at a distance from the central schools. 

While teachers cannot be expected to do 
good work and the pupils to make efficient 
progress, with classes numbering over thir- 
ty-five, there have been many classes in 
Latin, algebra, geometry, and English in 
several of the schools with a membership of 
sixty. It is no surprise, then, that from 10 
to 20 per cent in the first and second year 
classes are found hopelessly failing by the 
end of the firstterm.”' °°‘ ° 

Though the report speaks only of high 
schools, the same, conditions exist, accord- 
ing to the statements of teachers, in a less 
pronounced degree in many of the Chicago 
grammar and primary grades. The nature 
of the high school work, however, makes the 
effect more apparent and the difficulty itself 
greater. 

In the grammar schools the division of the 
pupils under one teacher’s care into several 
classes, so that some pupils are studying 
while others ‘are reciting, makes the num- 
ber of those occupying the teacher's atien- 
tion at one time relatively small. In the high 
schools, where classes in any subject is com- 
posed of all or a large number of those able 
to take instruction in that subject at a cer- 
tain time, the numbers rise far beyond the 
point desirable for good work. 

The congested state of the schools which 
has brought about this imcreased size of 
classes does not exist in all parts of the city. 
Indeed, the city divides itself into districts 
of crowded schools and schools able to offer 
accommodations to all who apply. The high 
schools of the North and South Sides, espe- 
cially those of the newer parts of the city 
which have built up rapidly, are overcrowd- 
ed. Lake View, Englewood, Calumet, and 
some other high schools are wholly unable 
to provide room for their numerous pupils. 
The schools in the older part of these two 
sides of the city suffer the same inconven- 
lence to a less degree. The schools of the 
West Side, relieved by the establishment of 
several new institutions, do not feel the 
pressure, and, with the exception of the 
English High and Manual Training School, 
where the classes are too large to be accom- 
modated in the laboratories and workshops, 
are in a much better condition than at any 
time in several years. 

How far the size of the classes in the 
most crowded schools interferes with the 
efficiency of the school work is a question 
which has been interesting those at the 
head of educational matters in Chicago for 
some time, That the interference is of a 
serious nature seems from the statements 
of superintendents and principals beyond 
doubt. The fact has raised the question 
whether a limit ought not to be set much 
below the present average as the maximum 
size’ of a class, and has brought up the 
problem whether, in the present condition 
of the schools such a limit is a possibility. 

The opiniéns of a number of those connect- 
ed with the Chicago public schools are given 
in the following statements: 


ALBERT G. LANE, 
Superintendent of Schools. 


„In the primary and grammar grades,“ 
said Mr. Lane, we are now. providing fifty- 
four seats toa room. Perhaps, for an ideal 
arrangement a smaller number might be 
suggested. However, it is a considerable 
improvement over the methods of a few, 
years-.ago,. when sixty-three seats was the 
number ‘ ordinarily. furnished. For seven 
years we have been working to bring about 
this reduction, and now that it has been at- 
tained it seems to answer well. 

In the high schools smaller classes are 
more necessary, as in the higher grades the 
recitation is more extended and more time, 
is given to reviewing. In this connection 
the attention of the teacher to individual: 
members: of the class becomes more impor- 
tant. For the best results no high school 
class should exceed forty members. At the 
Armour and Lewis Institutes, where condi- 
tions have permitted such a division, the 
classes do not numiber more than twenty- 
five or thirty. We have endeavored to keep 
the classes in the high schools down to forty- 
five members, but in many schools this has 
proved impossible. 

„We have been obliged to adjust ourselves 
to conditions. With the present accommo- 
dations the setting of a lower limit for 
classes, though desirable, is impossible. If 
funds were supplied for new buildings teach- 
ers should not have over forty members in 
a class in order to do the most efficient 


work.“ 


DR. A. F. NIGHTINGALE, 
Superintendent of High Schools. 


“an attempt has been made,” said Dr. 
Nightingale, to restrict the number of 
pupils in high school classes to forty-five. 
For efficient work some such limitation is 
necessary. But it has proved impossible to 
live up to the instructions. In the present 
condition of the schools the limit is unat- 
tainable in many instances, in spite of the 
fact that it is even higher than is desirable. 
For the average high school class thirty- 
five members is the maximum for the best 
results and in some branches it might well 
be set lower. As things now are, the classes, 
even in such studies as geometry, in which 
individual attention is a necessity, run as 
high as sixty. 

„The reason for this is found wholly in 
the lack of school accommodations. Take, 
for instance, the Lake View High School. 
It was built to accommodate 250 pupils. Last 
year more than 900 were enrolled, of whom 
400 were crowded into the school building 
and 500 were scattered in other buildings, 
from one-third of a mile toamileaway. As 
a result of this congestion from fifty to 
sixty pupils were crowded into a class. The 
enrollment this year is larger than iast. 

„How considerable this condition of 
affairs, which is found in many of the 
schools, must affect their efficiency is ob- 
vious. If proof is needed it can be found in 
a comparison of the scholarship averages 
of different classes. Other conditions being 
the same, the average of pupils in a small 
class are higher than those in a large one, 
and a larger percentage of them pass the 
examinations.“ 


JAMES H. NORTON, 
Principal Lake View High School. 


“The need of a limit upon the size of 
classes, said James H. Norton, is a real 
one. Under the present conditions, how- 
ever, it has proved impossible to hold to any 
such restriction. At the beginning of the 
year especially the classes in this school, in 
spite of all efforts to the contrary, run to 
bers. And it is in the first year of 
the course, when the classes should be Small- 
est to do efficient work, that the largest 
classes are found. 

„ The difficulty does not lie in lack of teach- 


‘ers. The school has excellent teachers and 


plenty of them. If it were possible to divide 
the classes the present force of instructors, 
possibly with one added, would be amply 
sufficient. It is found in the fact that there 
is no places for the classes to meet. 

“A class uld be large enough to main- 
tain ‘class interest. Too small a class is 
almost as bad as too large a one, but the 
happy mean falls well below the number of 


members in the classes as they now

GEORGE M. CLAYBERG, 
Principal West Division High School. 


“The West Division High School,” said 
George M. Clayberg, is in a great meas- 
ure free from the difficulties and disad- 
vantages of large classes this year. The 
new high schools opened on the West Side 
have relieved it of the crush of pupils who 
have crowded it in previous years. I think 
we will have no great trouble this year in 
keeping the classes down to the limit of 
forty-five members, 

„% Previous experience has shown us, how- 
ever, that large classes are a distinct dis- 
advantage. The scholarship’ averages in 
them, I believe, are lower, and a smaller 
percentage of the pupils pass the examina- 
tions. A limit of thirty-five members would, 
I am certain, be better than the limit of 
forty-five we are now trying to meet, though 
it is at present impossible. If conditions 
could be adjusted so as to allow a reduction 
of the classes to some smaller membership 
it would undoubtedly add to the efficiency 
of the schools.“ 


CORYDON G, STOWELL, 
Principal Newberry School. 


»The statement regarding the disadven- 
tages of large classes in the high schoc!s.” 
said Corydor G. Stowell, apply only par- 
tially to the grammar schools. In the New- 
berry school the rooms now seat about fifty 
pupils. These pupils, however, are divided 
into several classes—usually into three in 
the primary and two in the grammar grades. 
This reduces the number receiving instruc- 
tion at one time to from fifteen to fwenty-

a class usually contains all who can take the 
work at one time, while in the grammar 
schools with, say, 200 pupils studying arith- 
metic, there will be a division Into nine or 
ten classes.“ 


FRANK S. HEYWOOD, 
Principal of the Lincoln School. 


“The ideal school,“ said Frank S. Hey- 
wood, would have perhaps thirty or forty 
pupils to a teacher. The average seating ca- 
pacity of the rooms of the Lincoln School is 
about fifty. The rooms in the old part of the 
building contain sixty-three seats each, but 
the seats are not all filled, and we have found 
no trouble with the size of the classes. It 
is a fact, however, that the smaller the class 
the better the work as a general thing, and 
I have no doubt that in some instances a 
large class may seriously interfere with the 
value of the instruction.”’

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ANY matters of importance to mem- 
bers of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church are to be acted upon at the 
fifty-eight annual session of the 
Rock River Conference, which is to 
be held in Chicago the first week in October. 
Four new Presiding Elders are to be chosen, 
the city is to be redivided into church dis- 
tricts, the question of extending the pastor- 
ate term to seven years will be discussed, the 
giving of equal representation to women in 
lay conferences will be again a lively subject 
of debate, laymen insist upon having 
equal voice in the annual conferences, 
and, to furnish spice to the proceed- 
ings, there is to be at least one sensa- 
tional church trial. Aside from all this inter- 
est attaches to the conference because it is 
the first time in years that the body has met 
in this city, and local Methodists are making 
extensive arrangements to do full honor to 
the occasion. 

The business sessions of the conference 
will be held in the Western Avenue M. E. 
Church, beginning Wednesday morning. Oct. 
6, and will be presided over by the Rt.-Rev. 
Stephen W. Merrill, resident Bishop, who 
was assigned to this duty at the semi-annual 
meeting of the Board of Bishops. Owing to 
the importance and amount of business 
scheduled it is expected the conference will 
run into the second week. Ordinarily the 
work is finished in from five to six days, but 
this year those in charge look for a ten-day 
session. 

Arrangements for the Conference. 


Preceding the calling together of the con- 
ference a welcoming reception will be given 
in the Western Avenue Church Tuesday 
evening, at which the delegates and visit- 
ing preachers will be given an opportunity 
to meet in a social way. Albert G. Lane, 
Superintendent of Education in Chicago, 
will deliver an address on behalf of the city, 
and Bishop Fallows will greet the visitors 
as the spokesman for neighboring churches. 
There will also be responses by the Rev. 
William Craven of Joliet; the Rev. J. N. 
Hall of Aurora; and by Bishop Merrill. 
Preparations are being made for entertain- 
ing at this reception 2,000 or more people. 
The conference will be made up of 350 del- 
egates and 227 local preachers, many of 
whom will come from towns outside of Chi- 
cago, and for whom entertainment must be 
provided during the session. This is a task 
which the Rev. Alexander Youker, pastor of 
the Western Avenue Church, is looking 
after personally. The making up of the 
program for the reception and the care of 
other incidentals has been turned over by 
Pastor Youker to the Revs. J. P. Brushing- 
ham and J. M. Caldwell, who are now at 
work completing the necessary arrange- 
ments. 

Some idea of the important nature ot the 
gathering may be had from the fact that it 
is to be a legislative body, representative of 
52,000 communicants, connected with 373 
churches and 412 Sunday schools. The 
value of the church property controlled by 
the Rock River Conference is $4,000,000, and 
besides this there are 180 parsonages, which 
cost $447,000. It is to look after the inter- 
ests of all these people and property holdings 
that the forthcoming session is to be held in 
this city. 

Anniversary meetings of the various 
church societies will be held in the after- 
noons during the conference, beginning at 
2 o'clock. At 4 o’clock every afternoon the 
Rev. Dr. John Henry Barrows will lecture 
on Hindooism and Christianity for the bene~ 
fit of ministers and divinity students. The

New District for Chicago. 

Hitherto Chicago has been divided into two 
districts, but churches. and communicants 
have increased so a redivision is necessary, 
and the cutting up of the city into three 
districts has been decided upon. This makes 
imperative the selection of another Presid- 
ing Elder, and, as the terms of the Rev. 
Drs. Burns and Jackson of Chicago and 
Cidy of Joliet expire this fall, four elders 
in all must de elected. The offices ig much 
sought for by churchmen, as it carries an 
annual salary of $3,500 for six years, and e 
Was generally understood the present in- 
cumbents would be returned until Bishop 
Merrill set his foot down hard.and insisted 
upon new men coming in. Six years, he 
says, is enough for one man and the welfare 
of the church will be best served by a rota- 
tion in the office. Since the wishes of the 
Bishop have become known a new slate has 
been made up, the men picked for the four 
Presiding Elderships being the Revs. J. M. 
Caldwell, J. P. Brushingham, and A. D. 
Traveller of Chicago and the Rev. C. E. 
Mandeville of Elgin, the latter to take the 
place of Dr. Cady in the Joliet district. The 
Presiding Elders act as a cabinet for the 
resident .Bishop, keeping him advised as to 
the condition of church affairs in their re- 
spective districts and having a voice in the 
disposition of such matters as the Bishop 
desires to act upon during the interval be- 
tween conferences. This gives them consid- 
erable political power in the church and 
makes the office a desirable one outside of 
the big salary considerations. It is under- 
stood to be Bishop Merrill's wish to cut the 
salary to $3,000, and this may be done. i 
Conference Representation for Women 


Equal representation for women in the lay 
conferences of the church will be an inter- 
esting and lively topic. For years this has 
been a disturbing question in Methodist cir- 
cles, and there is a general desire to have it 
settled one way or the other. Once every 
four years a lay conference is held, in which 
members of the church who arg not con- 
nected with the ministry meet and select 
a representative to take part in the general 
conference. Women want a voice in this 
lay conference, and most of the English- 
speaking districts are willing to give it to 
them. With a two-thirds vote of all the 
annual conferences in the United States (the 
Northern section) the genera] conference 
would stand pledged to grant the privilege, 
but up to this year there has been little 
actual progress made. Opposition comes 
from the Swedish, Danish, and Norwegian 
Churches all over the North, which solidly 
refuse to give the matter serious considera- 
tion, holding that women should have no 
representation as a sex. Further than this, 
these churches have threatened to withdraw

Just as they 
get fairly along with the task these pastors 
are transferred to other flelds, and their suc- 
cessors, while good Christians and satis- 
factory preachers, lack the peculiar exec- 
utive ability essential to success in this par- 
ticular work, and the efforts of their pred- 
ecessors are lost. 

There is no reason,“ says Mr. Youker, 
“why a minister should be arbitrarily 
yanked away from his congregation when he 
is doing good work and both pastor and peo- 
ple are satisfied. I am personally in favor of 
taking off the limit entirely, but will accept 
a substitute in the shape of a seven-year 
term, and this, I am quite positive, will be 
indorsed. This does not imply that a min- 
ister can be forced upon a congregation 
against its will for this length of time, but 
rather that the congregation may be as- 
sured of retaining his services if he turns 
out to be the man needed for the place. If 
he is not it is easy, under church rules, to 
get rid of him.“ 

It is in the trial of the Rev. R. A. Morley, 
former President of the Northern Illinois 
College, at Fulton, IIL, that a spirited con- 
test is expected. Mr. Morley was accused 
last fall of scandalous conduct at the college, 
the complainants being two male students, 
who swore they had seen him entertaining 
girls in his rooms. Mr. Morley stoutly de- 
nied the charges and took the matter into 
the civil courts, where he was beaten. The 
case was taken up by a church committee, 
which made a report adverse to Morley, and 
it is on this report the conference will have 
to take action. Efforts have been made to 
induce the accused.man to let the matter 
be quietly disposed of by default, but this 
he declines to do, insisting upon a full hear- 
ing in order to establish his innocence. 

Jam afraid,“ said one prominent man 
in conference affairs yesterday, that Mor- 
ley will make a fight, and if he does the case 
promises to be one of the most sensational 
we have ever been called upon to adjudi- 
cate. I am told he declines to let the matter 
go by default, and is determined to make a 
sharp contest. We don’t like to try these 
things, because they raise an unhealthy feel- 
ing in circles outside the church and do a 
vast deal of injury, no matter how they are 
decided. But if the accused man insists 
upon, having a hearing we are bound to 
accommodate him. To my mind it would be 
much better to let the matter be disposed 
of urider the simple head ‘ withdrawn,’ and 
thus avoid all chance of scandal, but this, 
I am advised, is not possible so long as Mr. 
Morley demands a trial. With his position 
as former head of the Northern Illinois 
College we have nothing to do, as the insti- 
tution is controlled by the State. He will 
come before the conference simply as a 
Methodist preacher and the most severe sen- 
tence we can inflict is to expel him from 
membership if the charges are sustained.’’ 

Two more cases which are set for hearing 
in October are those of the Revs. H. W. Bol- 
ton and R. 8. Martin. There is a strong 
probability that both will be quietly dis- 
posed of by permitting the accused men to 
withdraw from membership in the Rock 
River Conference. Mr. Bolton was pastor 
of the South Park Avenue M. E. Church up 
to last spring, when he had some trouble 
with his congregetion over the employment 
of a stenographer which led to his resigning 
the pastorate and leaving town. It is under- 
stood Mr. Bolton has had some correspond- 
ence with the church authorities which will 
smooth the way to his transfer to another 
field. Unless some inquisitive delegate asks 
too many questions Mr. Martin will also 
be let down easily.

THE REV. JAMES VILAS BLAKE— 
** Money Not the Sole Reward.’’ 


“My case is not analogous to that of 
Mr. Vrooman. I did not leave the pulpit 
of the Third Unitarian Church because I 
was dissatisfied with the income. This 
was meager, to be sure, but a minister 
should not look to money as his sole re- 
ward. I have never done so, and have 
small respect for a man who does. I be- 
came convinced that the people of the 
Third Unitarian Church might do better if 
they had the services of a younger and 
more vigorous man, and there were other 
considerations which seemed to make a 
change desirable. I have another charge 
in Evanston to which I shall devote the 
time I can spare from the commercial work 
in which Iam engaged. The Third Unita- 
rian Church is going ahead; it is not in 
decadence. Proof of this is given in the 
action of the congregation in voting to re- 
build the church edifice, which was de- 
stroyed by fire. The whole Liberal church 
movement, and especially the Unitarian 
branch of it, is stronger and more capable 
of good work today than ever before in its 
history. Liberalism is an advancing force, 
not a decaying one, however much Mr. 
Vrooman and others like him may say to the 


contrary.” 


THE REV. DR. THOMAS— 
„ Liberalism Strong as a Rock.“ 


1 regret Mr. Vrooman’s hasty action, 
but it will have no effect upon the future 
of the People’s Church. We have an 
earnest, liberal congregation, and will go 
on just as if nothing had huppened. Lib- 
eralism in church affairs is today as strong 
as a rock. It is not an experiment, and 
will not be cast aside. So far from detect- 
ing signs of decadence, I can say that, on 
the contrary, there are signs of growth and 
advancement. As a church we have suf- 
fered some from the hard times, in common 
with other churches, but not to a serious 


degree. Mr. Vrooman was well paid for 
the time he was with us. He received 
$1,000 for his first six months’ services 
and would have been paid another $1,000 
or more before the end of the year. But 
he was impatient and could not wait. We 
have no debt and have always made it a 
rule to pay as we go, the surplus moneys 
from pew rents and collections over the 
actual cost of rent and music being given 
to the pastor. In my case the income has 
ranged from $3,000 to $5,000 a year. I 
was to divide this income with Mr. Vroo- 
man, and see no reason to doubt that his 
salary would average $2,000 a year. This 
does not look like decadence. Mr. Vrooman 
makes his $75 income computation on the 
receipts for the vacation season, when it 
should be based on those for the entire 
twelve months. I am sorry to lose him, sor- 
ry to know he has abandoned the ministry, 
but if it is money only he is after the com- 
mercial field is perhaps the best.“

“There is much force in Mr. Vrooman’s 
assertion that people who believe nothing 
give nothing. I don’t know anything about 
his financial relations with the People’s 
Church, but as a general truth you cannot 
get money out of unbelievers. The strong- 
hold of the Catholic and the Protestant 
orthodox churches is the abiding faith of 
their members. They believe fully and 
loyally, and in support of that belief they 
give cheerfully according to their means. 
With the Liberals conditions are different. 
They believe in nothing in particular, and 
being without definite purpose in religion 
see no necessity for liberality in monetary 
matters. This does not mean that regu- 
larly organized churches like the Universal- 
ist and Unitarian are without their benevo- 
lences, for it is well known both societies 
give largely and cheerfully for various good 
church works. But there are other Liberal 
churches in which the practice of religion 
takes the form of one service a week, and 
these naturally become in time atrophied 
in mind and pocket. Without an active 
existence as a church, without the mis- 
sionary efforts, hospitals, aid societies, and 
other forms of church life to interest and 
enlarge and liberalize their people the Lib- 
eral church is apt to become illiberal, and 
with illiberality comes decadence.” 


RT.-REV. SAMUEL FALLOWS— 
ness Need for Independent Churches. 


“There is a growing unity among ortho- 
dox Protestant churches and consequently 
a decreasing need for liberal, or, more prop- 
erly speaking, independent movements. Or- 
thodoxy was never so strong as it is today. 
This is because the various denominations 
are becoming broadened and gradually uni- 
fied in one great work. Look at the Chris- 
tian Endeavor movement in which forty 
evangelical churches are represented. Such 
a thing would have been impossible sixty 
years ago. Then preachers contended. for 
doctrine; now one rarely hears a doctrinal 


) Sermon. As orthodoxy advances the inde- 
pendent movements must of necessity fall 
behind. Orthodoxy gets great strength 
from the solid faith and beliefs of its advo- 
cates—it is a positive conviction. There is 
also a source of vital strength in the owner- 
ship of church property. Actual possession 
of an edifice given over entirely to-the wor- 
ship of God arouses a healthy interest 
which is lacking in those who must use a 
hired theater and take from it when they 
leave all that is holy and sacred. Besides 
all this, however, orthodoxy is growing be- 
cause it has the support of the poor and mid- 
dle classes, and does not depend upon the 
offerings of a few wealthy mer. The wid- 
ow’s mite is an influential factor in church 
growth. Independent movements flourish 
so long as they are headed by the right kind 
of men, but with the removal of these ad- 
versity is apt to come. It is orthodoxy, 
broadened to meet the spirit of the times, 
that moves ever onward.” 


COL. DUNCAN, Volunteers of America— 
„ Liberal church Days Are Over. 


“The Liberal church was the outgrowth 
of intolerant doctrinal differences in the 
evangelical denominations. These differ- 
ences have now been almost entirely re- 
moved and there is no longer need for a 
Liberal organization, because the orthodox 
churches themselves have become liberal, 
This is the death knell of the Liberal move- 
ment, and the more advanced and pro- 
gressive orthodoxy becomes the quicker will 
the independent idea fade out.

“Tt is true that Liberal church organiza- 
tions, the visible machinery of religion, 
do not increase in number or advance in 
power. But the spirit of liberalism, as 
preached in these churches, is strongly 
dominant and ever pushing ahead. It has 
invaded the orthodox field, and nearly every 
denomination has been broadened and mel- 
lowed by its influence. It is this great 
change in orthodoxy which has kept people 
from rushing by thousands into the Liberal 
churches and prevented their correspond- 
ing growth in numbers and power. The 
Universalist and Unitarian organizations 
are insignificant in the church world, 80 


far as mere membership is concerned, but 


a time when doctrinal barriers kept the 


the spirit which pervades them is all-pow- 
erful in all orthodox denominations.

‘* Liberal Churches Dying out. 


“TI am glad Mr. Vrooman has had the 
courage to tell the truth about the Liberal 
churches. They are dying out, while or- 
thodox denominations were never stronger 
or more aggressive. There is good reason 
for this. In the first place, a Liberal church 
is an impossibility except in a very large 
city, and exists only then because of a 
floating population of curiosity-seekers— 
people who want to go to church, but don’t 
want to hear anything to offend them. It 
takes money to run a church, and the float- 
ers who attend the Liberal churches do 
not, as a rule, have permanent interest 
enough to contribute largely to its treasury. 
As a result, the expense falls upon a com- 
paratively few persons, and if these grow 
weary of the burden the movement must 
fail. An illustration of the strength of 
orthodoxy may be found in my charge— 
the Western Avenue M. E. Church. I was 
first stationed here twenty-six years ago, 
and we had a little band of thirty communi- 
eants. Now the congregation numbers 
1,000, we have a $50,000 church edifice free 
from debt, and contribute largely to the

“If I did not believe in hell I would not 
be laboring in the Salvation Army.

and unreservedly, and offers to prove it if 
any one should dispute his position. And 
Mr. Morgan ought to know for he was pres- 
ent at the birth of the elevated railroad idea 
and has put in many of the best years of his 
life on the subject since, winning numerous 
distinctions and decorations for his ideas on 
the subject of elevated traffic. In the engi- 
neering world his statement on the matter 
will go as far as that of any living man on 
this side of the Atlantic Ocean. 

In 1875 and preceding years the City of 
New York was brought face to face with the 
problem of procuring more rapid transit 
from the outlying districts into the business 
center. A committee to consider the ques- 
tion was appointed, called the Board of Rap- 
id Transit Commissioners for the City of 
New York. This committee had plans, 
specifications, and mode to the number of 
162 submitted to it and after a careful con- 
sideration of merits and demerits, costs, effi- 
clencies, and desirabilities of the various 
schemes presented, it recommended out of 
all of the number the single plan presented 
by Mr. Morgan. The American Society of 
Engineers, with its headquarters in New 
York City, also went extensively into the 
question of rapid transit, and invited plans 
for overhead railways. In this case also the 
award was given to Mr. Morgan with an im- 
portant qualification. Said the committee: 

“If support must be taken at the curb- 
stone tho -best plan for a double track rail- 
road over the center of the roadway seems 
to be that of Richard P. Morgan.” 

At the Centennial Exposition of 1876 in 
Philadelphia Mr. Morgan again submitted 
plans and a description for an elevated rail- 
way. The result was a huge engraved 
diploma recognizing Mr. Morgan as the first 
person to propose the construction of steam 
railways on tracks elevated over the center 
of the streets, and awarding the highest 
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premium of excellence of design. From that 
time Mr. Morgan was closely connected with 
the rapid transit history of New York City 
until, as he says, the people were bribed and 
bluffed into allowing posts to be put in the 
middle of some of the wider thoroughfares, 
making conditions under which the rec- 
tilinear plan of construction was the most 
practicable. 


Chicago Indorses the System. 

In 1883, at the national exposition of ratl- 
way appliances held in Chicago, Mr. Morgan 
again carried off the overhead honors. A 
large gold medal and diploma were given him 
for the best elevated railroad system. Since 
his connection with elevated railroads 
Mr. Morgan has been identified with many 
large engineering projects in this country, 
his last office being on the government com- 
mission which surveyed and established the 
harbor of Santa Monica, Cal., and whose 
work is still unfinished. 

When seen at his office in Dwight last 
week by a reporter for the Tue SuNDAY 
TRIBUNE Mr. Morgan could scarcely’ find 
language strong enough to express his con- 
demnation of the Union Loop and the nui- 
sance it had created for the people of Chi- 
cago. He said: 

“In my opinion the Union Elevated Loop 
is the most unjustifiable structure which 
has ever been put up in this country, viewed 
either from an engineering standpoint, from 
the question of cost, or from the’ public con- 
venience of street traffic. I have looked on 
with amazement to see it go up and have 
beén expecting the serious damage and 
storm of protests which it has occasioned. 

Having followed closely the course of 
development in engineering science in the 
last thirty years, I have no hesitation in 
Saying the Chicago structure has taken the 
ver, worst form after many years’ experi- 
ments on structures for the purposes de- 
signed. It forms a most serious obstruc- 
tion to streets of only medium width be- 
tween curb lines and keeps out the greatest 
possible amount of light and air, all without 
any saving in cost or possessing a capacity 
greater than a structure resting on the 
curbs. These statements I stand ready to 
prove. nee 
This Might Have Been Used. 

„As far back as 1875 1 submitted the de- 
sign for an elevated railroad to the Rapid 
Transit commission in New York and had it 
accepted. A structure such as I then de- 
scribed, but fitted to carry the heavier loads 
employed nowadays, could be built today 
on a street forty to forty-four feet between 
the curbs for a less sum than the Union 
Loop structure now in Lake street, Fifth 
avenue, and Wabash avenue in Chicago. 
This statement holds good on still narrower: 
streets up to a width of thirty-five feet be- 
tween curbs, beyond which point the recti- 
linear plan, with plate girders, such as that 
used in the Union Loop, begins to be the 
more economical. But as the width of Lake 
street, for instance, is a little over forty 
feet between curbs, this plan would be de- 
cidedly more economical, and I would only 
require posts every sixty feet, as against 
thirty-five to fifty feet now used. 

„ How do I know this statement of cost 
is true? It fs easy to prove it by figures. 
The elements of expense on equivalent roads 
of the two plans contrasted may be divided 
into four parts, three of which are constant 
in cost, and only one of which is variable. 
With spans along the street of approximate- 


ly equal length the cost of foundations to 


carry the superstructure would be nearly the 
same whether constructed near the curb- 
stone or in the center of the street, except 
that the interference with street traffic, 
with gas and water mains and sewers makes 
the cost of setting the foundations in the 
middle of the carriageway considerably 
greater than when placed within the curb 
line. The second item of the longüudinal 
trusses of the structure to carry thutracks 
will cost the same in either style of con- 
struction. Likewise the stations, ap- 
proaches, and platforms will be equally ex- 
pensive. This leaves the fourth element 
alone variable: the transverse frames which 
support the railway. This is an easy mat- 
ter for an engineer to figure out, and proves 
that the style of construction I suggest is 
more economical.“ 
Description of Morgan Plan. 

This style of construction advocated by 
Mr. Morgan is extremely unlike the present 
unsightly vistas of girders, beams, and rods 
visible from the streets of Chicago. It con- 
sists of an adaptatiqn of the Gothic arch, so 
famed in the old woftld for decorative archi- 
tectural purposes, to the transverse spans 
of the elevated structure. Mr. Morgan’s 
own technical description of this method of

constructing an elevated road is as follows: 

Upon the sidewalk, near the curb stone, 
at intervals of seventy-five feet, are set up 
opposite each other, and meeting over the 
center of the street, iron ribs in the form of 
a Gothic arch. These ribs should spring 
from a tangent line perpendicular to the 
sidewalk at its surface, or at any suitable 
height above it, depending upon the width of 
the street, or changes in the grade of its 
surface. Between these outer ribs a flat 
elliptical rib is placed at an elevation above 
the street so as not to interfere with its 


‘use for the existing traffic, Which elliptical 


rib is firmly secured to the outer ribs by 
interior connections, the whole forming a 
transverse frame spanning the carriage 
way, and occupying no part of the surface 
except that used by the foot of the outer 
ribs. 

“The object of these transverse frames is 
the same as that of the piers of an ordinary 
bridge, to sustain a series of longitudinal 
trusses, which latter carry a double track 
railway over the middle of the street. The 
cars move through the transverse frames, 
above the elliptical and under the outer ribs 
before described. Suitable foundations of 


masonry support the feet of the outer ribs. 
middle 
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al iron truss extends from frame to frame, 
and on each side of this center truss, shal- 
lower trusses are placed. Between these 
outeretrusses, and resting upon the bottom 
cord of the middle one, the floor beams are 
laid at suitable intervals, also of iron, which 
directly support the tracks. These floor 
beams are to be connected diagonally, so 
that they shall act as a horizontal truss to 
prevent any lateral swayigg of the struct- 
ure; and the whole to be left open so as to 
prevent any accumulation of snow or other 


obstruction, and to avoid interference with 


the light and ventilation of the streets and 
adjacent buildings as far as possible.”’ 

Mr. Morgan claims for his style of con- 
struction many advantages over the pres- 
ent rectilinear form of structure, besides 
that of cheapness. In looks he thinks the 
Gothic arches at regular intervals down the 
street would be a great improvement over 
the present unsightly squares of iron, tin, 
and wood. In allowing light and air to get 
to the street surface below the more open 
work of the Gothic style would prove a 
great improvement to the property-owners 
at present stifling under the Union Loop. 
The tracks themselves would be four feet 
lower than in the present system, with the 
same amount of headroom for the street 
traffic. This would mean in the course of 
a year an enormous amount of energy 
saved to the people who ride on the elevated 
cars. But most important of all, the streets 
would be preserved for the use of the public. 

For the condition of affairs now existing 
in the streets preémpted by the Union Loop 
supports, Mr. Morgan thinks there is no 
remedy except to take down the present 
structure and replace it with one supported 
at the sides. : 

Question for Chicago. 

It all comes down to this question.” he 
said, “‘ whether or not the people of Chicago 
are going to submit to having their streets 
obstructed or not. If so, the discussion of 
the case is no use. If not, the present 
structure can be removed at a limited cost 
and another with side supports’ put in its 
place. 

The result of the same discussion in New 
York City, reached after many years, was 
that on the great avenues, sixty feet wide 
between the curbs, where the movement of 
vehicles was comparatively light, posts wero 
permitted to be put in the center of the 
roadway at intervals of about fifty feet 
lengthwise, and occupying transversely 
about twenty-four feet of street. But in ths 
thoroughfares of a width approaching to 
the narrowness of Chicago’s loop streets, 
the supports were all put inside the curbs. 

Chicago is confronted with an unusually 
serious problam, in that the obstruction to 
its streets, through ignorant cupidity, is ai- 
ready accomplished. Whether or not the 
people will submit to the daily Imposition 
upon them is a problem the solution cf which 
I will watch with greatest interest. In most 
other cities I would have little hope for the 
betterment of existing difficulties, but in 
Chicago anything is possible for the welfare 
of the citizens. 

Thus the tremendous nuisance of the un- 
ion loop is condemned in no uncertain terms 
by the man who is most fitted of all in this 
country to speak on the subject of elevated 
structures. He tells how the trouble which 
is now of hourly moment to Chicago's busi- 
ness life might have been avoided in the 
first place, and points out the least cosily 
remedy in sight. Will the suffering and

London Mall: The sailing of a Russian 
convict ship from Odessa for the Island of 
Saghalin, in the Japan Sea, is always an 
impressive sight.

N that interesting Story of the West 

Series,.“ edited by Mr. Ripley Hitchcock 

and published by Messrs. D. Appleton & 

Co., there will soon be a new volume 

devoted to The Story of the Cowboy,” 
and written by Mr. E. Hough. There is 
nc more picturesque figure in Western his- 
tory than the cowboy, and one, as Mr. 
Hitchcock says, in his introduction, which 
“through the very raciness has lent itself 
to literary abuse,“ he has been freely 
pictured by unscrupulous pens as an em- 
bodiment of license and uproarious iniqul- 
ty. The cowboy is undoubtedly an up- 
roarious person at times, but he could 
not have accomplished the tremendous labor 
or endured the tremendous hardships that 
have fallen to his lot if he had no other 
qualities. -Aécording to Mr. Hitchcock, who 
has lived on ranches and ought to know, 
the American cowboy is the most gallant 
modern representative of a human industry, 
second to very few in antiquity,’’ unfortu- 
nately. The cowboy belongs to one of the 
vanishing types of Western life. He still 
exists and he will exist for some time to 
come, but modern methods and the barbed 
wire fence are making his calling less and 
less necessary every year. As for the cow- 
boy himself, he remains unchanged. As he 
was in the beginning so he is today, one of 
the most dominant and self-sufficient fig- 
ures in the history of the land.“ 


Author Is a Chicago Man. 


Mr. Hough, who is a Chicago man, was 
selected to write this book because of his 
thorough knowledge of the subject. He 
takes an imaginatory Jim as the typical 
cowboy and thus describes him: 
pearance Jim is a man of medium height, 
with. good shoulders, none too square, but 
broad enough. He is thin in flank, lean, and 
muscular, with the firm flesh of the man 
not only in perfect physical health but in 
perfect physical training. Life in the sad- 
dle, with long hours of exercise and a diet 
of plain food, has left not an ounce of fat 
to prevent the free play of the firm muscles 
one above the other. His skin is darkened 
and toughened by the wind and sun and 
aikali. His hair is not worn long, as per- 
sons of a certain class would have us be- 
lieve was the correct thing for scout or 
Westerner in old times. Jim’s hair is hid 
under his big hat, but very likely hangs in 
a rough mop down from his hat upon his 
forehead, like the forelock of a pony. 

“ Jim’s eye may be of the red haze! of the 
ready fighter, or the gray of the cold-nervel 
man, or the blue of the man who is always 
somewhere about when there is fun or 
trouble afloat in whatever corner of the 
world. It is hard to see Jim’s eyes, because 
the bright sun causes him to hold them well 
covered with the lids, with a half squint to 
them. His mustache may have been tawny 
or brown or nearly black at first, but now it 
is sunburned and bleached to u yellow, faded 
hue. Upon his feet Jim makes a very poor 
figure. He is slouchy, awkward, and sham- 
bling in his gait, for his feet, in the vernacu- 
lar of the range, do not track.“ but cross 
each other weakly. His legs are bowed, with 
the curve which constant horseback riding 
in early youth always gives. His toes turn 


In ap- 


in distinctly as he walks. He does not stand 
erect, but stoops. But in the saddle he sits 
erect, and every action shows strength, 
every movement the grace of muscles doing 
their work with unconscious ease and sure- 
ness. The world can produce no horseman 
more masterly. 

With the ‘rope’ he can catch the run- 
ning steer by which ever foot you shall 
name. He can ‘roll a gun’ with either 
hand, or with both hands at once. Hehasa 
perfect knowledge of the nature of tho 
steer, and knows the trade to the last detail. 
He has all the hardihood and courage which 
come of long familiarity with trouble, hard- 
ship, and peril, for what is called courage is 
very much a matter of association and habit. 

With his employer Jim is as honest and 
faithful as any man that ever breathed. 
In his conversation he is picturesque and 
upon occasion volcanic of speech. In his 
ways of thought he is simple, in his cor- 
respondence brief. It was perhaps this same 
Jim, foreman of the T bar, who wrote to 
the Eastern ranch owner the quarterly re- 
port, which constituted fort him the most 
serious labor of the year, and which is said 
to have read as follows: 

„Deer sur, we have brand 800 caves this 
roundup we have made sum hay potatoes is 
a fare crop. That Inglishman yu lef in 
charge at the other camp got to fresh an’ 
we had to kill him. Nothing much has 
hapened sence yu lef. Yurstruely, Jim.’ ’’ 


Pietere ef Raneh Life. 


Notwithstanding its picturesque features 
the life of the cowboy is one of great hard- 
ship. On the Northern ranches it is only 
in the spring and fall that the life is pleas- 
ant. In summer the heat is intense and 
so dry that it cracks the (flesh. The 
streams dwindle and shrink, the grass is 
burned to tinder, while in the hot air the 
scorching dust blows from the white al- 
kali flats. It is hard to say which brings 
the most suffering, the scorching heat of 
summer or the freezing cold of winter. 
During the latter season the cowboy spends 
much time indoors, 
ride the range. Knowing the danger of a 
sudden storm upon such a ride, he goes 
well prepared for the work. Man men 
have gone out upon the range in winter,” 
says Mr. Hough, who never come back 
again to the cabin. Their rough compan- 
lons at the ranch do not say much if the cow- 
puncher does not return from out the sudden 
raging storm that may set in without an 
hour’s warning. Each man would risk his 
own life to save that of his fellow, but 
each man knows how futile is the thought 
of help. The whole atmosphere is a whirl- 
ing, seething, cutting drift of icy white, 
in which the breath is drawn but in gasps, 
and that only with face down wind. The 
heaviest of clothing does not suffice, and 
not even the buffalo coat can stop the icy 
chill that thickens the blood into sluggish- 
ness and makes drowsy every vital energy. 
The snow covers the trail of the wanderer, 
as it winds his burial sheet about him and 
hides him from hope even before death has 
come to stop his last feeble, insentient 
efforts to struggle on.“ 


Odd Taste in Clothes. 


Notwithstanding his rough life and the 
plainness of his clothing the cowboy is a 
good deal of a dandy. His boots, his gloves, 
and his hat are the articles of personal 
adornment in which‘ he takes the most pride. 
As for his feet, he squeezes them into tight 
boots with the persistence’ of a Chinese 
belle. These are made of leather “ with 
light, narrow soles, extremely small and 
nigh heels, and fitting so tightly as to bind 
the foot and cramp the toes in a most vise- 
like grasp, surely a more irrational foot 
covering never was invented. Yet the cow- 
boy wears this sort of boot, and has worn it 
for a generation.” The gloves of the cow- 


boy are made of the finest buckskin, Which 


will not be injured by wetting. It wil! prob- 
ably be tanned white and cut with a deep 
cuff or gauntlet, from which will hang a 
little fringe. The fluttering of littin bits 
and things in the wind when at full speed of 
horseback was always one of the curious 
Western notions which were slow of 
change.” His hat is of heavy white felt 
with a leather band buckled to it or the skin 
of a rattlesnake used for the same purpose. 
These hats cost $15 or $20, but they last 
forever. The only thing that the cowboy 
ornaments is his saddle. That he will stud 


but at times he must 


with silver coins or bits of rattlesnake skin. 
These saddles cost from $40 to $100, and 
weigh from thirty to forty pounds, but they 
are made for comfort. When a man lives 
in his saddle it must be something more than 
a postage stamp. 

Dangers of the Roundup. 

One of the things most dreaded by the 
cowboy is a stampede of the cattle. Mr. 
hough describes a midnight stampede with 
graphic force, 

The sound of the rushing hoofs of near 
ten thousand cattle is imposing enough at 
any time, but heard mingled and confused 
in the running in the dark it is something 
terrible. A loud cracking ef hoofs comes 
through the fog of sound, and the mad 
rattling of the great horns swung together 
in the crush as the cattle struggle to head 
out of the suffocating: press bchind them 
and on all sides. Mad indeed is this chase 
tonight, and far will be its ending, this ride 
with the accompaniment of the booming 
thunder and with the ripping flight of the 
lightning for its only beacon. Ride, Jim! 
Ride, Springtime, and Tex., and Curley, and 
Kid, and Cherokee, and all the rest of you! 
Now tf ever you must be men of proof! Into 
the rattle of it, up to the head of it, press, 
spur, crowd! Shoot into their faces, fright- 
en them back, turn them aside, ride into 
them, over them, but ride fast and thought- 
less of yourself! There is no possibility of 
taking care. The pony must do it all. The 
pony knows what a stumble means. The 
herd will roll over hörse and man and crush 
them as if they were but prairie flowers. 
The ground is rough, but there must be 
no blunder. Ah, but there was! Something 
happened there! There was a stumble! 
There was a cry, smothered; but all that 
was half a mile back. The herd sweeps on.”

Something strange chokes 
every throat, and each man adds an oath to 
the heap of pity as they draw up by the 
body. There is no church nor minis- 
ter. Not one hypocrite is to be found in this 
knot of rude men, and as none has professed 
any religion before, so none does s0 now. 
Jim, who is the leader, straightens out the 
boy’s limbs as he lays him upon the ground 
and spreads a blanket over him. 

Git breakfast over!“ he says grimly. And 
after breakfast the shovel of the cook which 
dug the trench for the fire digs the grave for 
the boy. There is no funeral service He is 
buried in his blankets, with his hat over his 
face and his boots and spurs in place, as he 
slept when he was alive. A soldier of the 
plains, he dared the risks of his calling, and 
met them like a man. Such is another pic- 
ture of the plains. 

There is an amusing chapter on the

High Angle Firing a Terrible 


Element in Warfare. 


TRIALS BY THE ENGLISH. 


Shells Dropped from the Sky May 
Destroy Battleships. 


SANDY HOOK EXPERIMENTS. 


XPERIMENTS just concluded at 

Woolwich, Eng., have demonstrated 

that by a new method of artillery 

attack the strongest battleship which 

was ever built may be rendered abso- 
jutely helpless within a few moments. This 
may be done without the slightest danger to 
the men who man the great guns which 
perform this task. The new method is 
known as high-angle firing. 

The one experiment which demonstrated 
the fact cited beyond question was con- 
ducted with a wire wound piece of service 
ordnance, of 9.2 inches caliber, weighing 
nineteen tons, and which was on an ex pand- 
ing mounting placed for high range firing. 
The gun utilized was one of great power, 
range, and penetration. In the series of 
trials of the gun the projectiles fired were 
Palliser shot, weighing 382 pounds each and 
requiring for discharge an individual charge 
of 270 pounds of powder. The gun was fired 
at various angles of elevation, the maximum 
range obtained not being less than twelve 
miles. The elevation was then 40 degrees. 

Those who had charge of the experiments 
carefully calculated the speed of the pro- 
jectile and determined that the extreme 
height obtained by it was in the vicinity of 
16,000 feet, or about three miles. The time 
occupied by the entire flight was exactly 
one minute. This result is regarded as one 
of the greatest achievements of modern 
gunnery. The power of great range and 
exceeding penetration which the projectile 
undoubtedly possesses under the circum- 
stances described are unquestionably due 
to the wire winding system, which gives 
high resistance powers to the guns, and 
thus enables heavier charges to be used. 
The gun which wm in general be used upon 
the coast of Britain weighs twenty-seven 
tons and has a muzzle energy of 19,200 foot 
tons. 

It is doubtful if any experiment with ar- 
tillery for thirty years has resulted in the 
revelation of facts so important to naval 
powers. 

It needs no elaborate explanation to dem- 
onstrate that no vessel can be so con- 
structed on modern lines as to be im- 
pervious to projectiles dropped from the 
clouds as well as those which are fired at 
her sides. Yet that is exactly the position 
the modern battleship is placed in by the 
adoption of high-angle firing. Of course, in 
purely naval battles the high angle system 
cannot be utilized in so great a degree, for 
the power of the greatest vessel to with- 
stand the reeoil of a gun is surprisingly 
limited. It is a small percentage of the re- 
coil which can be safely figured upon by 
those who man the guns in fortifications. 


Guns May Be Invisible. 

Therefore, it can be seen that the great 
advantage of high angle fire from guns on 
shore is that they can be mounted behind 
earthworks or parapets entirely concealed 
from view, so that it would be a matter of 
great difficulty to silence them. Again, 
their fire has a plunging character, and is 
thus effective against objects them- 
selves invisible. The great effect 
made possible by the use of guns 
of this class has caused a centraliza- 
tion of attention from military men upon 
them, all of whom say without hesitation 
that the practice of high angle firing has un- 
questionably a great future. 

The main idea of the high angle firing is 
to furnish a mode of attack against ships 
so heavily armored as to be almost proof 
against artillery used in the ordinary fash- 
ion. At first it might be thought that a bom- 
bardment by high angle guns mounted so 
deeply in the earth that it would bo well 
nigh impossible to direct their aim at all 
would be in the nature of shooting at ran- 
dom. As a matter of fact, it would be any- 
thing but that. It is now possible to tell 
the speed at which a projectile travels and to 
calculate from this speed the distance trav- 
ersed with certain charges of powder used 
to give the necessary impetus. Now, with 
these calculations possible, and the points of 
the compass carefully calculated, it is not 
at all among the impossibilities to place a 
shot with fair accuracy. 

Uncle Sam Trying It, Too. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 9.—Inquiry at 
the War department develops the fact that 
the result of the English experiments with 
the high angle firing guns has been known for 
some days. A naval officer of high standing 
said that Great Britain was net so far ahead 
of the United States tn this matter as it 
imagined. It would be well, he said, for the 
British experts to wait until they heard 
from Fort Hancock (Sandy Hook) before 
they said too much. It is a well-known fact 
that the greatest secrecy has been main- 
tained as regards the work going on at the 
Sandy Hook fortifications. It has been 
known that experiments of the greatest im- 
portance were in progress.

TRAPPERS SECURE THOUSANDS OF 
SONG BIRDS FOR THE MARKET, 
t ) be 

How the Feathered Victims Fall Prey 
to the Illegal Traffic—Method of 
Handling the Traps — Meadows 
Around Chicago Overrun with 
Hunters—Dealers in Songsters Ad- 
mit the Practice and Say They Do 
Not Fear the Law. 


IRDS of song and plumage are being 
trapped daily by hundreds in the 
suburbs of Chicago. They are the 
prey of men who find a ready market 
for their catch, and who have taken 

during the present season victims to the 
number of many thousands. 

This trapping of wild birds is legal, and 
the bird-catchers know it, as they freely ad- 
mit. If the law were enforced, for each 
bird they snare they would be compelled to 
pay $5 to the State. The game warden has 
been told of the situation of affairs, and as 
the law makes the possession of one of the 
songsters prima facie evidence of guilt the 
chances are that some of the bird stores 
which have openly sold the feathered 
beauties will this week find their stocks de- 
pleted and their proprietors before the bar 
in a justice court. 

Nearly all these bird trappers are Ger- 
mans. There are a few Italians, but it ap- 
Pears as a result of inquiry among the 
trappers themselves that bird snaring is a 
favorite occupation in Germany and that 
the fondness for it was not killed by the 
immigration of the principals to this coun- 
try. These fellows who just now are fairly 
swarming with their bird limes and traps 
among the suburbs have an eye only to the 
birds of brightest plumage and sweetest 
song. They use one of the innocents as a 


bait to lure the others to a prison. Two of | 


the trappérs, who were watched by a re- 
porter for TRA SUNDAY TRIBUNE, took their 
station at the edge of an open field skirted 
by a growth of willows near the pumping 
station at Seventy-first street. Each had 
two cagetraps. The device was divided into 
two parts by wires running horizontally and 
parallel to the plane of the floor. In the 
lower half of each cage was a male American 
goldfinch. In the roof of the traps were two 
little hinged doors, which turned backward 
and upward, leaving anopening. Inside the 
upper compartment of the trap and acces- 
sible through the doorway in the roof was 
a swinging perch. The traps were placed 
on stumps among the growth of thistles and 
dock weed, while the trappers hid behind the 
trees. 


How Birds Are Caught. 

The goidfinches confined in the lower sec- 
tions of the traps had been the victims 
of the trappers earlier in the season, and 
the sight of their familiar haunts, the sun- 
light, the breeze, and the swaying willow 
branches where so often they had perched 
and sung caused them to flutter about and 
to utter pathetically the call note of their 
days of freedom. It is upon this yearning 
for liberty and its manifestation that the 
bird trappers depend to secure more vic- 
tims. No sooner does the piping call go 
forth from the golden throats of the little 
prisoners than a reply comes from the 
thistle tops far down the field. A moment 
more and the traps are surrounded with the 
black and yellow beauties. The fact that 
one of their own kind is within the curious 
little house which confronts them seems to 
send all their timidity to the winds and 
they fairly fall over one another in their 
endeavor to investigate and to see what it 
all means. Finally one finds the doorway in 
the roof and drops upon the perch with- 
in. Instantly the doors close and a gold- 
finch is a prisoner. 

The other trap claims its victim as well, 
and the trappers come out of their hiding 
place, transfer the birds to a cage which 
they have with them, and set the traps again. 
When the bird snarers who were plying 
their trade at Seventy-first street had 
caught ten male goldfinches they changed 
their scene of operation to a meadow about 
half a mile away and in the direction of 
South Chicago. There they baited their 
traps afresh and started in to catch bobo- 
links. 

Robert of Lincoln is the daintiest bird 
imaginable when he is mounting upward 
and sending his song notes into the meadow 
where his brown coated mate guards her 
nest. Transferred to a cage bobolink be- 
comes disheveled, dirty, spiritless, and song- 
less. He is so unsuspicious of evil that he 
falls even a more ready victim to the wiles 
of the trapper than does the goldfinch. Bob- 
olinks are so plentiful and so readily snared 
that they can be purchased for 50 cents each. 
One of the bird trappers, on being ap- 
proached, agreed to furnish 200 bobolinks 
in ten days at 80 cents each. 


Barber Admits the Practice. 

There is a barber on Dearborn avenue who 
has his shop fairly well filled with native 
Illinois birds, each of which is likely to be a 
living witness this week to the fact that the 
barber has been violating the law. ‘This 
man has robins, goldfinches, bobolinks. 
indigo birds, golden crowned thrushes, car- 
dinals, and various other songsters who 
look much better and sing much more 
cheerily when saluting the rising sun from 
the bough of a tree than when crowded into 
a cage so narrow in its limits that their tail 
feathers are nearly scraped off overy time 
they turn around. In this little shop there 
is no attempt to put the bird catching in- 
dustry under a bushel. A large sign calls 
attention to the fact that any kind of 6 
songster a person may wish will be pro 
cured to order.“ The barber frankly says 
he knows the trapping of the birds is against 
the law, but that he doesn’t care a rap for 
the game. 

It seems passing strange that this bird- 
catching industry should increase so large- 
ly simultaneously with the founding of the 
Illinois Audubon society. The good that 
this society has done in checking the habit 
of wearing birds in bonnets seems to have 
been fairly counterbalanced by the increase 
in the number of songsters captured for 
cage, purposes. These trappers choose the 
nesting season as most favorable for their 
work, and every pair of birds they catch 
means the loss of an entire family in the 
shape of a set of unincubated eggs or a 
nestful of young left to slowly perish by 
starvation. 


Rare Birds in the Market. 


In a great Madison street store there are 
scores of these native songsters. Perhaps 
the most pathetic sight in the whole estab- 
lishment is that of a scarlet lanager. the 
most beautiful bird which frequents our 
woods. The caged specimen has worn its 
tall away against the bars of its cage and 
has weakened its scarlet-clad body with the 
fruitless beating of its wings against the 
prison sides in the attempt to regain the 
liberty which is its birthright. With it in 
captivity is a bluebird, dear to everybody 
as the certain harbinger of spring. There 
is a feeling throughout all the country dis- 
tricts against placing this bird in acage. It 
is dearer to the American heart than the 
robin, and no one save the bird trappers and 
the bird sellers will be sorry that an at- 
tempt is to be made within the week, if not 
to secure the liberty for this prisoner, to 
prevent, at least, any of its brothers from 
sharing a like fate. 


THOSE NEW GAUZY SASHES.

POACHERS PLY THEIR DISHONEST 
TRADE IN THE PARK. PONDS, 


Well Stocked Lagoons: Are Nightly 
Robbed of Black Bass—Fish from 
Boats and Set Lines—How Two Men 
Carry on Their Lucrative Industry 
at Garfield Park—Story of a Night's 
Catch of Bass as Told by an Eye 


Witness. ' 


HAT is believed by the officials to 
be a regularly organized system 
of poaching in the lake at Gar- 
field Park has been discovered— 
poaching without the thrilling 
sense of danger from armed and sharp- 
eyed game wardens, but illegal quest for 
finny game that has the more desirable 
qualities of calm amusement and sure re- 
muneration. It is considered possible the 
system extends to all the city parks.

ROYAL PERSONS RIDE WHEELS. 


Cycling Is Considered First on the List 
of Accomplishments in Many 
Parts of Europe. 


Cycling is in Europe one of the accom- 
plishments, like tapestry embroidery or 
dancing, writes a European correspondent 
to the American, Wheelman. It goes first 
on the list. All the royal ladies ride, and, 
of course, all the fashionable world is bound 
to follow. At first it began with the men, 
Emperor William starting and the other 
Princes imitating. Then they begged the 
ladies to try, and one after another dropped 
into line. Queen Margaret of Italy, says the 
correspondent, is the most enthusiastic 
wheelwoman in all Europe. She learned to 
ride at Monaco two, years ago, and since 
that time has ridden almost every fair day. 
Recently she received as a present a gold- 
plated wheel, made in Paris, having her 
initials and crown in jewels on the handle- 
bar. When she is in Rome she rides only in 
the palace garden, but when at her country 
places she takes to the country parks, and 
rides madly up hill and down.

the pond at Garfield Park. The detection 
of the young men suggested the possibility 
of more extensive operations of a like kind. 
From observations made by a correspond- 
ent for THe SUNDAY TRIBUNE on several 
occasions during the last week it is clear 
that poaching is general in Garfield Park 
at least, and the facts learned may clear 
up the problem of the unaccountable deple- 
tion of the black bass in all the park ponds. 
Trouble Laid to the Carp. 

Some years ago the ponds were stocked 
with black bass, perch, and sunfish, which in 
a short time multiplied beyond expectations, 
so much so that fishing permits were granted 
on several occasions. Subsequently German 
carp were added. For some time the deple- 
tion of black bass in the ponds has puzzled 
the park officials. Blame was laid to the 
carp, which are reputed to be voracious 
and quarrelsome to a degree. In addition 
to their habit of stirring up the mud, it is 
also charged against them that they ce- 
stroyed and consumed the smaller members 
of other varieties. So firm became the con- 
viction of officials as to the destructive qual- 
ities of the carp among their fellow-denizens 
of the water that an order was sent forth 
for their removal from the park ponda. 
Already the order is being carried out at 
Humboldt Park. a 5 

In the light of the most recent experience 
the carp may be maligned and may not be 
as cannibalistic as they are painted. 

Poaching, as observed in Garfield Park, is 
easy, pleasant, and remunerative. It is 
accomplished from boats which may be 
rented at 15 cents an hour. Even one pound 
of bass, which retails at 17 cents a pound, 
will compensate for the outlay, not to men- 
tion the amusement the occupation affords. 

Where Poaching Is Carried On. 

The fishing ground most frequented is 
that portion of the pond nearest the conser- 
vatory at the southwestern extremity of 
the park. The water here is weedy and isa 
favorite ground for the black bass. At any 
hour of the day or night the fish may be 
seen jumping from the water at this point. 

The operations of the poachers are simple. 
Two methods are adopted. Some fix lines 
trailing from the boat with hooks baited 
with small frogs or pieces of waxy dough. 
With the lines trailing along and indicated 
by the regulation float, the boat is moved 
gently across the pond, care being taken to 
avoid the track of the amateur oarsmen 
who crowd the waters these summer even- 
ings. 

In the circumscribed waters of the park 
ponds fish bite eagerly. They have not the 
shyness of fish in rémote and less frequented 
waters. A few hours suffices to accomplish 
good results. Asa rule the cheaper varieties. 
such as perch and carp, which are a drug on 
the market, are thrown back into the water 
when caught. Only the highly prized bass 
are retained. Towards 11 o'clock, the hour 
the park is closed to the public, the boat is 
pulled to the bank and one of the party car- 
rying the catch, steps ashore. 

Fish with Set Lines. 

A bob line, stretched from the limb of a 
tree at some shady and unfrequented part 
of the pond, to a pole stuck in the mud at 
some distance from the shore, and to which 
baited lines are appended at intervals, is 
another though less used method of poach- 
ing. The reporter for THe TRIBUNE can 
vouch for the success of this method, as he 
witnessed its application on one of his visits 


to the park. From a point of vantage at 
the water's edge in the southwestern por- 


tion of the park alluded to he saw two men 
in boat No. 57 set a bob line under an 
arbor formed by a weeping willow. When 
the line was set the poachers rowed away, 
innocently singing. 

In about half an hour the pair returned, 
and the result was found to be about twenty 
fish of varying sizes. Some of these, evi- 
dently the cheaper kinds, were returned to 
the water, in all about six. There was an- 
other setting, another departure, this time 
with a different song, and in the allotted 
space another return. This time the same 
amount of fish was secured. For the third 
time the operations were repeated with good 
results. After the third take one of the 
men, with his coat, wrapping up the fish, 
thrown negligently over his arm, stepped 
ashore and proceeded in the direction of 

He carried at ieast forty 
fish, which, allowing for an average of two 
pounds, weighed cighty pounds. This, 
which he could readily peddle at 12 cents, 
was valued at $0.60. Even with less forta-

TREE ROOT GROWS IN A SKULL. 


Queer Freak of Nature at Bay Farm 
Island, on the Coast of Cal- 
ifornia. 


San Francisco Call: There is a tree over 
on Bay Farm Island, that little addition to 
Alameda, into which a man has grown. The 
tree apparently has absorbed the brain of 
the man into its sap veins, and the man who 
made the discovery now regards the tree 
with awe, as if it were partly human. 

The tree is an ordinary fir tree that has 
been growing for at least half a century. 
Some time ago Frank Silva, who lived upon 
the island, was digging at the foot of the 
tree, completing a trench, which ran just 
at the base of the fir. As he was working 
away among the roots that impeded his 
work, he turned up some human bones. The 
unearthing of a skeleton is always interest- 
ing, and Mr. Silva directed his search for 
the rest of the bones. These he located after 
a little work, and he found a complete skele- 
ton. 

The bones had been buried for a long 
while, for they were denuded of every 
vestige of flesh, and were bleached and 
white. From the position in which the bones 
were found it was very evident that the 
body. had been tumbled into the grave with- 
out much ceremony, for it was found face 
down and in a crouching position, ar if the 
body had been hurriedly thrown into its 
last resting place. 

Upon exposure to the air the bones feil 
one from another, though they did not 
crumble into dust. They were all carefully 
removed from the hole, save the skull, an 
Mr. Silva made an effort to remove that. 
But he found it impossible to bring it from 
the position in which it lay, because one of 
the roots of the fir tree, at the base of which 
it lay, had grown entirely through the skull. 
It was found necessary to chop the root 
away entirely before the skull could be re- 
moved. The root had penetrated a crack in 
the skull, and had forced its way through 
the head and out at the opposite side. 

When it dawned upon Frank Silva that 
the tree had grown through the skull and 
had actually absorbed the brain of a man 
into its wooden trunk, he regarded the tree 
with awe. He has since refused to allow 
the tree to be cut in any way. 

Deputy Coroner Smiley of Alameda took 
charge of the remains, though no inquest 
was ever held. 

The skeleton was undoubtedly that of 
an Indian,” said Mr. Smiley. 
were found on the south shore of the island, 
about fifteen feet from the bank, beneath 
a fir tree that was a landmark on the tsland 
before the first settler planted his aspara- 
gus bed.

WOMAN AND HER WORK. 


AN ENGLISH GIRL’S UNDERSTANDING 
OF HER SPHERE. 


Paper Telling of Occupations Within 
Reach of the Feminine Bread Win- 
ner—Concerning the Evolution of 
Womankind Which Has Taken 
Place Within the Last Half Century 
—T wo Neglected Avecations Would 
Prove Remunerative. 


LITERATURE prize offered by the 
Gentlewoman for an essay on Vari- 
ous Employments Open to Girls” 
was won by Miss Evelyn M. B. Under- 
hill. In the article she speaks of the 
sphere of woman's work as follows: 
If it were true, as Kingsley sang, that 
„ Men must work and women must weep,” 
female employment would be but a dismal 
and monotonous subject on which to dis- 
course. But the great enlargement of wom- 
an’s sphere during the Victorian age has 
finally dispatched this morbid theory; and 
the modern girl, ranging at will from shop- 
keeping to psychology, from collecting debts: 
to leading. a crusade, can scarcely complain 
of paucity of employment. But, though 
many oceupations have been placed nom- 
mally within our reach, the range of these, 
both practical and appropriate, is distinctly 
limited. There are, for instance, a large 
group of professions depending for success 
on the application of special talent-such 
are music, literature, and the arts, and, I add 
with diffidence, teaching. The development 
and direction of the intelligence of a growing 
child is work requiring special aptitude, and 
is too ilghtly undertaken by many untrained 
girls in the hope of earning a little pocket- 
money. To paint a bad picture, write an H- 
literate book, or massacre the “ Moonlight 
Sonata,"’ is a harmless, if annoying, occupa- 
tion. The tactless teacher who gives her 
pupil a bad start in life is far less open to 
forgiveness. Putting aside, then, the arts 
and teaching, we have medicine, nursing, 
journalism, and several minor callings such 
as typewriting, now at the disposal of girls 
contemplating a“ career.“ These, however, 
demand a whole-hearted devotion, and can- 
not be taken up as hobbies to occupy spare 
time. 
The gir) who elects to practice as a doctor’ 
must give years to arduous and even re- 
pulsive studies, and, when qualified, must 
step boldly into the arena and meet man on 
his own ground. Girls also have this dis- 
advantage, that while a professional! stand- 
ing entitles a man to respect, in woman itis 
often considered indicative, if not of lunacy, 
at any rate of advanced and unwomanly 
views. 


Her Ideas of Journalism. 


Of journalism the same may be said. At 
the best a precarious livelihood, at the worst 
a disagreeable method of starvation; it 
calls for boundless tact, energy, and re- 
source, and should only be undertaken by 
ready and accurate observers, physically 
strong and méntally serene. Cheerful en- 
thusiasm is an indispensable quality in all 
who would successfully face the hard work 
and unpleasant details of medicine, journal- 
ism, and hospital nursing. The over- 
refined had better seek interests elsewhere, 
among the many pleasant and lucrative em- 
ployments which may be conducted in the 
comparative shelter of home. 

Two such avocations, much neglected, are 
the homely arts of dressmaking and cookery. 
Victims undergoing the torture of a 
“ wretched cook pay thankfully for an ex- 
pert lady’s help, either as instructress or to 
superintend a special meal. Patience and 
attention will give any girl a thorough 
knowledge of cookery, and the work has 
many fascinations. 

In dressmaking, too, a well-taught and 
tasteful girl could soon work up a connec- 
tion among friends, earning a far more 
pleasant livelihood than many underpaid 
governesses or mother’s helps. 

Of another unhéeded craft, bookbinding, 

I can personally speak. Appealing to all 
** bookworms,’’ it is delightful and prefita- 
ble to practice, admits a wide range from 
the simplest to the most elaborate work, and 
gives ample scope to original design. 
Silver work, also, and wood carving, are 
fascinating crafts; but for these, as for tech- 
nical design, there is as yet no adequate 
market, and they must still be relegated to 
the domain of home arts.“ 


One Employment Too Common, 
There is, however, one form of employment 
—already far too common—which no girl 
of honor should consider open to her—I mean 
the underselling of her poorer sisters. Many 
girls of the upper classes, impelled by no 
better motive than ennui and discontent, 
and willing to accept any trifling remunera- 
tion, rush into the overcrowded labor mar- 
ket to the ruin of those whom necessity com- 
pels to demand a fair price for their work. 
To such one cam only repeat the grand old 
motto—“ Noblesse oblige.”’

from a direct current of water applied to a 
particular part of the body, while the whole 
surface is immersed in water of a high tem- 
perature. 

The rubber tubing and nozzle for this may 
be attached to the main tube of supply with 
very little expense or trouble. A length of 
rubber hose is fastened as usual to the fau- 
cet. To the end of this hose is attached 
a short piece of iron piping about two inches 
long and with the same diameter. The end 
of this short cylinder is capped with a piece 
of iron perforated by a number of small 
holes. In each of these holes is inserted a 
small discharge point inside of the tube, 
which admits a sharp arrow-like jet of water 
with great force. 


Perceptible Electric Current. 


When the full strength of the current is 
turned on the force would be sufficient to 
throw the jet into the air twenty-five or 
thirty feet. When the current is directed 
under the water at a distance of five or six 
inches from the body the friction creates a 
perceptible electrical current. The effect is 
a digging out and cleansing of the skin pores, 
a kneading of the muscle and tissue to the 
very bone quite equal to a combination of the 
thermal bath and massage combined. There 
is a result of general stimulation and in- 
vigoration. Up and down the spine when 
the current is so applied there is a more 
thorough manipulation than can be possibly 
obtained with the rub of the hand. The 
temperature of the main bath must be as 
high as can be borne, from 102 degrees up; 
the current is about the same temperature.

Three Million of Them Being Coined in 
New York—Profits for the

A New York silver manufacturing eom- 
pany is coining 3,000,000 silver dollars for 
Free Cuba. They are coined under the direc- 
tion of the Cuban junta of this city, and are 
beautiful specimens of numismatic art. 

The new dollars cost the junta about 65 
cents each for silver and manufacture, 80 
that there is a profit of 35 cents on each of 
them for the Cuban cause. If the whole

issué is sold at face value the profit will be 
$1,050,000. 

Many of the coins have been privately 
sold as souvenirs at a uniform price of $1 
each. They will be put on public sale at the 
American Institute Fair. They beara beau- 
tiful Liberty head on their obverse and the 
Cuban coat-of-arms on the reverse. They 
have the word souvenir on them. This 
was necessary to bring them inside the 
United States coinage laws, which are ex- 
ceedingly strict. 


ORIGINAL ELECTRICAL CAR. 


Description of the Forerunner of the 
Vast Amount of Invention in Elec- 
trical Transportation. 


Just fifty years ago the first electric pas- 
senger car was publicly exhibited, and the 
event took place in Dover, N. II. Moses G. 
Farmer was the inventor and builder. 


The rails of the track were of cast iren, 


with wooden ties. Each car was about four 
feet long and a foot and a half wide. There 
were two seats on the passenger car, and 
the passengers faced each other. The wheels

were of cast fron, about six inches in diam- 
eter, and had flanges of a little more than a 
quarter of an inch, being supported at the 
ends of a steel axle. The electric current 
was generated by forty-eight cells of a 
Groves battery, the size of each cell being 
of a capacity of one pint. 

In 1850 the cars were exhibited in the City 
of New York, and there, as elsewhere, at- 
tracted considerable attention. For some 
reason, however, the principles embodied in 
this great novelty were not immediately 
seized upon by electrical engineers, and for 
many years very little progress was made in

tion. There is genuineness throughout. Things are what they 
appear to be, and the decoration is adapted to the construction of 
the building, and not a mass of constructed ornament concealing 
it; and, with the exception Of the Washington street entrance, the 
gorgeous delivery room and the stairways and corridors leading 
to it, it is the richness of the materials used rather than elaborate- 
ness of design which gives the effect of dignity and elegance to the 
decoration. 
Marble, bronze, and glass mosaic are the chief elements which 
contribute to this, for painting has not been used except for the 
fat tones on the walls and some color applied to accentuate re- 
lief ornaments. The only sculpture other than ornamental designs 
is found in the tablets for the clock dials in the reference room, 
which embody two figures in low relief. 

Owing to the various uses to which different portions of the 
building are to be put, there has been no attempt at unity in the 
decorative scheme of the building, although this might have been 
done with good effect. 

The Washington street entrance, the south stairway, and the 
delivery room are treated in the same general style—a style which 

\is based upon the elements of Greek ornament. The walls and 
stairways are of grained Italian marble, decorated with mosaics 
of glass, mother-of- pearl, and discs of green Connemara marble. 
The greens, blues, purples, and gold of the mosaic ornamentation 
are used sparingly inthe vestibule, but the decoration becomes 
-more elaborate as the stairways are ascended, until a climax of 
richness is reached in the delivery room, which is the most splendid 
of the building. On entering at the southern end of the building, 
through the studded doors beneath the Roman arch, the visitor 
finds himself ina white marble vestibule with a mosaic floor, in 
which there is embedded a bronze medallion bearing the arms of 
the City of Chicago, and on the walls on either side of the doorway 
are bronze tablets, that on the right bearing the names of the 

‘officers ot the Library board, the librarian, the superintendent 
of the building, and the architects; and the other the names of the 
members of the board. On the arch above are names of classic 


Bory Tf writers, alternating with ornamental designs. On either side of 


the \stairway are bronze grills of a Roman geometric pattern, or- 
namented with the Aldine dolphin and trident, and the elevator 
‘shafts on either side of the vestibule are inclosed in grills of simi- 
lar design. 
The stairway is broken by frequent landings, and on the face 
_of the bridge at the second landing is the new design for a seal 
of the library, a Y shaped design similar to that adopted as the 
arms of Chicago. 


The librarian’s suite in the southeast corner of the building is 
richly finished with mahogany wainscoting and furniture, and in 
his office is an imposing chimney piece of vert antique marble. On 
the mezzanine floor above on the west side of the building are the 


directors’ and committee rooms, finished in English pollard oak 


and red. 

The reference-room is wainscoted with sienna marble and the 
walls are painted the color of pantellic marble. The spaces between 
the windows are treated as pilasters, supporting the entablature 
from which spring the girders, giving the motive for the ceiling 
decoration. On each of the end walls of this room are tablets con- 
taining clock dials, supported by two life-sized figures of boys, one 
personifying Day,“ holding a lighted torch, and the other holding 
a standard, on which a bat is resting, personifying Night.“ , 

The decoration of the reading-room, extending across the north 
end of the building, is in the style of the Italian renaissance of the 
period of Sansovino. There are no supporting columns to mar the 
effect of this immense room, and there is an ornate caisson ceil- 
ing, yet this is the only room devoted to library purposes in which 
the taste displayed in the decoration is open to criticism. The red 
walls and the green pilasters with tinsel-like gilt are somewhat 
garish and scarcely quiet enough for a reading-room, even though 
most of the reading is of light literature. ’ 

Below these rooms is the portion of the building to be used by 
the Grand Army of the Republic, which is best reached from the 
Randolph street entrance. This entrance is unlike that of the south- 
ern end of the building, in severe Doric style, which suggests a 


certain martial spirit in the place, fittingly carried out by the dec- 


oration of the roomsabove. The doors at this entrance are of rfth- 
ly carved East India mahogany. The vestibule is lined with blue 
Bedford stone, and the floors are of encaustic tile, laid in simple 
mosaic pattern, while the coffered ceiling is of terra-cotta, The 
lobby is lined with veined Vermont marble and the same material 
is used, outlined with bands of pink Knoxville marble, in the hall. 
Pink Knoxville pilasters in this part of the building are of a rich- 
ness approaching onyr. 

From the end of the hall the stairway leading to the rooms 
above ascends in a broad flight to intermediate landings, which are 
continued by curving flights to the main landings.
